1937. as amended (7 U.8.C. 601-674). 
and upon the basis of the recommenda- 


Commlttee. established under the afore¬ 
said marketing agreement and order, and 
upon other available Information, it is 
hereby found that the maturity require¬ 
ments for the handling of avocados, as 
hereinafter provided, will tend to effec¬ 
tuate the declared policy of the act. 

(2) The need for the amendment stems 
from tiie current avocado crop maturity 
situation. Maturity studies on the spec¬ 
ified varieties completed recently indi¬ 
cate that avocados of such varieties are 
now mature at the hereinafter specified 
dates, minimum weights, or diameters. 

(3) It is hereby further found that It 
is Impracticable, unnecessary, and con¬ 
trary to the public interest to give pre¬ 
liminary notice, engage In public rule- 
making procedure, and postpone the ef¬ 
fective date of this amendment until 30 
days after publication thereof in the 
Federal Register <5 U.S.C. 553) in that 
the time intervening between the date 
when information upon which this 
amendment is based became available 
and the time when thLs amendment must 
become effective in order to effectuate 
the declared policy of the act Is insuffi¬ 
cient; and this amendment relieves re¬ 
strictions on the handling of specified 
varieties of avocados.

Maturity Requirements 

This amendment revises the maturity 
requirements applicable to imported avo¬ 
cados of the Trapp variety. It permits 
the importation of such avocados at 
specified weights or diameters two weeks 
earlier than is now permitted. The re¬ 
quirements are the same as those ap¬ 
plicable to avocados produced in South 
Florida and regulated pursuant to Mar¬ 
keting Order 915.

Certain Definitions 

On June 5. 1975, there was published

PART 63—CERTIFICATION: FLIGHT 
CREWMEMBERS OTHER THAN PILOTS 

Flight Engineer Knowledge and 

Aeronautical Experience Requirements 

This amendment to Part 83 of the Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Regulations provides that 
the holder of at least a commercial pilot 
certificate with an instrument rating who 
has at least 5 hours of flight training in 
the duties of a flight engineer, meets the 
experience requirements of 3 63.37 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations. In addi¬ 
tion, 4 63.35 has been amended to clarify 
the requirement that an applicant for a 
flight engineer certificate with a class 
rating must pass both the basic test and a 
class rating test prior to completing the 
practical test required by § 63.39 for the 
original issuance of a flight engineer 
certificate with a class rating. 

Interested persons have been afforded 
an opportunity to participate in the mak¬ 
ing of these amendments by a notice of 
proposed rule making (Notice 74-1; 39 
FR 1780; January 14.1974). and due con¬ 
sideration has been given to all comments 
received In response to that NoUcc. Ex¬ 
cept as specifically discussed herein, these 
amendments and the reasons therefor 
are the same as those proposed in the 
Notice. 

The FAA received flfty-one comments 
in response to the Notice. Thirty-five 
commentators concurred with the pro¬ 
posed amendments, and generally stated 
that the current requirements are too 
restrictive in not permitting the holder 
of a commercial pilot certificate with an 
instrument rating to take the written 
tests for a flight engineer certificate. 

Several comments objected to the pro¬ 
posals in the Notice bAsed on the belief 
that they would result in an individual 
being recognized by the FAA as being 
qualified to serve as a flight engineer, but 
who in fact would not possess sufficient 
background and knowledge to safely act 
In that capacity. 8everal of these com¬ 
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mentators further contended that the 
experience accumulated by a commer¬ 
cial pilot certificate holder with an in¬ 
strument rating should only qualify him 
to take the basic written test, but not 
qualify him to take a written test for a 
flight engineer class rating. 

The FAA disagrees with these com¬ 
ments, and believes that the holder of a 
commercial pilot certificate with an in¬ 
strument rating possesses an equivalency 
in aeronautical experience and under¬ 
standing of the duties and responsibilities 
required of a flight engineer with individ¬ 
uals who have complied with 5 63.37(b) 
(1), (2). and <3>, and should be per¬ 
mitted to take the written tests for a 
flight engineer certificate and the asso¬ 
ciated class ratings. 

One commentator stated that a pri¬ 
mary function of a flight engineer is to 
monitor in flight the various aircraft sys¬ 
tems. This commentator asserted that to 
perform this function the flight engineer 
must be knowledgeable in the mechanical 
aspects of aircraft and that the proposed 
rule dilutes this necessary mechanical 
experience and training. The FAA agrees 
that a flight engineer must be able to 
monitor In flight the various aircraft sys¬ 
tems and maintain currency In the per¬ 
formance of this function. However, with 
respect to mechanical experience and 
training, the FAA does not concur that 
such experience and training are re¬ 
quired. It should be noted that the flight 
engineer no longer functions as an in¬ 
flight maintenance man. and that the 
principal function of a flight engineer Ls 
to assist the pilot in command and second 
in command in the operation of the air¬ 
craft. 

One comment, in objecting to the pro¬ 
posed amendment, asserted that the pre¬ 
amble to the notice is contradictory to 
the proposed amendment. It was asserted 
that the proposal would permit a holder 
of a commercial pilot certificate with an 
instrument rating to be qualified not only 
to take the written tests but also to be 
considered experience qualified under 
3 63.37, without being required to meet 
any of the present qualifications of 
3 63.37. The commentator contended that 
this was not discussed in the notice and 
Is a very crucial point, since these appli¬ 
cants need not attend a flight engineer 
ground and flight course of instruction 
as required in 3 63.37(b)(6). It was as¬ 
serted that an individual who has ob¬ 
tained a commercial pilot certificate with 
an Instrument rating by meeting the 
minimum required flight hours, does not 
possess the experience necessary to be a 
flight engineer on air carrier aircraft. 
Furthermore, the commentator contend¬ 
ed that air carrier flight engineer train¬ 
ing programs are not designed to train 
inexperienced individuals, but to train 
those crewmembers who are certificated 
and experienced on an airplane of a dif¬ 
ferent type from the one on which they 
have been serving as crewmembers. 

The FAA does not agree that the lan¬ 
guage of the preamble is contradictory to 
the proposed amendment As pointed out 
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In the notice, the FAA proposed to amend 
Part 63 to permit an applicant for a 
flight engineer certificate and a class 
rating to meet the prescribed aeronauti¬ 
cal experience requirements In an addi¬ 
tional manner to those now specified In 
l 63.37. In malting the proposal, the FAA 
was not contending that these applicants 
necessarily satisfied the experience re¬ 
quirements of 9 63.37 without further 
training. Therefore, as pointed out in the 
notice, the FAA proposed to amend 
I 63.37 to require these applicants to have 
at least 5 hours of flight training In the 
duties of a flight engineer, and at least 
a commercial pilot certificate with an in¬ 
strument rating. This flight training is 
the same as the in-flight training re¬ 
quirements of 5 63.37(b)(1). (2). and 
(3). It should be pointed out that this 
amendment merely provides an alternate 
method of satisfying the experience re¬ 
quirement of 9 63.37(b). In adopting this 
amendment, the FAA has not eliminated 
any of the other alternative experience 
requirements of current 5 63.37(b), An 
applicant will still be eligible to take the 
written tests by attending a flight engi¬ 
neer ground and flight course of instruc¬ 
tion as provided in f 63.37(b) (6). As pre¬ 
viously discussed, the FAA believes that 
an applicant who is made eligible under 
this amendment is as well qualified to 
take the written tests for a flight engi¬ 
neer certificate as those applicants who 
qualify to take the written tests by 
meeting the experience requirements of 
5 63.37(b) (l),(2).or (3). 

That same commentator further as¬ 
serted that the proposal would allow 
simulator training to be substituted for 
the required 5 hours of flight training in 
the duties of a flight engineer. On the 
contrary, the 5 hours of flight training 
required by I 63.37 must be accomplished 
in flight, and no provision is made for 
substitution of simulator training. 

With respect to the commentator's 
point that the proposed 5 hours of flight 
experience is inconsistent with the 100 
hours required under ICAO, the FAA 
intends to file a notice of difference with 
ICAO as to this discrepancy. 

Another commentator asserted that 
the pilot in command and second in 
command are overloaded with com¬ 
pounding critical decisions which can 
lead to accidents. The commentator 
stated that the solution to this problem 
is to delegate duties of the flight crew 
to the flight engineer thereby giving him 
more responsibility in the operation of 
the aircraft. It was contended that the 
proposals in the Notice would not assure 
a sufficiently qualified flight engineer to 
assume this Increased responsibility. 

The FAA is aware of the Importance 
of the flight engineer in the operation of 
complex modem aircraft. The FAA 
agrees that the flight engineer must be 
well trained In order to carry out his 
primary task of monitoring in flight the 
various aircraft systems and supply the 
pilot In command and with current in¬ 
formation. The FAA docs not agree how¬ 


ever, that the proposals in the Notice fall 
to recognize the need for such training, 
nor that the flight engineer certificate 
has been degraded in any way. The FAA 
believes that applicants certificated and 
rated under the provisions of this 
amendment will be at least as well qual¬ 
ified as those applicants who qualify un¬ 
der 5 63.37(b) (1), (2), or (3). 

Finally, as proposed in the Notice. 

5 63.35 la being amended to clearly state 
the requirement that an applicant fbr a 
flight engineer certificate with a class 
rating must take both the basic test and 
a class rating test prior to completing the 
practical test required by 5 63.39 for the 
original issuance of a flight engineer cer¬ 
tificate with a class rating. 

(Sections 313(a). 001. and 602 Federal Avia¬ 
tion Act of 1058 (40 U.S.C. 1354(a). 1421. and 
1422); Section 6(c) of the Department of 
Transportation Act (40 UJB.C. 1655 (c)).) 

In consideration of the foregoing. Part

How¬ 
ever, he may take the written tests 
before acquiring the flight training re¬ 
quired by 5 63.37. 

(d) An applicant for a flight engineer 
certificate must have passed the written 
tests required by (a) and (b) of this sec¬ 
tion within the 24-month period before 
the date he takes the flight test. How¬ 
ever. this limitation does not apply to an 
applicant who, after passing the written 
tests, has continuously participated in a 
maintenance, flight engineer, or pilot 
training program of a United States air 
carrier or commercial operator con¬ 
ducted under Part 121 of this chapter, 
or conducted by a United States sched¬ 
uled military air transportation service.

Filing and Publishing Joint Rates Over 
International-Domestic Routes 

This rulemaking proceeding concerns 
new and revised tariff rules pertaining 
to export and import traffic moving via 
rail, motor, or part in water common 
carriers which operate within the United 
States In conjunction with vessel- 
operating common carriers by water op¬ 
erating in foreign commerce which are 
subject to the Jurisdiction of the Federal 
Maritime Commission and the acts which 
it administers, especially the Shipping 
Act of 1916 and the Merchant Marine Act

In the instant report on further re¬ 
consideration. the Commission promul¬ 
gates several new and revised tariff pub¬ 
lishing rules concerning rate reductions, 
new or initial rates, and other tariff 
changes.

Common carriers by water, or conference 
of such carriers, engaged In the foreign 
commerce of the United 8tates. as de¬ 
fined in the Shipping Act. 1916. that op¬ 
erates between ports of the United States 
and foreign countries are not subject to 
the terms of the Interstate Commerce 
Act or to the jurisdiction of the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission. 

(b) Through routes and joint routes. 

(1) A common carrier by railroad, 
pipeline, or water, or a common carrier 
by railroad or pipeline Jointly with a 
common carrier by motor vehicle, subject 
to the Interstate Commerce Act (here¬ 
inafter referred to In this section as the 
domestic carrier), may establish a 
through route and Joint rate with a ves¬ 
sel-operating common carrier by water 
engaged In the foreign commerce of the 
United States (hereinafter referred to 
in this section as the ocean carrier), as 
defined in the Shipping Act, 1916, for 
the transportation of property between 
any place In the United States and any 
place In a foreign country.

The tariff shall be printed in the English

rate, and a clear and definite statement 
of the division, rate, or charge to be re¬ 
ceived by the domestic carrier for its 
share of the revenue covering a through 
shipment or aggregate of shipments un¬ 
der tho tariff.

Where the freight Is to be 
packed (loaded) or unpacked (unloaded) 
into or from the containers by the do¬ 
mestic or ocean carrier, the tariff must 
clearly state that the joint rate includes 
this, service or must provide a separate 
charge to apply when said service is pro¬ 
vided. 

(3) Rates or charges may be stated to 
apply on a unit other than a United 
States unit provided the unit is defined 
in the tariff where used. A rate or charge 
applying on a unit of measure may be 
published, but if the tariff also Includes a 
rate or charge applying on a unit ol 
weight on the same traffic, the charges 
on the weight basis must alternate with 
the charges on the measurement basis. 
In every case, the tariff shall provide a 
definite method for determining the 
measurement of the shipment and the 
applicable charges. ’’Cargo, N.O S." may 
be provided as a commodity description 
provided the term is clearly defined in 
the tariff where used. The tariff may pro¬ 
vide for a percentage Increase or reduc¬ 
tion In the rates or charges for the pur¬

in the name of any subsidiary or affiliate 
thereof.

(vii) Hates, charges, rules, regula¬ 
tions, or other provisions need not be

(3) Rates or charges may be stated to 
apply on a unit other than a United 
States unit provided the unit is defined 
in the tariff where used. A rate or charge 
applying on a unit of measure may be 
published, but if the tariff also Includes 
a rate or charge applying on a unit of 
weight on the same traffic, the charges 
on the weight basis must alternate with 
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the charges on the measurement basis. 
In every case, the tariff shall provide a 
definite method for determining the 
measurement of the shipment and the 
applicable charges. “Cargo, N.O.S “ may 
be provided as a commodity description 
provided the term is clearly defined in 
the tariff where used. The tariff may 
provide for a percentage increase or re¬ 
duction in the rates or charges for the 
purpose of (i) restoring or maintaining 
the relationship of United States cur¬ 
rency to the foreign currency Involved; 
<li) covering the cost of bunker fuel used 
by the vessel; or (lii) covering the higher 
costs caused by the risk Incurred by a 
vessel entering or leaving a war zone, or 
caused by the congestion at the port to or 
from which a vessel moves. Tariffs gov¬ 
erning the application of the rate tariff 
need not show a carrier as a participant 
when none of the provisions therein ap¬ 
ply for such carrier's account. 

(4) Allowances, cargo administrative 
charges, or reductions shall not be pro¬ 
vided for payment to shippers or other 
parties for services performed by or facil- 
lties furnished by other than the carriers 
parties to the through transportation 
unless (i) such carriers by tariff publi¬ 
cation hold themselves out to perform 
such services and furnish such facilities. 
(11) such carriers arc able to perform 
such services and furnish such facilities 
upon reasonable demand, and (ill) the 
performance of such services and fur¬ 
nishing of such facilities are included in 
tiie tlirough joint-rate or charge. 

(5) A domestic carrier desiring to be¬ 
come a participant in a tariff filed in the 
name of a conference of ocean carriers 
may, under authority of f 1307.47(c). 
give to an ocean carrier participating in 
such conference tariffs a concurence in 
tariffs issued and filed by the ocean car¬ 
rier or the conference, or both. Such a 
concurrence may be limited only to the 
extent authorized by that section, except 
that the concurrence may further limit 
the authority to specified tariffs. The 
concurrence form prescribed by 4 1307.47 
(e) shall be modified to show that the 
authority extends to amendments to the 
tariff (s) and to tariffs filed In the name 
of the conference (agent), and to show 
the types of tariffs (such as tariffs con¬ 
taining Joint motor-ocean rates, Joint 
motor-water-ocean rates, et cetera) in 
which the domestic carrier desires to 
participate. 

(6) (i) The tariff may be amended on 
5 days* notice to this Commission and 
the public to provide changes in rates, 
charges, rules, regulations, or other pro¬ 
visions therein to meet reductions in 
charges to the shipper resulting from 
changes In rates, charges, rules, regula¬ 
tions. or other provisions filed on less 
than 30 days* notice in the all-water tar¬ 
iffs of competing carriers not subject to 
the jurisdiction of this Commission but 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Maritime Commission. When the amend¬ 
ing publication is transmitted to this 
Commission for official filing. It shall be 
accompanied by an exact copy of the 
competing carrier’s tariff amendment (a), 
or in the alternative a copy of the all¬ 
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water'conference bulletin or tariff cir¬ 
cular notloe. or both, on file with the 
Federal Maritime Commission. The pub¬ 
lication shall also be accompanied by a 
specific explanation of the changes being 
made and a notarized certification that 
the charges resulting from the changes 
are not lower, than the competing car¬ 
rier's all-water (ocean) charges. 

(ii) There shall be no inconsistencies 
in the effective dates on the tariff publi¬ 
cations filed Jointly with the Federal 
Maritime Commission and the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission. 

(ill) The tariff (a) being amended shall 
contain an effective cargo. n.o.s. rate or 
similar general cargo rate, which rate 
would otherwise be applicable to the 
specific commodity from and to the same 
points, via the same route, and the estab¬ 
lished specific commodity rate shall be 
eoual to or lower than the previously ap¬ 
plicable rate. 

(iv> The divlson, rate, or charge to be 
collected by the domestic carrier!s) for 
Its portion of the through service shsll 
be no less than the existing division, rate, 
or charge on the same commodity in like 
quantity from and to the same points 
and by the same route. 

(v) If this Commission receives a peti¬ 
tion which request* suspension of any 
change filed under authority of para¬ 
graph (b) (6) of this section and if the 
petition is received before the change be¬ 
comes effective, the protested change, 
shall, within 10 days after notification 
from this Commission to the carrier or 
publishing agent, be canceled on 1 daV* 
notice. The protested change may not be 
republished under authority of para¬ 
graph (b)(6) of this section. 

(vi) The following may not be filed un¬ 
der authority of paragraph (b)(6) of 
this section: 

(a) Tariff publications providing new 
or Initial rates, charges, routes, rules, 
regulations or other provisions. 

(b) Tariff publications which provide 
new points or ports of origin or destina¬ 
tion. or both. 

(e) Tariff publications which provide 
for the elimination or cancellation of a 
specific commodity, rate, charge, route, 
or service, except where such elimination 
or cancellation produces a reduction in 
a rate or charge, and except where au¬ 
thorized by paragraph (b) (6) (v) of this 
section. 

<d> Tariff publications seeking to meet 
a competing rate, charge, rule, regula¬ 
tion. or other provision established In an 
all-water tariff filed In the name of an 
ocean carrier also publishing in Its own 
name the lntermodal tariff naming the 
through route and Joint rate, or filed In 
the name of any subsidiary or affiliate 
thereof. 

(e) Tariff publications whtch bear an 
effective date of more than 30 days Is ter 
than the effective date of the reduction 
by the competing ocean carrier. 

(vii) Rates, charges, rules, regulations, 
or other provisions need not be effective 
for 30 days prior to being changed under 
authority of paragraph (b)(6) of this 
section. 
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(c) Port combination basis. Domestic 
and ocean carriers may enter into Joint 
rate arrangements, as authorized by 
paragraph <b> of this section, and do¬ 
mestic carriers may at the same time 
maintain in effect rates applicable only 
from and to the ports, usable In combina¬ 
tion with ocean carriers’ independently 
established rates. Publication of such 
rates by the domestic carrier shall be 
subject to the following: 

(1) The domestic carriers shall flic 
their rates to the ports and from the 
ports, and such rates must be the same 
for all, regardless of which ocean carrier 
may be designated by the shipper, except 
as otherwise provided by section 28 of 
the Merchant Marine Act <41 Stat. 988, 
46 U.S.C. 884). 

<2> When the domestic carriers pub¬ 
lish rates which are indicated to apply 
only on export or import traffic, the tar¬ 
iffs containing such rates shall specify 
by inclusion or exclusion the countries 
to or from which traffic subject to such 
rates shall move, regardless of whether 
such countries are, or are not, adjacent 
to the United 8tates. Tariffs shall also 
specify whether or not property destined 
to or coming from the Republic of Cuba, 
the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 
Guam, Hawaii, or the Canal Zone is sub¬ 
ject to such rates. In the absence of a 
statement In tariffs limiting the applica¬ 
tion of export or Import rates, such rates 
will apply on traffic destined to or coming 
from them. 

<3) As a matter of convenience to the 
public, the domestic carriers may also 
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publish as information in their tariffs 
the ocean carriers’ rates or charges that 
will apply to or from a foreign country 
in connection with the domestic carriers’ 
rates. When this is done, the ocean car¬ 
riers * rates or charges are in no manner 
subject to the jurisdiction of this Com¬ 
mission, but the rates of the domestic 
carriers applying to or from the ports are 
subject to all provisions of the Interstate 
Commerce Act and to this Commission’s 
regulations. 

<d) Through export and import bill¬ 
ing. Export and import shipments may 
be forwarded under through billing. 
Through bills of lading must clearly sep¬ 
arate the liability of the carriers Included 
therein, where different, jmd must show 
(1) the tariff rates or charges of the do¬ 
mestic carriers to or from the port or 
<2) the Joint rates or charges when such 
rates or charges are established and are 
named in tariffs on file with this Com¬ 
mission as provided In paragraph <b) 
of this section. The name of the domestic 
carrier shall appear in a prominent place 
on the face of the bill of lading when 
that carrier originates the shipment. 
Tariffs which provide for the use of a 
specified kind of bill of lading shall re¬ 
produce all of the terms and conditions 
thereof.

(a) Within the next 10 hours* time In serv¬ 
ice after the effective date of this AD, unless 
already accomplished, visually Inspect the 
junction ftnet welds (P/Na 6232 145. 8332 241. 
and 11835.06004) of the pilot and copilot 
rudder bars and determine whether the weld 
covers the full 360* of the rudder bar tube 
circumference or only 250* of the rudder bar 
tube circumference. If the weld is determined 
to be of the Improved 380* design, no further 
action Is required by this AD.

2.1 of Pilatus Aircraft Ltd. Service Bulletin 
No. 120, dated January 1973. or an FAA-ap¬ 
proved equivalent. 

(o) If no cracks are found during the In¬ 
spection required by paragraph (b) of this 
AD, within the next 100 hours* time In serv¬ 
ice and thereafter at Intervals not to exceed 
100 hours* time In service, visually Inspect 
the rudder bar Junction weld for cracks using 
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a 10 power magnifying glass In accordance 
with paragraph 2.2 of Pilatua Aircraft Ltd. 
Service Bulletin No. 120 dated January 1072. 
or an FAA-approved equivalent. 

(d) If cracks are found during an Inspec¬ 
tion required by paragraphs (b) or (c) of 
this AD, either repair the rudder bar Junction 
weld In accordance with paragraph 2.3 of 
Pllatus Aircraft Ltd. Service Bulletin No. 120 
dated January 1073, or an FAA-approved 
equivalent, or replace the rudder bars with 
new rudder bars of the same part number 
but with improved 360* weld design. 

(e) Within the next 100 hours* time In 
service after accomplishing the repair de¬ 
scribed in paragraph (d) of this AD. or. If 
no cracks were found during the inspections 
required by paragraphs (b) or (c) of this 
AD, within the next 300 hours* time In service 
after complying"with the inspection require¬ 
ments of paragraph (b) of this AD. replace 
the rudder bars. P/N 6232.145, 6232 241. or 
116.35.06.004, with new rudder bars of the 
same part number Incorporating the con¬ 
tinuous full 360* fillet weld around the rud¬ 
der bar circumference.

COMMODITY FUTURES TRADING

[ 17 CFR Part 146 ] 

THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE PRIVACY 
ACT OF 1975 

Proposal To Adopt Rulos 

The Commodity Futures Trading 
Commission proposes to adopt rules con¬ 
cerning records maintained by the Com¬ 
mission concerning individuals. If 
adopted, the rules will reflect the Com¬ 
mission’s Implementation of the require¬ 
ments of the Privacy Act of 1975, 5 U.S.C. 
552a (Pub. L. 93-579), and will comprise 
a new Part 146 of Title 17 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations. It is proposed to 
make these rules effective September 27, 
1975, the effective date of the Privacy 
Act. 

Summary or the Rules’ Provisions 

The Privacy Act and the rules being 
proposed by the Commission generally 
relate to an individual’s right to know 
what Information the Commission has in 
its files concerning him and his right not 
to have that information disseminated 
to unauthorized persons. For this pur¬ 
pose the Act and rules provide for the 
annual publication by the Commission of 
notices of each "system of records** it 
maintains on individuals. The individual 
may then examine these system notices, 
determine which system might contain 
records pertaining to him, and. follow¬ 
ing procedures established in the pro¬ 
posed rules, ask tho Commission to de¬ 
termine whether those systems do in fact 
contain any information about him. 

If the system of records has informa¬ 
tion concerning an individual, the indi¬ 
vidual may request and obtain access to 
those records. Upon payment of specified 
charges, he may also obtain copies of 
the records. Furthermore, if he believes 
information contained in the records is 
not accurate, relevant, timely, or com¬ 
plete. procedures ore established whereby 
he may seek amendment or correction. 

The proposed rules restrict access by 
others to personal Information concern¬ 
ing an individual that Is contained in 
the Commission files. The Information 
is available to members of the Commis¬ 
sion and the Commission staff who need 
it in the pursuit of their duties. Disclosure 
of the record as required under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act, 5 US C. 552, is 
also permitted without restriction. Be¬ 
yond that, a record may be disclosed only 
for purposes specifically authorized un¬ 
der the Privacy Act. or for “routine uses," 
which must be described and published 
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by the Commission In the Federal Reg- 
ism for each system of records it main¬ 
tains. Furthermore, the Commission is 
required to keep a record of each dis¬ 
closure. except those made to Commis¬ 
sion employees or made pursuant to the 
Freedom of Information Act. Upon re¬ 
quest. It must provide that record to the 
Individual. 

The proposed rules exempt certain 
kinds of records from some of the pro¬ 
visions of the Privacy Act. The exemp¬ 
tions relate primarily to investigatory 
material compiled for a law enforcement 
purposes and limited kinds of Informa¬ 
tion which may be found in personnel 
files maintained by the Commission. 

Finally, the proposed rules prescribe 
certain information that the Commis¬ 
sion must give to an individual when¬ 
ever the Commission requests personal 
information from him. and standards 
that the Commission will meet in main¬ 
taining Us flies. 

Score or Rules 

Section 146.1 of proposed Part 146 gen¬ 
erally describes the scope and purpose 
of the rules which follow. Section 146.2 
contains definitions of terms as they are 
used in the Privacy Act and in the Com¬ 
mission’s rules as well. An understanding 
of several key terms is essential to an 
understanding of the scope of the re¬ 
mainder of the provisions. 

Of central Importance to the Privacy 
Act and to the Commission’s proposed 
rules, is the concept of a “system of rec¬ 
ords.- A ’‘record- Is defined as any Item, 
collection or grouping of Information 
about an Individual that contains his 
name or other identifying particular. A 
•'system of records- is defined as a group 
of records: <1> which Is under the con¬ 
trol of the agency; (2) from which in¬ 
formation may be retrieved by the name 
of the Individual or some other identi¬ 
fying particular unique to the individual. 
Thus. Information about an Individual 
might be contained in a Commission rec¬ 
ord, but unless the Information is filed 
under or Indexed by the name of the in¬ 
dividual. or an individual Identifier, it 
will not come within many of the pro¬ 
visions of the Privacy Act. 

The Privacy Act and these rules apply 
only to records concerning Individuals. 
An ‘’Individual- is defined under the Act 
and for purposes of this Part to mean 
a citizen of the United 8tates or an alien 
lawfully admitted for permanent resi¬ 
dence. Thus the Privacy Act and these 
proposed rules will not apply to records 
of corporations and business organiza¬ 
tions. There is some Indication In its leg¬ 
islative history that the Privacy Act is 
not intended to apply to Individuals act¬ 
ing In an entrepreneurial capacity. As a 
practical matter, however, it will usually 
be difficult to distinguish between per¬ 
sonal and entrepreneurial records con¬ 
cerning an individual, and the Commis¬ 
sion does not Intend to rely upon the dis¬ 
tinction as a basis upon which It will 
deny an Individual access to records that 
concern him- 

Among the other Important definitions 
Included in 9 146.2 are “routine use,” 


which describe a use of a record for a 
purpose which Is compatible with the 
purpose for which It was collected, and 
“system notice.” which is the description 
of a system of records that an agency is 
required to publish in the Federal 
Register. 

Procedures for Requesting Information 

or Access to Records Pertaining to 

an Individual, and for Disclosure of 

the Requested Information to the 

Individual 

8ectlon 146.3 of the proposed rules es¬ 
tablishes procedures by which an individ¬ 
ual may request information as to 
whether a system of records maintained 
by the Commission contains any infor¬ 
mation relating to him and may request 
access to his records. Requests are to be 
made in writing and arc to be directed to 
a Privacy Unit established in the Com¬ 
mission’s Washington. D C. office. To as¬ 
sist the Commission staff in identifying 
the requested records, certain informa¬ 
tion is required to be supplied with re¬ 
spect to each system of records from 
which information Ls sought. The individ¬ 
ual is also required to include in his re¬ 
quest certain other information which ls 
designed to enable the Commission to: 
(1) identify the individual to whom the 
records pertain; and U) select the par¬ 
ticular information sought by the in¬ 
dividual within a record which may con¬ 
tain other types of personal Information 
as well. To assist in property preparing 
requests, the Commission offers individ¬ 
uals. free of charge, a compilation of Its 
systems notices. A description of the in¬ 
formation Included in the system notice 
and instructions on how to obtain these 
compilations are set forth in Section 
146.11. 

Requests will be processed promptly, 
and the Individual will be informed 
whether any information available to 
him Ls contained In the systems of rec¬ 
ords the Commission maintains. If the 
individual has requested access, he will 
be advised where and when he may In¬ 
spect the records or be given the name 
and address of the person with whom he 
should communicate to make further 
arrangements. 

The Commission’s proposed rules are 
designed not only to give an Individual 
access to information about himself, but 
also to protect him against unauthorized 
disclosure of that information to others. 
8ectton 146.4 of the proposed rules sets 
forth the methods by w’hich an Individ¬ 
ual must identify himself in order to gain 
access to his records. Generally. an in¬ 
dividual will be able to satisfy those re¬ 
quirements with forms of Identification 
that he may be expected to have in his 
possession, e.g., a driver's license or credit 
cards. However, provision Is made for the 
use of other types of identification In ap¬ 
propriate circumstances. Of course, no 
identification will be required where ac¬ 
cess Is requested to records that are 
available to any person under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act. 

Section 146.5 of the proposed rules es¬ 
tablishes procedures by which Informa¬ 
tion will be supplied to the Individual. 


after the request for access has been 
granted. The individual will normally 
be given access to his records during the 
normal business hours in the Commis¬ 
sion office where the records are main¬ 
tained. but exceptions will be granted for 
good cause. The individual may be ac¬ 
companied by persons of his own choos¬ 
ing when reviewing the records, but will 
be required to provide the Commission 
with a statement in writing authorizing 
access by these persons. 

The Privacy Act makes no special pro¬ 
vision for access by a second person un¬ 
less accompanied by the individual to 
whom the record pertains and the legis¬ 
lative history suggests that the Privacy 
Act was In fact directed toward personal 
participation by the individual in the 
process. However, the Commission antici¬ 
pates that In most cases It will honor a 
request by the individual that another 
person be granted access in his absence, 
so long as the authority and Identity of 
the other person are unambiguously 
demonstrated. 

As an alternative to personal inspec¬ 
tion of the record, or in addition thereto, 
the Individual may obtain copies of the 
records which pertain to him. The fees 
which the Commission has established 
for copies arc set forth in an appendix 
to Part 146. 

The Individual Is entitled to the In¬ 
formation he requests in a meaningful 
form. Under some circumstances, this 
may not be possible through direct ac¬ 
cess to the record Itself. For example, 
the record may contain information con¬ 
cerning matters which do not pertain to 
the Individual and which he is not en¬ 
titled to sec. To extract only the infor¬ 
mation relating to that individual may 
not be a satisfactory solution. Accord¬ 
ingly. where necessary to moke the rec¬ 
ord meaningful, the staff is authorized to 
prepare a report of the relevant infor¬ 
mation and present that to the indi¬ 
vidual. 

Disclosure of the Individual’s 
Record to Third Parties 

To protect against disclosure of per¬ 
sonal information to unauthorized per¬ 
sons. 1146.6 of the proposed rules imple¬ 
ments the provisions of the Privacy Act 
limiting disclosure without the written 
consent of the Individual whose record Is 
involved, except in certain specified cir¬ 
cumstances. 

There are three situations in which 
disclosure Is autliorlzed under the rules 
that can be expected to arise frequent¬ 
ly: disclosure to those persons within 
the Commission who need to have access 
to the Information in order to perform 
their jobs; disclosure required under the 
Freedom of Information Act: and dis¬ 
closure that has been established as a 
routine use for that system of records, 
through publication in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister. The Commission expects to publish 
for public comment an Initial list of 
routine uses in about 30 days. 

When disclosures are made of Individ¬ 
ual information contained In a system 
of records, the Commission’s rules, con¬ 
sistent with the Privacy Act will require 
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that an accounting be kept of such dis¬ 
closures. This accounting serves two pur¬ 
poses: (1) to enable the individual, with 
certain exceptions, to determine to whom 
disclosures about him are being made, 
and (2) to enable the Commission to 
notify prior recipients of subsequent cor¬ 
rections to records or of the existence of 
a dispute concerning their accuracy. No 
accounting is required, however, for dis¬ 
closures made with the consent of the 
individual, for internal disclosures, and 
for disclosures pursuant to the Freedom 
of Information Act. 

Procedures for Correction oa 

Amendment or Records 

If an individual believes that records 
concerning him are not accurate, rele¬ 
vant, timely and complete, he may re¬ 
quest an amendment to these records 
following procedures established in pro¬ 
posed 5 146.8. If the stair grants a re¬ 
quest to amend a record, not only will the 
individual be notified of the decision, but 
prior recipients of the record identified 
in the accounting of disclosures will be 
notified of the correction and of its sub¬ 
stance. If the request for amendment 
should be denied, the individual will be 
given the reasons for that deciston and 
2 K>tmed that he may seek review of the 
denial by the Commission itself. In ac¬ 
cordance with procedures set forth in 
3 146.9. 

Procedures for Appeals 
to the Commission 

In order to assure that all persons wlU 
have direct access to the Commission to 
complain about an alleged failure of the 
Commission or members of its stair to 
comply with the requirements of the 
Privacy Act and of the proposed rules, 
3 146.9 creates a right to petition the 
Commission in writing to seek correction 
of the deficiency. The individual may 
petition for review of a denial of access or 
denial of a request to amend a record. 
This section also authorizes a petition 
to the Commission when it Is claimed 
that a determination was made previous¬ 
ly on the basis of inaccurate. Incomplete, 
Irrelevant, or out of date information 
about the individual contained In Com¬ 
mission records. Commission review may 
also be sought with respect to other mat¬ 
ters as well. The procedures established 
are not. however, intended to permit 
the reopening of litigated cases although, 
under exceptional circumstances, if in¬ 
justice has been done, the Commission 
may treat a petition under this section 
as a petition to reopen an otherwise 
finally decided matter. 

Instructions on preparing and filing a 
petition are contained in 3 146.9. While 
the word “petition" Is used in the rule, 
the Commission will consider any written 
complaint, however Informally presented. 
If the complainant indicated It is being 
submitted pursuant to 3 146.9 or If it 
plainly encompasses a complaint re¬ 
mediable under that provision. The Com¬ 
mission has undertaken in Its rule to 
make a determination of the matter 
within thirty business days after it Is 
received. 


In those situations where an Individual 
has sought review of the denial of a re¬ 
quest to amend a record, which was made 
pursuant to 1146.8, certain special pro¬ 
visions apply. If the Commission deter¬ 
mines that the record should be amend¬ 
ed, prior recipients of the record will be 
notified of the change and Its substance. 
If the petition is denied, the Individual 
will be advised of that determination, the 
reasons for the denial and of his right to 
obtain Judicial review. The proposed rules 
also permit an individual to file a state¬ 
ment Indicating why he disagrees with 
the Commission’s refusal to amend the 
record. Subsequent disclosures of the dis¬ 
puted record will note the dispute and 
Include a copy of the statement of dis¬ 
agreement. 

Exemptions 

The Privacy Act, 5 U.S.C. 552a(k), au¬ 
thorizes the Commission by rule to ex¬ 
empt certain systems of records from 
6ome of the provisions of the Act, pri¬ 
marily those provisions relating to dis¬ 
closure to the individual of Information 
about himself contained in Commission 
files. Pursuant to that authority the 
Commission is proposing in 3 146.2 of the 
rules to exempt Investigatory material 
compiled for law enforcement purposes. 
In addition, a narrow exemption relating 
to personnel records Is being proposed. 

Other Matters 

The Individual Is entitled, pursuant to 
Section 146.10 of the proposed rules, to 
certain information from the Commis¬ 
sion when it seeks personal information 
from him. This Includes Information 
about: (1) the Commission’s authority 
to request the information; (2) the pur¬ 
poses and uses which will be or may be 
made of the data; <3> whether the dis¬ 
closure is mandatory or voluntary; and 
(4) the effect, if any, of not providing the 
information. 

Section 146.7 provides that the Com¬ 
mission's records shall be timely, rele¬ 
vant, accurate and complete, and that 
the Commission shall not maintain in¬ 
formation in the files which is not rele¬ 
vant or necessary to accomplish statutory 
objectives. The proposed rules also cir¬ 
cumscribe the collection of material by 
the Commission relating to the exercise 
of First Amendment rights, and require 
that the Commission should collect In¬ 
formation directly from the Individual— 
rather than secondary sources—where 
fairness so requires. 

The text of the proposed rules is as 
follows;

<a> This part contains the rules of the 
Commodity Futures Trading Commission 
implementing the Privacy Act of 1974 
(Pub. L. 98-579, 5 U.S.C. 552a). These 
rules apply to all records maintained by 
this Commission which are not excepted 
or exempted as set forth In 3 146.12, In¬ 
sofar as they contain personal informa¬ 
tion concerning an Individual. Identify 
that individual by name or other symbol 
and are contained in a system of records 


from which information is retrieved by 
the individual's name or identifying 
symbol. Among the primary purposes of 
these rules are to permit individuals to 
determine whether Information about 
them is contained in Commission files 
and. if so. to obtain access to that infor¬ 
mation; to establish procedures whereby 
Individuals may have Inaccurate and in¬ 
complete information corrected; and to 
restrict access by unauthorized persons 
to that information. 

(b) In this part the Commission is also 
exempting certain Commission systems 
of records from some of the provisions of 
the Privacy Act of 1974 that would other¬ 
wise be applicable to those systems.

(a) The term "Commission'* means the 
Commodity Futures Trading Commis¬ 
sion; 

(b) The term "Executive Director" re¬ 
fers to the executive level staff official 
appointed pursuant to section 2(a)(5) 
of the Commodity Exchange Act and 
whose responsibilities are set forth in 
17CFR ; 

(c) The term "Privacy Unit" refers to 
a staff subdivision established in the 
Commission's principal office In Wash¬ 
ington. D.C. to process requests, and han¬ 
dle various other matters relating to the 
Commission's Implementation of the 
Privacy Act of 1974; 

(d) The term "Individual" means a 
citizen of the United States or an alien 
lawfully admitted for permanent 
residence; 

(e) The term "maintain" Includes 
maintain, collect, use, or disseminate: 

(f) The term "record” means any item, 
collection, or grouping of Information 
about an individual that Is maintained 
by the Commission, Including but not 
limited to. his education, financial trans¬ 
actions. and criminal or employment his¬ 
tory and that contains his name, or the 
Identifying number, symbol, or other 
identifying particular assigned to the 
individual; 

(g) The term "system of records" 
means a group of any records under the 
control of the Commission retrieved by 
the name of the individual or by some 
Identifying number, symbol, or other 
Identifying particular assigned to the 
individual; 

<h> The term "system notice" means a 
notice of the existence and character of 
Commission's system of records published 
In the Federal Register pursuant 
to 1146.11(a): 

(1) The term "routine use" means, with 
respect to the disclosure of a record, the 
use of such record for a purpose which 
is compatible with the purpose for which 
it was collected; 

<J> The term "Fredom of Information 
Act" encompasses both the Freedom of 
Information Act, as amended 5 U.S.C. 
552, and Part 145 of this Title; 

<k) The term "agency" means any ex¬ 
ecutive department, military department, 
Oovcmmcnt corporation. Government 
controlled corporation or other establish¬ 
ment In the Executive branch of the 
Government or any Independent regula¬ 
tory agency.

(a) Any individual may request infor¬ 
mation on whether a system of records 
maintained by the Commission contains 
any information pertaining to him. or 
may request access to his record or to any 
information pertaining to him which is 
contained in a system of records. All re¬ 
quests shall be directed to the Privacy 
Unit, Commodity Futures Trading Com¬ 
mission, 1120 Connecticut Avenue. N.W., 
Washington, DC. 20036. 

(b) A request for information or for 
access to records under this Part may be 
made by mail or in person. The request 
shall (1) be in writing and signed by the 
individual making the request; (2) in¬ 
clude the full name (including the middle 
name) of the individual seeking the in¬ 
formation or record, his home address 
and telephone number, his business ad¬ 
dress and telephone number; and (3) if 
he is or ever has been registered with the 
Commission or its a predecessor agency, 
or associated with a Arm so registered as 
a partner, officer or director or 10 percent 
shareholder, state in what capacity he 
is or was registered. 

(c> For each system of records from 
which information is sought, the request 
shall (1) specify the title and identifying 
number as it appears in the system no¬ 
tice published by the Commission; (2) 
provide such additional identifying in¬ 
formation. if any. as may be required 
by the system notice; (3) describe the 
specific information or kind of informa¬ 
tion sought within that system of rec¬ 
ords; and (4) set forth any unusual ar¬ 
rangements sought concerning the time, 
place, or form of access. A description of 
the information contained in a system 
notice and instructions on how to ob¬ 
tain copies of the Commission’s system 
notices appear In $ 146.11(b). 

<d> The Commission will respond in 
writing to a request made under this sec¬ 
tion within ten days (excluding Sat¬ 
urdays. Sundays and legal public holi¬ 
days) after receipt of the request. If a de¬ 
finitive reply cannot be given within ten 
days, the request will be acknowledged 
and an explanation will be given of the 
status of the request. Since some mate¬ 
rials are exempt from disclosure to the 
individual to whom they relate, an in¬ 
quiry as to whether a system of records 
contains any information pertaining to 
an Individual will be responded to in 
terms of whether or not the system con¬ 
tains any Information which is available 
to the individual under the Privacy Act 
and the rules of this Part. 

(e) The individual either will be no¬ 
tified in writing of where and when he 
may obtain access to the records request¬ 
ed or will be given the name, address and 
telephone number of the member of the 
Commission staff with whom he should 
communicate to make further arrange¬ 
ments for access. 

§ 116.4 Procedure* for identifying the 
individual making the requr*t. 

When a request for Information or for 
access to records has been made pursuant 


to 1146.3, before information is given 
or access is granted pursuant to 
f 146 5 of these rules the Commis¬ 
sion shall require reasonable identi¬ 
fication of the person making the request 
to insure that information is given and 
records are disclosed only to the proper 
person. 

(a) An individual may establish his 
identity by: 

<1) Submitting with his request for 
Information or for access a photocopy of 
two pieces of Identification bearing his 
name and signature, one of which shall 
bear his current home or business ad¬ 
dress; or 

(2) Appearing at any office of the 
Commission (located at the addresses set 
forth in g 145.6> during the regular 
working hours for that office and pre¬ 
senting either: 

(1) One piece of identification contain¬ 
ing a photograph and signature, such as 
a drivers license or passport; or 

(ID Two pieces of identification bear¬ 
ing his name and signature, one of which 
shall bear his current home or business 
address; 

<3) Providing such other proof of 
identity as the Commission deems satis¬ 
factory in the circumstances of a par¬ 
ticular request. 

<b> If the Executive Director or other 
designated Commission official deter¬ 
mines that the data in a requested record 
is so sensitive that unauthorized access 
could cause harm or embarrassment to 
the person whose record is Involved, or 
if the person making the request Js un¬ 
able to produce satisfactory evidence of 
identity under subsection (a) above, the 
individual making the request may be re¬ 
quired to submit a notarized statement 
attesting to his identity and that he is 
familiar with and understands the crim¬ 
inal penalties provided under section 
1001 of Title 18 of the United Slates Code 
for making false statements to a Gov¬ 
ernment agency and under the Privacy 
Act. section 552a<l)(3) of Title 5 of the 
United States Code, for obtaining records 
under false pretenses. Copies of these 
statutory provisions and forms for such 
notarized statements may be obtained 
upon request from the Privacy Unit, 
Commodity Futures Trading Commis¬ 
sion. 1120 Connecticut Avenue, NW, 
Washington. D.C. 20036. 

(c) The parent or guardian of a minor 
or a person Judicially determined to be 
incompetent, in addition to establishing 
the identity of the person he represents 
as described in the previous paragraphs 
of this subsection, shall establish his own 
Identity and his parentage or guardian¬ 
ship by furnishing a copy of a birth cer¬ 
tificate showing parentage or a court or¬ 
der establishing the guardianship. 

<d> Nothing in this section shall pre¬ 
clude the Commission from requiring ad¬ 
ditional identification before granting 
access to the records if there is reason to 
believe that the person making the re¬ 
quest may not be the individual to whom 
Uie record pertains, or where the sensi¬ 
tivity of the data warrants it. 

te) The requirements of this | 146.4 
shall not apply if tlie records involved 


would be available to any person under 
the Freedom of Information Act. The 
Commission's rules implementing the 
Freedom of Information Act are set forth 
in Part 145 of this Title. 

§ 146.5 Di»r!<Murc of rcmieMvd infor¬ 
ms* lion lo Individual*; fm for ropir* 
of record*. 

(a) Any individual who has requested 
access to his record or to any informa¬ 
tion pertaining to him in the manner 
prescribed in 8 146.3. and has identified 
himself as prescribed in 8 146.4, shall be 
permitted to review the record and have 
a copy made of all or any portion thereof 
in a form comprehensible to him. subject 
to fees for copying services set forth in 
Appendix A to this Part <f 146a). Upon 
his request persons of his own choosing 
may accompany him, but the Individual 
shall first furnish a written statement 
authorizing discussion of that individ¬ 
ual's record in the accompanying per¬ 
sons' presence. 

<b) Access will generally be granted In 
the office of the Commission where the 
records are maintained during normal 
business hours, but for good cause shown 
the Commission may grant access at an¬ 
other office of the Commission or at 
different times for the convenience of 
the individual making the request 

(c) Where a document containing in¬ 
formation about an individual also con¬ 
tains information not pertaining to him, 
the portion not pertaining to the indi¬ 
vidual shall not be disclosed to him ex¬ 
cept to the extent the information Is 
available to any person under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act. If the records 
sought cannot be provided for review^ 
and copying in a meaningful form, the 
Commission shall provide to the indi¬ 
vidual a report of the information con¬ 
cerning the individual contained in the 
record or records which shall be complete 
and accurate in all material aspects. 

(d) Where the disclosure involves med¬ 
ical records, the records may be provided 
only to a physician designated In writing 
by the individual. 

<e) Requests for copies of documents 
may be directed to the Privacy Unit or to 
the member of the Commission's staff 
through whom arrangements for access 
were made. 

(f) Fees for copies of records shall be 
charged as set forth In the schedule of 
fees contained in Appendix A of this 
Part 146. Copies of the schedule may be 
obtained upon request from the Privacy 
Unit. Commodity Futures Trading Com¬ 
mission, 1120 Connecticut Avenue, NW.. 
Washington, D.C. 20036. Payment should 
be made by check or money order pay¬ 
able to the Treasury of the United States. 
Advance payment of all or part of the 
fee may be required at the discretion of 
the Commission, but generally this will 
not be required for requests where the 
anticipated fee is less than $25. 

(g> Nothing in this 1146.5 or in ( 146.3 
shall: 

(1) Require the disclosure of records 
exempted under 8 146.12 of these rules, 
including the exemption relating to in¬ 
vestigative records; 
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(2) Allow an individual access to any 
information compiled in reasonable an¬ 
ticipation of a civil action or proceeding 
or a criminal proceeding; 

13) Require the furnishing of infor¬ 
mation or records which cannot be re¬ 
trieved by the name or other identifier 
of the individual making the request. 

§ 146.6 DUflofttirc to third parties. 

(a) The Commission shall not disclose 
to any agency or to any person by any 
means of communication a record per¬ 
taining to an individual which is con¬ 
tained in a system of records, except 
under the following circumstances: 

(1) The individual to whom the record 
pertains has given his written consent 
to the disclosure; 

(2) The disclosure is to officers and 
employees of the Commission who need 
it In the performance of their duties; 

(3) Disclosure is required under the 
Freedom of Information Act (5 UJ3.C. 
552); 

(4) Disclosure is for a routine use as 
defined in 9 146.2(g) of these rules and 
described in the system notice for that 
system of records; 

(5) The disclosure Is made to the Bu¬ 
reau of the Census for purposes of plan¬ 
ning or carrying out a census or survey 
or related activity; 

(6) Tiie disclosure is made to a recipi¬ 
ent who has provided the agency with 
advance adequate written assurance that 
the record will be used solely as a sta¬ 
tistical research or reporting record, and 
the record Is to be transferred in a form 
that Is not individually identifiable; 

(7) The disclosure is made to another 
agency or to an instrumentality of any 
Governmental Jurisdiction within or un¬ 
der the control of the United States for 
a civil or criminal law enforcement ac¬ 
tivity if the activity is authorized by law 
and if the head of the agency or instru¬ 
mentality has made a written request to 
the Commission specifying the particu¬ 
lar portion desired and the law enforce¬ 
ment activity for which the record is 
sought; 

(8) The disclosure is made to a person 
pursuant to a showing of compelling clr- 
cumstance? affecting the health or safety 
of an indivldunl if upon such disclosure 
notification Is transmitted to the last 
known address of such individual; 

<9) The disclosure is made to either 
House of Congress, or. to the extent of 
matter within its Jurisdiction, any com¬ 
mittee or subcommittee thereof, any Joint 
committee of Congress or subcommittee 
of any such Joint committee: 

(10) The disclosure Is made to the 
Comptroller General, or any of his au¬ 
thorized representatives, in the course 
of the performance of the duties of the 
General Accounting Office; or 

(11) Pursuant to the order of a court 
of competent Jurisdiction. 

(b) The Commission will make reason¬ 
able efforts to serve notice on an individ¬ 
ual when any record on such individual 
is made available to any person under 
compulsory legal process when such proc¬ 
ess becomes a matter of public record. 


(c> The Commission, with respect to 
each system of records under its control, 
shall keep an accurate accounting of cer¬ 
tain disclosures: 

(1) A record shall be kept of all dis¬ 
closures made under paragraph (a) of 
this 9 146.6, except disclosures made with 
the consent of the individual to whom 
the record pertains rparagraph (a) (1) 1, 
disclosures to authorize employees 
(subparagraph (a)(2) and disclosures 
required under the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act (subparagraph (*) (3))). 

(2) The record shall Include: 

(!) The date, nature, and purpose of 
each disclosure of a record made to any 
person or to another agency; 

(11) The name and address of the per¬ 
son or agency to whom the disclosure 
was made. 

(3) The accounting will be retained 
for at least five years or the life of the 
record, whichever is longer, after the 
disclosure for which the accounting is 
made. 

(d) The accounting described in para¬ 
graph (c) will be made available to the 
individual named in the record upon his 
written request, directed to the Privacy 
Unit, Commodity Futures Trading Com¬ 
mission. 1120 Connecticut Avenue. NW., 
Washington. D.C. 20036. except that the 
accounting will not be revealed with re¬ 
spect to disclosures made under para¬ 
graph (a) (7) of this i 146.6, pertaining 
to law enforcement activity, and to dis¬ 
closures Involving systems of records 
exempted under 9 146.12 of these rules. 

(e) Whenever an amendment or cor¬ 
rection of a record or a notation of dis¬ 
pute concerning the accuracy of records 
is made by the Commission in accord¬ 
ance with 95 146.8 and 146.9 of these 
rules, the Commission will Inform any 
person or other agency to whom the 
record was previously disclosed, if an 
accounting of the disclosure was made 
pursuant to the requirements of para¬ 
graph (c) of this 9 146.6. 

g 1 46.7 Content of ay«tcm« of rrronls. 

(a) The Commission will maintain In 
its records only such information about 
an individual as is relevant and neces¬ 
sary to accomplish the purposes of the 
Commodity Exchange Act and other pur¬ 
poses required to be accomplished by 
statute or by executive order of the 
President. 

(b) The Commission will maintain no 
record describing how any individual 
exercises rights guaranteed by the First 
Amendment unless expressly authorized 
by statute or by the Individual about 
whom the record is maintained or un le ss 
pertinent to and within the scope of an 
authorized law enforcement activity. 

(c) The Commission will collect infor¬ 
mation to the greatest extent practicable 
directly from the subject Individual when 
the information may result in adverse 
determinations about an Individuals 
rights, benefits, and privileges under 
Federal programs. 

fd> The Commission will maintain all 
records which arc used by the Commis¬ 
sion In making any determination about 


any individual with such accuracy, rele¬ 
vance. timeliness, and completeness as 
is reasonably necessary to assure fair¬ 
ness to the individual in the determi¬ 
nation. 

§ 1*16.8 \mcmlment of m record. 

(a> Any individual may request 
amendment of information pertaining 
to him which Is contained In a svstem 
of records maintained by the Commis¬ 
sion and which is filed under his name 
or other individual identifier if he be¬ 
lieves the information is not accurate, 
relevant, timely or complete. A request 
for amendment shall be directed to the 
Privacy Unit. Commodity Futures Trad¬ 
ing Commission. 1120 Connecticut Ave¬ 
nue. NW.. Washington. D C. 20036. 

(b> A request for amendment mav be 
made by mail or in person and shall (1) 
be In writing and signed by the person 
making the request; (2) describe the par¬ 
ticular record to be amended with suffi¬ 
cient specificity to permit the record to 
be located among those maintained by 
the Commission; and (3) specify the na¬ 
ture of the amendment sought and the 
Justification for the requested change. 
TTie person making the request mav be 
required to provide the information spe¬ 
cified in 5 146.3 and 5 146.4 of these rules 
in order to simplify identification of the 
record and permit verification of the 
Identity of the person making the request 
for amendment. 

(c> Receipt of a request for amend¬ 
ment will be acknowledged In writing 
within ten days (excluding Saturdays. 
Sundays and legal public holidays) ex¬ 
cept that, if the individual is given notice 
within the ten day period that his re¬ 
quest will or will not be complied with, 
no acknowledgement is required. 

(d> Assistance In preparing a reouest 
to amend a record may be obtained from 
the Privacy Unit, Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission. 1120 Connecticut 
Avenue. NW.. Washington. D.C. 20036. 

(c) Upon receipt of a reoue*t for 
amendment the Executive Director of 
the Commission or a person designated 
by the Executive Director shall promptly 
determine whether the record is m«te- 
rially Inaccurate, incomplete, misleading, 
or is irrelevant or not timely, as claimed 
bv the individual, and. if so, shall cause 
the record to be amended in accordance 
with the individual's renucst. 

(f) If the Executive Director or desig- 
ncee grants the request to amend the 
record, the individual shall promptlv be 
advised of the decision and of the action 
taken, and notice shall be given of the 
correction and Its substance to each per¬ 
son or agency to whom the record had 
previously been disclosed, as shown on 
the record of disclosures maintained in 
accordance with 5 146.0(c) of these rules. 

(g) If the Executive Director or desig¬ 
nee disagrees in whole or In part with 
a request for amendment of a record, 
the individual shall promptlv be notified 
of the complete or partial denial of his 
request and the reasons for the refusal. 
The individual shall also be notified of 
the procedures for administrative review 
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by the Commission of any complete or 
partial denial of a request for amend¬ 
ment, which are set forth in 0146.9 of 
these rules. 

(h) If a request is received for amend¬ 
ment of a record prepared by another 
agency which is in the possession or con¬ 
trol of the Commission, the request for 
amendment will be forwarded to that 
agency. If that agency determines that 
the correction should be made, the Com¬ 
mission will amend its records accord¬ 
ingly and notify the individual making 
the request for amendment of the 
change. If the other agency declines to 
make the amendment, the Executive Di¬ 
rector or designee will independently 
determine whether the amendment will 
be made to the record In the Commis¬ 
sion's possession or control, considering 
any explanation given by the other 
agency for it s decision. 

§ 146.9 Appeal* lo tl»r Commit*ion. 

(a) Any individual may petition the 
Commission: 

(1) To review a refusal to comply with 
an individual request for access to rec¬ 
ords pursuant to the Privacy Act. 5 U.6.C. 
552a<d> <1>, and If 146.3 and 146.5 of the 
rules In this part; 

(2) To review denial of a request for 
amendment made pursuant to $ 146.8; 

(3) To correct any determination that 
may have been made adverse to the in¬ 
dividual based in whole or in part upon 
Inaccurate, irrelevant, untimely or in¬ 
complete information; 

(4) To correct a failure to comply with 
any other provision of the Privacy Act, 5 
U.8.C. 552a, and the rules of this Part 146. 
which has had an adverse effect on the 
individual. 

<b) The petition to the Commission 
shall be in writing and shall (1) state In 
what manner It is claimed the Commis¬ 
sion or any Commission employee has 
failed or refused to comply with provi¬ 
sions of the Privacy Act or of the rules 
contained in this Part 146. and (2) set 
forth the corrective action the petitioner 
wishes the Commission to take. The peti¬ 
tioner may, if he wishes, state such facts 
and cite such legal or other authorities 
as he considers appropriate. 

(c) The petition should be directed to 
the Privacy Unit, Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission. 1120 Connecticut 
Avenue, NW„ Washington. D.C. 20036. 

<d> The Commission will make a de¬ 
termination of any petition filed pursu¬ 
ant to this 5 146.9 within thirty days (ex¬ 
cluding Saturdays, Sundays and legal 
public holidays) after receipt by the 
Privacy Unit of the petition, unless for 
good cause shown, the Commission ex¬ 
tends the 30-day period. If a petition is 
denied, the Commission will notify the 
petitioner in writing and state the rea¬ 
sons therefor. 

<e> Where the petition is made for re¬ 
view of a denial of a request for amend¬ 
ment made pursuant to f 146.8, the fol¬ 
lowing additional procedures shall apply: 

(1) If upon review the Commission 
grants the petition to amend the record, 
notice of the correction and its substance 
shall be given to each person or agency 


to whom the record had previously been 
disclosed, as shown on the record of dis¬ 
closures maintained in accordance with 
§ 146.6(c) of these rules. 

(2) II upon review the initial denial of 
the request for amendment is uphold in 
whole or in part, the individual shall be 
notified of the provisions for Judicial re¬ 
view of that determination which are sot 
forth in Section 552a(g) (1) (A) and (2) 

(A), of Title 5 of the United States Code 
and the provisions for disputed records 
set forth in subparagraph (c) (3) of this 
0 146.7. 

(3) If after review the Commission has 
declined to amend the records as the In¬ 
dividual has requested, the individual 
may file with the Privacy Unit a concise 
statement setting forth why he disagrees 
with the Commission's denial of his re¬ 
quest. Any subsequent disclosure con¬ 
taining information about which a state¬ 
ment of disagreement has been filed shall 
clearly note the portion which is dis¬ 
puted. and include a copy of the individ¬ 
ual's statement. The Commission may 
also include a copy of a concise state¬ 
ment explaining its reasons for not mak¬ 
ing the amendments requested. 

g 146.10 Information supplied by the 
Commi»*ion when collecting infor¬ 
mation from an individual. 

The Commission will Inform each in¬ 
dividual whom it asks to supply informa¬ 
tion, on the form which it uses to collect 
the information or on a separate form 
that can be retained by the individual of: 

(a) The authority (whether granted 
by statute, or by executive order of the 
President) which authorizes the solici¬ 
tation of the information and whether 
disclosure of such information is manda¬ 
tory or voluntary; 

(b) The principal purpose or purposes 
for which the information is intended to 
be used; 

(c) The routine uses which may be 
mode of the Information, as published 
In the Federal Register; and 

(d) The effects on him. if any. of not 
providing all or any part of the requested 
information. ' 

g 146.11 Public notice of record* tys- 
tcuuu 

(а) The Commission will publish in 
the Federal Register at least annually a 
notice of the existence and character of 
each of its system of records, which 
notice shall Include: 

(1) The name and location of the sys¬ 
tem; 

(2) The categories of individuals on 
whom records are maintained in the sys¬ 
tem; 

(3) The categories of records main¬ 
tained In the system; 

<4) Each routine use of the records 
contained in the system, including the 
categories of users and the purpose of 
such use; 

(5) The policies and practices of the 
Commission regarding storage, retriev- 
abillty. access controls, retention, and 
disposal of the records; 

(б) The title and business address of 
the Commission official who is respon¬ 
sible for the system of records; 


(7) The procedures whereby an In¬ 
dividual can be notified at his request if 
the system of rccordi contains a record 
pertaining to him; 

(8) The procedures whereby on in¬ 
dividual can be notified at his request 
how he can gain access to any record per¬ 
taining to him contained in the system of 
records, and how he can contest its con¬ 
tent; and 

(9) The categories of sources of rec¬ 
ords in the system. 

(b) Copies of the notices as printed in 
the Federal Register will be available in 
each office of the Commission. Locations 
of Commission offices are listed in 0 145.6 
of these rules. Mail requests should be 
directed to the Privacy Unit, Commodity 
Futures Trading Commission. 1120 Con¬ 
necticut Avenue. NW., Washington, D.C. 
20036. The first copy will be furnished 
free of charge. A charge of $3.00 will be 
made for each additional copy. 

§ 146.12 Exemption*. 

(a) Investigatory materials compiled 
for law enforcement purposes are exempt 
from portions of the Privacy Act of 1974 
and of these rules as set forth in subsec¬ 
tion <c> of this 0 146.12, on the basis and 
to the extent that individual access to 
these files could impair the effectiveness 
and orderly conduct of the Commission’s 
enforcement program. Provided, however, 
that If any individual is denied any right, 
privilege, or benefit to which he would 
otherwise be entitled by Federal law. or 
for which he would otherwise be eligible, 
as a result of the maintenance of such 
material, such material shall be provided 
to the individual, except to the extent 
that the disclosure of such material 
would reveal the identity of a source who 
furnished information to the Govern¬ 
ment under an express promise that the 
Identity of the source would be held in 
confidence, or, prior to the effective date 
of this section, under an Implied promise 
that the identity of the source would be 
held in confidence. Materials exempted 
under this paragraph are contained in 
the system of records entitled "Exempted 
Investigatory Materials." 

(b) Investigatory material compiled 
solely for the purpose of determining 
suitability, eligibility, or qualifications 
for employment with or contracts with 
the Commission are exempt from por¬ 
tions of the Privacy Act of 1974 and of 
these rules as set forth in paragraph (c > 
of this 0 146.12, to the extent that it 
identifies a confidential source. This is 
done in order to encourage persons from 
whom Information is sought to provide 
information to the Commission which 
absent assurances of confidentiality they 
would be unwilling to give. However, if 
practicable, material identifying a confi¬ 
dential source shall be extracted or sum¬ 
marized in a manner which protects the 
source and the summary or extract shall 
be provided to the requesting Individual. 
Materials exempted under this para¬ 
graph are included in the system of rec¬ 
ords entitled "Exempted Employee Back¬ 
ground Investigation Material." 

<c) The systems set forth in para¬ 
graphs (a) and <b) of this 0 146.12 are 
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hereby exempted from the provisions of 
sections 552a<c)(3>, d, (e)(1), (e)(4) 
(O). (e)(4)(H), (e)(4)(I) and (f) of 
Title 5 of the United States Code (the 
Privacy Act of 1974), and are also ex¬ 
empted from the following sections of 
these rules: 6 146.3 frequests for Infor¬ 
mation and for access); 8 146.5 (access 
to records]; 8 146.6(d) (accounting of 
disclosures to be made available to the 
individual); 8 146.11(a) (7>. (8), (9> 
(content of the system notice); and 
8 146.7(a) (relevancy of records).

Exemption From Flammability Testing for 
Physician Prescribed Mattresses 

The purpose of this document Is to 
propose an amendment to 16 CFR 302.20, 
the rules and regulations Issued under 
the Standard for the Flammability of 
Mattresses (FF 4-72, 38 FR 15095), by 
adding a new paragraph which would 
allow an exemption from the testing re¬ 
quirements of the Standard for certain 
“one of a kind** mattresses manufactured 
in accordance with a physician's written 
prescription. 

This proceeding was commenced in re¬ 
sponse to a January 22, 1974 petition 
submitted by Bay Area Mattress Com¬ 
pany and Keva Mattress Company of 
Oakland. California. The Petitioners 
sought an exemption, under section .2(d) 
of FF 4-72. from testing “one of a kind" 
mattresses with specific reference to 
those mattresses manufactured to a cus¬ 
tomer's own specifications which might 
contain wool, cotton, hair and kapok core 1 
material, as well as mattresses of odd size 
and shape. Petitioners also sought a com¬ 
prehensive explanation of the term “one 
of a kind" mattress. 

Section .2(d) of the Standard, which 
enables “one of a kind" mattresses to be 
exempted from testing, reads as follows: 

One of a kind mattress, such as non¬ 
standard sizes or shapes, may be ex¬ 
cluded from testing under this standard 
pursuant to rules and regulations estab¬ 
lished by the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. 

Since June 22. 1973. the effective date 
of the Standard for the Flammability of 
Mattresses (FF 4-72, as amended), the 
Commission has received numerous in¬ 
quiries with regard to what Is Included 
In the category of "one of a kind" mat¬ 
tress. 

When answering these inquiries, the 
Commission has noted that Section .1(h) 
of the Standard, which defines “ mat¬ 
tress prototype," specifies that a differ¬ 
ence in size is not relevant to the issue 
of qualification testing and, thus, mat¬ 
tresses of different sizes may be Included 
in a single mattress prototype. ALso. the 
Commission has stated that a difference 
in mattress size does not result In a new 
“mattress type" as that term Is defined 
in Section .1(1) of the Standard (mat¬ 
tresses of varying sizes or shapes may 


thus comprise a single mattress type or a 
single mattress prototype). As long as 
the components of a mattress are placed 
In a mattress in the same configuration 
as the prototype, the size and shape of 
the mattress is irrelevant for cigarette 
Ignition test purposes. Therefore, a non¬ 
standard size or a nonstandard shape 
mattress is not necessarily a "one of a 
kind" mattress. 

After careful consideration of these 
Inquiries, the Commission has concluded 
that at this time only those mattresses 
which are manufactured In accordance 
with a physician’s written prescription, 
for use in connection with the treatment 
or management of a named individual's 
physical illness or injury, should be pro¬ 
posed for exemption from testing as pro¬ 
vided in Section .2(d) of the Standard. 
Accordingly, the Commission proposes to 
amend 16 CFR 302.20 to state that the 
exemption from testing Is limited to mat¬ 
tresses which are manufactured in ac¬ 
cordance with a physician's written pre¬ 
scription for the treatment of an Illness 
or Injury. For the purposes of this regu¬ 
lation a physician is an authorized prac¬ 
titioner of medicine Including osteopaths. 
Not included within the meaning of the 
term physician are podiatrists, chiropo¬ 
dists, chiropractors, dentists, veterinari¬ 
ans. and optometrists. The proposed 
amendment also contains a requirement 
that any mattress which Is exempted 
from the requirements of the Standard 
for testing shall bear a permanent, con¬ 
spicuous and legible label which states: 

WARNING: This mattress may be subjeot 
to Ignition and hazardous smoldering from 
cigarettes. It was manufactured In accord¬ 
ance with a physician*a prescription and ho* 
not been tested under the Federal Standard 
for the PlammabUity of Mattrcaeca (PP 4-72). 

Size dimensions are specified for the 
label and lettering: and all letters on the 
label are required to be in a color which 
contrasts with the background of the 
label. There is a provision that the warn¬ 
ing statement which appears on the label 
must also be conspicuously displayed on 
the Invoice or other sales papers that 
accompany the mattress In commerce 
from the manufacturer through the final 
point of sale to the consumer. 

The Commission realizes that any ex¬ 
emption from the Standard for the 
Flammability of Mattresses carries with 
it some degree of consumer exposure to 
the hazards the Standard was designed 
to eliminate. However, the Commission 
does recognize the practical necessity of 
exempting physician prescribed “'one of 
a kind" mattresses from the testing re¬ 
quirements. The cost of testing both pro¬ 
totype and production samples of mat¬ 
tresses. such tests being necessarily de¬ 
structive. could make the medically 
required mattresses prohibitively expen¬ 
sive. The Commission is of the opinion 
that any further expansion of the "one 
of a kind" exemption to Include mat¬ 
tresses manufactured to the customer’s 
own specifications would seriously reduce 
the effectiveness of the mattress stand¬ 
ard. However, the Commission is inter¬ 
ested in receiving comments on this Issue. 
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Therefore, pursuant to section 5(c) of 
the Flammable Fabrics Act, as amended 
(Sec. 5(0, 81 Stat. 568; 15 UAC. 1191), 
and under authority vested In the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission by 
section 30(b) or the Consumer Product 
Safety Act (sec. 30»b), 86 Stat. 1331; 15 
UJ3.C. 2079(b)), the Commission pro¬ 
poses to amend the section heading and 
add a new paragraph (1) to 16 CFR 
302.20 as follows; 

§ 302.20 Mattrr**c*—labeling, record¬ 
keeping requirement*, guarantiee, 
and “one of a kind” exemption 
under FF 4—72. 

• • • • • 

Cl) -one of a kind ” exemption . 

Cl) Physician prescribed mattresses . 
Cl) A mattress manufactured in accord¬ 
ance with a physician’s written prescrip¬ 
tion. to be used in connection with the 
treatment or management of a named 
individual’s physical illness or injury, 
shall be considered a -one of a kind mat¬ 
tress’" and shall be exempt from testing 
under the standard pursuant to .2(d) 
thereof, provided that In lieu of the 
labeling required by paragraph <b) C3) 
of this section, the mattress bears a 


permanent, conspicuous and legible 
label which states: 

WARNING: This mattreaa may be subject 
to Ignition and hasnrdous nmoldertng from 
cigarette*. It was manufactured in accord¬ 
ance with a physician's prescription and 
ha* not been tested under the Federal Stand¬ 
ard for the Flammability of Mattresses 
(FF 4-72). 

Such label must be attached to the 
mattress so as to remain on or affixed 
thereto for the useful life of the mattress. 
The label must be at least 350 square 
centimeters <40 square inches) with no 
linear dimension less than 12.5 centi¬ 
meters (5 Inches). The letters in the word 
"WARNING” shall be no less than 1 2 
centimeters <& inch) in height and all 
letters on the label shall be In a color 
which contrasts with the background of 
the label. 

The warning statement which appears 
on the label must also be conspicuously 
displayed on the Invoice or other sales 
papers that accompany the mattress in 
commerce from the manufacturer 
through the final point of sale to the 
consumer. 

<li> The manufacturer of a mattress 
exempted from testing under this para¬ 


graph shall, in lieu of the records re¬ 
quired to be kept by paragraph <c) of 
this section, retain a copy of the writ¬ 
ten prescription for such mattress dur¬ 
ing a period of three years measured 
from the date of manufacture. 

<2) For purposes of this regulation, 
a physician is an authorized practitioner 
of medicine including osteopaths. Ex¬ 
cluded from the term physician are 
podiatrists, chiropodists, chiropractors, 
dentists, veterinarians and optometrists 
All Interested persons arc invited to 
submit written comments or suggestion, 
preferably with five copies, to the Secre¬ 
tary.

The Act of October 19, 1973 (P.L. 93- 
134, 87 8tat. 466), requires that a plan 
be prepared and submitted to Congress 
for the use or distribution of funds ap¬ 
propriated to pay a Judgment of the 
Indian Claims Commission or Court of 
Claims to any Indian tribe. Funds were 
appropriated by the Act of June 8, 1974, 
88 Stat. 195, in satisfaction of an award 
granted to the Pueblos of Zia. Jemez and 
Santa Ana In Indian Claims Commis¬ 
sion Docket 137. The plan for the use 
and distribution of the funds was sub¬ 
mitted to the Congress with a letter dated 
April 3. 1975, and was received (os re¬ 
corded In the Congressional Record) by 
the House of Representatives on April 7, 
1975, and by the 8cnate on April 8, 1975. 
Neither House of Congress having 
adopted a resolution disapproving it, the 
plan became effective on June 17, 1975, 
as provided by section 5 of the 1973 Act. 
supra. 

The plan reads as follows: 

“The funds appropriated by the Act of 
June 8. 1974, 88 Stat. 195, in satisfaction 
of the award granted to the Pueblo® of 
Zia, Jemez and Santa Ana In Docket 137 
before the Indian Claims Commission, 
less attorney fees and litigation expenses. 
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shall be used and distributed as herein 
provided. 

As soon as possible after the effective 
date of this plan, the Secretary of the 
Interior (hereinafter ‘Secretary ’) shall 
divide the funds, including all interest 
and investment income accrued, in three 
equal sums among the three Pueblos of 
Zia. Jemez and Santa Ana. The funds 
so divided shall be invested by the respec¬ 
tive governing bodies of the Pueblos sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Secretary. In¬ 
vestment Income shall be programed and 
budgeted on an annual basis by the gov¬ 
erning bodies for purposes such as. but 
not limited to. economic, community. In¬ 
dustrial. commercial, social and cultural 
development and land development and 
land purchase. 

Any of the governing bodies may. as 
regards their respective share of the 
funds, utilise portions of the principal, 
subject to the approval of the Secretary, 
for the same purposes for which invest¬ 
ment income is budgeted. With the ap¬ 
proval of the Secretary, a tribal govern¬ 
ing body may also utilize principal funds 
for purposes other than those specified 
for the investment Income therefrom. No 
portion of the principal nor of interest 
nor Investment income accrued shall be 
utilized for per capita payments."

This document gives public notice that 
the Trial Boll Weevil Eradication Pro¬ 
gram Draft Environmental Statement 
(USDA-APHIS, < ADM-75-1)) was sent 
to the Council on Environmental Quality 
on July 25. 1975, pursuant to section 102 
(2>(c> of the National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969. 

The notice of the Department's intent 
to preswire the draft statement was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (39 FR 
37079) on October 17. 1974. Comments 
were Invited. Responses expressing sup¬ 
port of the program were received from 
individual growers: grower organizations, 
including the National Cotton Council, 
State grower groups, and farm bureaus; 
and National and State governmental 
agencies, including the Atomic Energy 
Commission, State cooperative extension 
services. State experiment stations, and 
State departments of agriculture. Re¬ 
sponses received from environmental 
groups or individuals affiliated therewith 
were noncommital as to the feasibility of 
the program, but asked for the oppor¬ 
tunity to review the draft. All comments 
were given full consideration in prepar¬ 
ing the draft statement. 

The issues involved, results of the pilot 
experiment, and other pertinent infor¬ 
mation considered at preliminary confer¬ 
ences involving other agencies and the 
cotton industry arc fully discussed in the 
draft statement. 

The proposed action is to conduct a 3- 
year trial boll weevil eradication pro¬ 
gram on approximately 500,000 acres of 
cotton In Virginia, North Carolina, and 
South Carolina to determine if the tech¬ 
nical and operational requirements for 
eradication can be executed successfully 
in a large-scale operational program. The 
boll weevil Ls the most important agricul¬ 
tural pest in the United States. It costs 
cotton producers and the U.S economy 
$200 to $300 million annually in losses 
and control Approximately one-third of 
the insecticide applied in the United 
States each year for control of agricul¬ 
tural pests is for boll weevil controL 

The population suppression technology 
that will be utilized in the trial program 
Involves the integration of chemical, bio¬ 
logical. and cultural control measures In 
a precisely timed program. 

Scientific data havo established, and 
are reported in the draft environmental 
statement, that the use of the popula¬ 
tion suppression techniques that will be 
employed in the program will result in no 
excessive or Irreversible impact on the 
environment 

Alternatives considered to the proposed 
program are : (D Organizing and Imple¬ 
menting an arcawide boll weevil manage¬ 
ment program: (2) Continue present 
control strategy where growers apply re¬ 
lated pesticide treatments throughout 
each growing season.

Distribution of Funds 

On December 2, 1974. this Department 
published in the Federal Regis ter (39 FR 
41757) a proposed formula for distribu¬ 
tion of funds under section 403(d) of the 
Social Security Act for States* Social and 
8upportive Service program costa In the 
Work Incentive (WIN) program under 
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section 402(a) (10) (O) of the Act during 
Fiscal Year 1076, This action was neces¬ 
sary to assure that States operate their 
programs within the amount available 
under this Department's appropriation. 

A number of comments were received 
during the comment period prescribed 
for the proposed FY 76 allocation for¬ 
mula. Essentially all of the comments 
were based upon the probability that the 
States will receive less funds in FY 76 
than they believe is necessary. Given the 
fact that there are less funds available 
than many States would prefer, there is 
no allocation formula that will satisfy 
every State. The Department feels the 
proposal is the most equitable that can 
be developed under the circumstances. 
Furthermore, allocating 50 percent of 
the funds on the basis of a measurement 
of performance, provides States with an 
Incentive to improve their programs. 
Therefore, after considering all the com¬ 
ments, no changes are being made in the 
proposed FY 76 allocation formula. An¬ 
nua] limits of entitlement for Fiscal Year 
1076 of State expenditures for support 
services under the Work Incentive (WIN) 
program under sections 402(a) (19) (G) 
and 403(d) of the Social Security Act 
will be calculated on the basis of the 
following formula: 

1. Fifty percent of the total limit of en¬ 
titlement for all the States will be dis¬ 
tributed on the basis of the ratio of each 
6tatc’s total program costs under section 
402(a) (19) <G> for the four most recent 
quarters to the total of such program 
costs for all States during the four most 
recent fiscal quarters. <Such program 
costs shall be based on Information avail¬ 
able in Central office at the time of pro¬ 
mulgation of the limits.) 

2. Fifty percent of the tottl limit of 
entitlement for all the States shall be dis¬ 
tributed on the basis of the ratio of the 
amount of funds allocated by the Secre¬ 
tary of Labor in support of the WIN 
manpower agency for each Stile In Fiscal 
Year 1976. (Such allocations of the 
Secretary of Labor shall be those avail¬ 
able at the time of promulgation of the 
limits.) 

Requests for Federal financial partici¬ 
pation in expenditures incurred pursuant 
to section 402(a) (19) (G) during Fiscal 
Year 1976 will not be honored to the ex¬ 
tent they exceed limits promulgated on 
this basis. 

On May 1. 1976 the Department will 
reallocate on the basis of the same for¬ 
mula established for Fiscal Year 1976 
funds which a survey of all States in¬ 
dicates will not be expended during Fis¬ 
cal Year 1976. Such funds will be allo¬ 
cated to those States which Indicate a 
necessity for additional funds to operate 
their program under 402(a) (19) <G> for 
tho remainder of Fiscal Year 1976.

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
at its office in Washington, D.C. on the 
30th day of July.

Jack A. Erickson, SFO Helicopter Air¬ 
lines, Inc. (SFOII). and United Tech¬ 
nologies Corp. (UTC) 1 request approval 
under section 408 of the Federal Aviation 
Act of 1958. as amended (the Act), of the 
acquisition by Mr. Erickson of 111,095 
shares (15.3 percent) of 8FOH class B 
voting stock from UTC.* * Mr. Erickson 


• UTC was formerly United Aircraft Corp. 

* UTC acquired this stock In November 1973 
as part of a reorganization of 8FOH approved 
by orders 73-7-101 and 73-8-5. 
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presently owns 17.000 shares of this class 
of stock purchased on the open market. 
Upon consummation of the proposed 
transfer of the UTC shares. Mr. Erickson 
will own a total of 128.095 class B com¬ 
mon shares, representing approximately 
182 percent of the total outstanding vot¬ 
ing securities of 8FO.* Transfer of the 
UTC shares has been deferred pending 
aotlon on the Instant application. 

Mr. Erickson Is engaged principally In 
the lumbering business in Oregon. Wash¬ 
ington. and California. He Is president 
and sole owner of Indian Creek Lumber 
Co., which has engaged in wholesale lum¬ 
bering operations.' Indian Creek Is the 
parent of two wholly owned subsidiaries. 
Plymouth Lumber Co., now Inactive, and 
Erickson Air-Crane Co. The latter owns 
timber rights In Oregon. Washington, and 
California and engages In the cutting of 
standing timber which it transports by 
helicopter or truck for sale to various 
lumber mills. This operation is performed 
with Sikorsky S-64 helicopters having a 
payload capacity of 20.000 pounds. Air- 
Crane also operates two three-seat Bell- 
47 helicopters for crew transportation 
and other suport requirements. 

Air-Crane has a wholly owned sub¬ 
sidiary. Erickson Air Crane of Washing¬ 
ton, Inc. (EAC/Washington). which owns 
one 8-64 helicopter used in power line 
construction and support operations. The 
applicants state that there is no overlap 
between the operations of the two Erick¬ 
son companies and SFOH, even though 
the latter has developed a program called 
its "Sky Hook” service, under which it 
provides externally slung cargo opera¬ 
tions involving, for example, the removal 
of abandoned or wrecked automobiles 
from remote locatiQns and the placement 
of electric power line towers. According 
to the applicants, these operations are 
not competitive because of the limited 
payload of 7.000 pounds of SFOH’s 8-61 
helicopters compared with the 20.000 
pounds of the S-64 operated by the 
Erickson companies. 

UTC is an applicant in this proceeding, 
according to the applicants, only because 
of its interest in prompt approval of the 
transfer of its stock in SFOH and be¬ 
cause it desires the removal of certain 
conditions Imposed by the Board in con¬ 
nection with UTC's acquisition of the 
SFOH shares. 

Based on the foregoing factors and the 
uncomplicated and noncontroverslal na¬ 
ture of the transaction, the following re¬ 
lief Is requested by the applicants: 


• As of April 30. 1076. 8FO had 703.400 com¬ 
mon Fhftrw Issued and outstanding, Includ¬ 
ing 678,400 class B sham which were Issued 
to unsecured creditors and 125.000 class A 
shares Issued to Trans World Airlines, Inc.. 
In conjunction with the 1873 chapter X re¬ 
organization. The two different classes of 
common stock have Identical voting rights 
per share for purposes of calculating tbo per¬ 
centage dlvtrlbutlon herein. The class A 
shores have certain additional lights. Includ¬ 
ing a preference in liquidation, in recogni¬ 
tion of TWA*» prior senior creditor status. 

* At the present time, Indian Creek is not 
actively engaged in any operations, and Its 
assets consist solely of its investment in 
subsidiaries. 


(a) That the Board grant expeditious 
treatment of the application under non- 
hearing procedures used in similar cases. 1 

(b) That Mr. Erickson's acquisition of 
SFOH stock not be limited to the shares 
contemplated by the instant application. 
In this connection SFOH and Mr. Erick¬ 
son would accept a condition under 
which the Board retained jurisdiction in 
this matter and imposed a requirement 
that Mr. Erickson report the acquisition 
of additional SFOH stock in increments 
of 10.000 shares within 14 days after pur¬ 
chase. In the alternative, SFOH and 
Mr. Erickson request that the Board 
grant anticipatory approval of the ac¬ 
quisition by Mr. Erickson of up to 50 
percent of SFOH's shares. 

(c> That, since UTC is disposing of its 
entire interest In SFOH, the Board delete 
the conditions imposed by order 73-8-5 
on relationships between SFOH and UTC 
or otherwise determine that the require¬ 
ments no longer apply * 

<d) That, in the event the Board 
should decide not to approve the acqui¬ 
sition under expedited procedures and 
thereby creates an affiliate relationship 
between SFOH and the various Erickson 
enterprises which would exempt the in¬ 
terlock pursuant to sections 287.3c and 
287.4, or stnuld the Board decide to dis¬ 
claim Jurisdiction or set the matter for 
hearing, the Board would grant expe¬ 
dited approval of the Interlocking rela¬ 
tionships of Mr. Erickson. 

According to the applicants, the pro¬ 
posed transaction at issue will have no 
impact at all on SFOH. the public which 
SFOH serves, or upon any other air car¬ 
rier, since the transaction merely in¬ 
volves the transfer of a block of SFOH’s 
outstanding stock from one holder or 
holders to another.

In addition the slung cargo operations 
of SFOH ore only an adjunct to its 
scheduled services in the San Francisco/ 
Oakland Bay area. 

No comments relative to the applica¬ 
tion have been received. 

Upon consideration of the application 
the Board concludes that SFOH is a cer¬ 
tificated air carrier and that the acqui¬ 
sition of 10 percent or more of its stock 
by Mr. Erickson. a person engaged in a 
phase of aeronautics, raises the pre¬ 
sumption of control over SFOH under 
sections 408(a) and 408(f) of the Act. 
However, we have tentatively concluded 
that the relatlDnship between Mr. Erick¬ 
son and SFOH should be approved pur¬ 
suant to section 408 subject to an inter¬ 
company transaction condition. Because 
of the less-than-arm’s-length relation¬ 
ship created by the affiliation between 
SFOH and the companies owned by Mr. 
Erickson, wc will require that substantial 
transactions between SFOH and any 
other company owned or controlled by 
Mr. Erickson be subject to the prior ap¬ 
proval of the Board. 

Because of the ability of SFOH and 
Air-Crane/EAC-Washington to handle 
externally slung cargo, there exists the 
possibility that SFOH and the Erickson 
helicopter companies may be competing 
for contracts for tills type of service. 
However there Is a wide disparity in the 
lift capacity of SFOH's S-61 helicopters 
(7,000 pounds) as compared to the S-64's 
operated by the Erickson companies 
(20,000 pounds), and there appears to be 
little likelihood of significant competi¬ 
tion between the parties for this type of 
business. It also appears reasonable to 
conclude that Mr. Erickson's wide expe¬ 
rience and contacts in this field, together 
with his substantial investment in 
8FOH, could produce opportunities for 
the profitable use of SFOH’s smaller heli¬ 
copters in contract operations to which 
they are suited. 

With regard to Mr. Erickson's ex¬ 
pressed intention to acquire additional 
voting stock of SFOH. we have decided 
to accept applicant's offer to report such 
acquisitions, with two modifications. In¬ 
stead of reporting in 10.000-aharc incre¬ 
ments, we will limit such reports to addi¬ 
tions of 10 percent of SFOH's Issued and 
outstanding shares, and wc will limit 
such acquisitions, in toto, to 40 percent 
of such shares unless prior Board ap¬ 
proval of the acquisition of more than 
that amount has been obtained. In sim¬ 
ilar cases. Pan American has been per¬ 
mitted to acquire 45 percent of the vot- 


T The fact that both SFO and Air-Crane 
perform externally slung cargo operation* 
presents no potential for conflict of interest. 
In view of the markedly different scope, pur¬ 
pose. and capabilities of the two operation*. 
Apart from the unique and specialised nature 
of Air-Crane** helicopter logging operations, 
the divergent lift capacities of the two air¬ 
craft types (up to 20.000 pound* by the 8-84 
versus a 7.000-pound limit for the 8-61) 
render* them suitable for wholly noncom¬ 
petitive cargo-lifting activities.

Upon consideration of the foregoing, 
the Board finds that the acouisitlon of 
15.3 percent of the stock of SFOH by Mr. 
Erickson constitutes the acquisition of 
control of an air carrier within the mean¬ 
ing of sections 408<a>(5> and 408(f) of 
the Act. However, the Board has tenta¬ 
tively decided that the acquisition Is con¬ 
sistent with the public Interest and will 
not result in creating a monopoly and 
thereby restrain competition nor jeop¬ 
ardise another air carrier not a party to 
the transaction and should be approved 
pursuant to section 408(b) of the Act, 
subject to conditions * Otherwise there 
does not Appear to be any disputed facts 
in Issue which require n hearing for their 
resolution: the salient facts are a matter 
of public record since they are fully set 
forth In the application: and a protracted 
hearing on the matter eoukl adversely 
affect the Interests of the parties to the 
transaction and result In delays or pre¬ 
vent the acquisition In its final order, the 
Board intends to retain Jurisdiction In 
this proceeding for the purpose of taking 
such further action as may be required 
In the public interest. 

Therefore, consistent with similar past 
procedures utilised by the Board," the 
Board has decided to direct all interested 
persons u to show cause why the tenta¬ 
tive findings, conclusions, and proposed 
approval should not be made final.

OF EASTERN AIR LINES, INC. ET AL. 

Priority Reserved Air Freight Rates 
Investigation 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
at Its office in Washington. D.C. on the 
31st day of July, 1975. 

Eastern's proposal 

By tariff revisions 1 Issued June 27 and 
scheduled for effectiveness August 1, 
1975, Eastern Air Lines, Inc. (Eastern) 
proposes, inter alia . to establish an on¬ 
line priority air freight service. The pro¬ 
posed rates are 130 percent of the other¬ 
wise applicable general or specific com¬ 
modity rate. Including minimum charges, 
currently In effect/ Eastern has concur¬ 
rently filed for a 6 percent systemwide 
rate increase, also effective August 1. 
Thus, the proposed priority rates actual¬ 
ly represent a premium of about 22.6 per¬ 
cent of the proposed increased rates. 

The proposed service consists of load¬ 
ing priority freight after express and 
small-package shipments, but ahead of 
regular freight, provides for reservation 
of space aboard a particular flight sub¬ 
ject to a 90-minute advance tender re¬ 
quirement, and. with certain exceptions,* 
for a refund to the shipper of the dif¬ 
ference between the priority rate and the 
otherwise applicable rate in the event 
the shipment does not move on the speci¬ 
fied flight. 


ta We anticipate that such persons wUl sup¬ 
port their objections with detailed answers 
specifically setting forth the tentative find¬ 
ings and conclusions to which they object. 
Persons supporting approval are similarly ex¬ 
pected to document their positions.

• Rates on human remains shipments are 
to be set equal to current rates, since such 
shipments already receive priority treatment, 
while exception ratings applied to Uve-animal 
shipments wUl not be applied to those re¬ 
ceiving priority service. 

• Adverse weather conditions, mechanical 
delay of the aircraft, and other conditions 
not under the control of the carrier. 


In support of the proposal and in an¬ 
swer to the complaints, the carrier as¬ 
serts that the proposal Is not intended as 
a substitute for shipments it presently 
moves Jointly with REA Express, Inc. 
(REA), but may be easily adapted as 
such. In the event of the dissolution of 
the air express agreement between the 
carriers and REA. or the removal of the 
court stay of Order 73-12-38, terminating 
REA's exemption authority; and that the 
proposal is designed basically to match 
that of Delta Air Lines, Inc. (Della), 
which the Board permitted to go Into ef¬ 
fect by Order 75-7-81. The carrier esti¬ 
mates that the proposal will yield $500.- 
000 per year in additional revenue. 

Southern's proposal 

By tariff revisions 4 issued June 30 and 
scheduled to become effective August 1. 
1975. Southern Airways. Inc. (Southern; 
proposes to publish point-to-point pri¬ 
ority rates at 130 percent of the otherwise 
applicable general and specific commod¬ 
ity rates currently In effect. Like East¬ 
ern. Southern has concurrently filed a 
systemwide increase of 6 percent on reg¬ 
ular freight rates, for August 1 effective¬ 
ness. and the proposed priority rates are 
thus a premium of approximately 22.6 
percent. Southern currently constructs 
priority rates by tariff rule, at a 30 per¬ 
cent premium. Iti priority service rules 
are similar to Eastern's. The carrier as¬ 
serts that the proposed rates are equal 
to those of Delta previously permitted 
by the Board. 

Complaints 

Complaints requesting suspension and 
investigation of the above proposals, or 
alternatively. In the case of Southern, 
rejection, have been submitted by United 
Air Lines, Inc. (United). The complain¬ 
ant contends, Inter alia . that Eastern has 
failed to justify a premium of less than 
30 percent; that the priority rates of 
Delta, which Eastern is purporting to 
meet, are themselves unreasonable; that 
Southern has never Justified point-to- 
point priority rates, but only rates con¬ 
structed by rule, and has submitted no 
Justification whatsoever for reducing the 
priority premium from 30 to 22.6 per¬ 
cent; and that the rates of both carriers 
fail to recover costs and thus pose an 
additional burden upon regular air 
freight. 

Board's findings 

Southern's proposed rates come within 
the scope of the Priority Reserved Air 
Freight Rates Investigation (PRAFRI). 
Docket 26838, and their lawfulness will 
be determined in that proceeding. Hie 
issue now before the Board is whether 
to suspend them or to permit them to 
become effective pending investigation. 1 
Eastern's rates are not currently under 
investigation. 


4 Revisions to Airline TarUT Publishing 
Company. Agent, TarllT CA B. No. 160. 

•Southern’s proposed point-to-point rates 
are equal to the currently effective rates pub¬ 
lished by tariff rule, and do not constitute 
a substantive change. We therefore find no 
basis for rejection on the grounds of lack of 
Justification. 
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There arc significant questions as to 
the level and structure of the proposed 
rates and whether the proposals, both as 
to rates and service, are consistent with 
the Board s finding that the carriers are 
under an obligation to offer highly ex¬ 
pedited inter-carrier priority service as 
a replacement for air express service < Or¬ 
der 73-12-36). Consequently, upon con¬ 
sideration of all relevant factors, the 
Board finds that Eastern's proposal may 
be unjust, unreasonable, unjustly dis¬ 
criminatory, unduly preferential, unduly 
prejudicial, or otherwise unlawful and 
shold he investigated. This investigation 
will be consolidated into PRAFRI. 

The Board will also, for the foregoing 
reasons. Institute an investigation of sim¬ 
ilar priority rate provisions in effect but 
not under investigation for Northwest 
Airlines. Inc. 

We will, however, permit the proposed 
rates of both Eastern and Southern to 
become effective pending investigation, 
and will dismiss United's requests for sus¬ 
pension. United presents no valid argu¬ 
ment that a 30 percent priority premium 
is prima facie, more reasonable than a 
lower premium. Our conclusion here is 
identical to that in Order 76-7-31, deal¬ 
ing with Delta’s proposed point-to-point 
priority rates, involving a 22.6 percent 
premium above standard rates. The 
Board asserted. “We cannot find that 
Delta's rates for priority service are un¬ 
duly low, or that their relationship to its 
general or specific commodity rates war¬ 
rant suspension.'* The Board takes the 
same position here. 

Accordingly, pursuant to the Federal

Order Denying Rehearing 

July 30. 1975. 

On May 2.1975, Missouri Utilities Com¬ 
pany (Missouri) tendered for filing pro¬ 
posed changes in its wholesale electric 


power purchase agreement with the City 
of California, Missouri (California), 
which Missouri states would result In in¬ 
creased rates and charges in the amount 
of $112,372. or 45.34^, for the twelve 
months ended December 31, 1974. 

Upon review of Missouri’s May 2. 1975 
filing and the currently effective contract 
between Missouri and the City of Cal¬ 
ifornia wc found that the Mobile-Sierra 1 
doctrine compelled us to reject the filing 
By order issued May 30.1975, we rejected 
Missouri’s May 2.1975 filing. 

On June 30. 1975. Missouri filed an 
application for rehearing of our May 30. 
1975 order rejecting its rate Increase 
filing. In support of its application Mis¬ 
souri argues that the Commission ap¬ 
plied an improper construction to the 
power contract between Missouri and the 
City of California and that the Mobile 
Sierra doctrine did not require the re¬ 
jection of the filing. Missouri contends 
that, since a provision in the contra< t 
permits the City of California to termi¬ 
nate and cancel the contract at any time 
after an increase In rates by order of a 
governmental regulatory body, the con¬ 
sent of the City is not a prerequisite to 
a revision of the contract 

Missouri further states that the com¬ 
pany has had conversations with official.' 
of the City of California with reference 
to possible changes in their wholesale 
contract and tint It would be advanhi- 
geous to the parties if Oils proceeding was 
to remain onen until the results of such 
conversations were finalized and made 
known to the Commission. 

Upon consideration of Missouri's ap¬ 
plication for rehearing we find that 
nothing is Included therein which con¬ 
vinces us that our order of May 30. 1975 
was in error. We shall therefore reaffirm 
that order and deny Missouri’s applica¬ 
tion for rehearing. 

It is true, as Missouri contends, that 
Article IX, Section 1 of the 1954 Mis¬ 
souri-City of California agreement pro¬ 
vides the City of California with a right, 
to terminate the contract.* * Indeed that 
right of termination is conferred upon 
both parties to the contract upon a 
twelve-month notice of termination. The 
record offers no evidence that either par¬ 
ty has given notice of termination. In 
the absence of notice bringing Article 
IX, Section 1 into play, we are obligated 
to give full consideration to the import 
of Article IX. Section 2 of the Missouri - 
City of California agreement. That Sec¬ 
tion provides:

In its application for rehear¬ 
ing. ignores this crucial provision in the 
contract, thereby offering no other rea¬ 
sonable interpretation of the language. 

As for Missouri's allegation that it 
would be advantageous to the parties if 
the Commission held this proceeding 
open pending the outcome of discussions 
between Missouri and the City of Cali¬ 
fornia. we find we have no authority to 
do so by means of granting this applica¬ 
tion for rehearing. We have concluded 
that the Mobile-Sierra doctrine required 
us to reject Missouri's proposed rate in¬ 
crease filing. We are therefore unable to 
ignore that finding.' Moreover, even if 
we were able to keep this proceeding open 
for this purpose we note that on July 11. 
1975. Counsel for the City of California 
filed with this Commission a letter in¬ 
forming us that ,4 the City of California. 
Missouri, has had no conversations with 
the Applicant. Missouri Utilities, which 
would in any way have any bearing upon 
the above-styled proceedings." The City 
of California further requested that Mis¬ 
souri's application for rehearing be 
denied. 

Upon review of Missouri's application 
for rehearing and upon further review of 
the contract existing between Missouri 
and California we conclude that our ac¬ 
tion of May 30. 1975 in this docket, by 
which we rejected Missouri’s rate in¬ 
crease filing under the Mobile-Sierra 
doctrine was proper and without error.

Fuel Adjustment Clause, Consolidating 
Proceedings, Granting Interventions and 
Granting Waiver 

July 30, 1975. 

On June 30. 1975, New England Power 
Company <NEPCO> tendered for filing in 
tile above captioned dockets amend¬ 
ments ' to NEPCO’s FPC Electric Tariff. 
Original Volume No. 1. revising the R-9 
Rate as effective June 1. 1975. The 
amendments are intended to revise the 
fuel clause as originally filed in Docket 
No. E-9140 to conform with Section 35.14 
of the Commission's Regulations, as 
amended by Order No. 517. Moreover, the 
amendments allow for a new base cost of 
fuel of 14.3 mills per kilowatt hour, re¬ 
flecting 1974 fuel costs, and provide for 
a corresponding increase in the basic R-9 
energy charge from 6.1 mills per kilowatt 
hQur to 18.3 mills per kilowatt hour. 
NEPCO further requested a waiver of 
Section 35.13(b) (i) of the Commission'* 
Regulations providing for revenue com¬ 
parisons for the twelve month periods 
preceding and following the proposed 
effective date of the amendments. Au¬ 
gust 1, 1975. inasmuch as the tendered 
rate design change does not significantly 
affect wholesale revenues for the test 
period.

Notice of NEPCO’s filing was issued 
July 7, 1975 with responses due on or 
before July 22. 1975. On July 18. 1975 a 
protest and petition to intervene was 
Jointly filed by the NEPCO Customer 
Rate Committee, the Manchester Electric 
Company, the New Hampshire Electric 
Cooperative. Inc., and some twenty-five 
municipal electric plants And depart¬ 
ments (See Appendix A). The Petitioners 
request that they be permitted as in ter- 
venors in this proceeding, that the pro¬ 
ceeding be consolidated with the R-9 
rate matter in Docket Nos. E-9136 and 
E-9140. and that the proposed amend¬ 
ments be suspended for one day. 

By order issued December 31. 1975', 
we accepted NEPCO's filings In Docket 
Nos. E-9136 and E-9140 which Included. 
inter alia, the originally proposed fuel 
clause, consolidated the dockets for pur¬ 
poses of hearing and decision, suspended 
the proposed rates and charges for five 
months permitting them to become ef¬ 
fective June 1. 1975, subject to refund, 
and set ail matters for hearing. By sub¬ 
sequent order issued May 30. 1975 in 
these dockets*, we accepted for filing, 
inter alia, a revision, filed by NEPCO 
pursuant to Section 35.17 of the Commis¬ 
sion's Regulations, to NEPCO’s suspended 
R-9 rate design. That revision had the 
effect of increasing the proposed energy 
charge from 2.1 mills to 6.1 mills/kwh, 
and decreasing the proposed demand 
charge from $7.69 to $5.72 per Kw/ 
month. As noted above, the fuel clause 
amendments herein under consideration 
would reflect a new base cost of fuel of 
14.3 mills per kwh and result in a further 
Increase of the presently effective energy 
charge from 6.1 mills to 18.3 mills per 
kwh. 

Our review Indicates that the format 
of NEPCO's fuel clause amendments 
proposed herein are in conformance 
with Order No. 517. We find, however, 
that Inasmuch as the tendered amend¬ 
ments are reflective of a rate level nnd 
structure that was suspended and placed 
Into effect subject to refund, these 
amendments have likewise not been 
shown to be just and reasonable and 
may be unjust, unreasonable, unduly 
discriminatory or otherwise unlawful. 
We shall, therefore, accept the proposed 
amendments for filing and suspend their 
effect for one day, pending the hearing 
In this proceeding and decision thereon. 
Furthermore, since certain issues of law 
and fact raised in NEPCO’s proposed fuel 
clause amendments are substantially the 
same as those in Docket Nos. E-9136 and 
E-9140, it is appropriate that these pro¬ 
ceedings be consolidated for purposes of 
hearing and decision.

Motion To Terminate Proceedings 

July 29,1975. 

On February 12. 1975, 8tafT filed a 
statement of position and motion to 
terminate the above-referenced pro¬ 
ceedings. 

On August 27, 1974, 8outhcrn Natural 
Gas Company (Southern) tendered for 
filing proposed changes in Its FFC Oas 
Tariff. Sixth Revised Volume No. 1. This 
filing reflected, inter alia , the Inclusion 
In Southern's rate base of additional ad¬ 
vance payments In excess of advance 
payments theretofore Included in South¬ 
ern's rate base. Notice of this filing was 
issued on September 9. 1974. with pro¬ 
tests. comments and petitions to inter¬ 
vene due on or before September 17,1974. 
Staff filed comments relating to thLs filing 
on September 17. 1974. Staff indicated in 
those comments that the filing did not 
demonstrate that the producers would 
make the expenditures of the amounts 
advanced within a reasonable time from 
the date such advances would be included 
in Southern’s rate base and therefore 
recommended that the rate increase as¬ 
sociated with the inclusion of these ad¬ 
vance payments be made subject to re¬ 
fund and that the matter be set for 
hearing. 

The Commission, by order Issued Octo¬ 
ber 9. 1974, accepted Southern's rate 
change for filing, effective subject to 
refund and set the matter for hearing. 
After an extension of the procedural 
dates Southern filed the testimony of 
Mr. J. C. Jones and one exhibit sponsored 
by Mr. Jones, both in support of includ¬ 
ing the subject advances in Southern's 
rate base. 

In Order No. 499. 1 this Commission 
stated that in order for advances to be 
considered reasonable and appropriate 
for Inclusion In rate base, the producers 


* Docket No. RM74 4. lowed December 28. 
1973. 
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must incur the costs for exploration, de¬ 
velopment and production within a rea¬ 
sonable time from the date the advances 
are included in the pipeline's rate base. 

StafT, In Its statement of position filed 
February 12. 1975, states It has consist¬ 
ently maintained that the producers 
should incur these costs within thirty 
days from the time the advances are in¬ 
cluded in rate base. Staff reports in its 
motion that their review of Southern's 
exhibit sponsored by Mr. Jones, filed on 
January 15. 1975, and of information 
provided by Southern subsequent to the 
filing of this exhibit indicates that as of 
November 11. 1974. thirty days from the 
time these advances were included in 
Southern's rate base. 91% or $4,431,402 
of a total advance included in this filing 
of $4,857,000 had been spent Based on 
those facts. Staff has submitted that the 
amount advanced is reasonable and ap¬ 
propriate within the meaning of Order 
No. 499 and that the refund obligation 
associated with those advances should be 
removed. 

Further, Staff states that the amount 
not spent by the producers before No¬ 
vember 11, 1974. equals $435,598 and has 
a revenue Impact on Jurisdictional cost 
of service of $54,885, an amount so low 
as to have no effect on Southern's rates 
and charges. In its motion Staff reserves 
the right to question the reasonableness 
and appropriateness of the amounts not 
spent by the producers within thirty days 
of the inclusion of those amounts in 
Southern’s rate base in Southern’s next 
filing whether pursuant to Article HI of 
Its Stipulation and Agreement or any 
other filing pursuant to Section 4 of the 
Natural Gas Act 

Our review of Staff 's motion indicates 
that no purpose would be served by fur¬ 
ther proceedings in this matter and ac¬ 
cordingly wc find that it would be in the 
public interest to grant Staff’s motion 
and terminate this proceeding. The in¬ 
stant filing complies with Order No. 499 
to the extent that the producers have 
incurred the costs associated with ex¬ 
ploration. development and production 
within a reasonable time from the date 
the advance payments were included in 
Southern’s rate base. 

The Commission finds: 

Good cause exists to terminate the 
proceedings relating to the advance pay¬ 
ments contained in Southern's August 27. 
1974, filing and to relieve Southern of re¬ 
fund liability associated with the inclu¬ 
sion in Southern's rate base of amounts 
spent by producers within 30 days of 
their inclusion pursuant to the advances 
included in the August 27. 1974 filing, 
to wit: $4,431,402, at the same time rec¬ 
ognizing Staff’s reserved right to ques¬ 
tion the reasonableness and appropri¬ 
ateness of the amounts not so expended 
In Southern's next filed rate increase, 
whether pursuant to Article in of its 
Stipulation and Agreement or as a gen¬ 
eral rate Increase under Section 4 of the 
Natural Gas Act. 

The Commission orders: 

(A) The refund liability with respect 
to the Inclusion In Southern's rate base 
of amounts spent by producers within 30 


days of their inclusion pursuant to the 
advances included in the August 27,1974. 
filing, to wit: $4,431,402, is hereby ter¬ 
minated. 

(B) The proceedings relating to the 
advance payments contained In South¬ 
ern’s August 27. 1974. filing are hereby 
terminated subject to such further 
proceedings as may be required pursuant 
to ordering paragraph (C) below. 

(C) Staff’s specific reservation of its 
right to challenge the reasonableness and 
appropriateness of the amounts not so 
expended in Southern’s next filed rate 
increase, whether pursuant to Article in 
of its Stipulation and Agreement or as a 
general rate Increase under Section 4 of 
the Natural Gas Act is hereby recognised.

Tennessee (ap¬ 
proximately 8 miles southwest of the 
city of Oak Ridge), does not constitute 
a “major federal action significantly af¬ 
fecting the quality of the human envi¬ 
ronment" and that an environmental 
statement is not necessary for this pro¬ 
posed action. 

These facilities are required to pro¬ 
vide additional electric energy require¬ 
ments of the Energy Research and De¬ 
velopment Administration facilities at 
Oak Ridge. Tennessee. TV A has prepared 
an environmental evaluation record to 
assess the environmental impacts related 
to this proposal and to Identify measures 
to minimize the effects of construction 
and operation on the environment 
TVA's environmental review has revealed 
no significant environmental impacts 
w’hlch would occur from the construction 
or operation of the facilities in accord¬ 
ance with their design. The facilities 
would be constructed entirely on fed¬ 
erally-owned property already used for 
industrial purposes. The proposal is com¬ 
patible with both regional and local 
planning and is not considered contro¬ 
versial within the meaning of the CEQ 
Guidelines. As a result of this review. 
TV A has determined that an environ¬ 
mental impact statement is not required.

STUDY GROUP ON FIELD AND 
LABORATORY UTILIZATION 

Meeting 

The Study Group on Field and Labora¬ 
tory Utilization will hold a meeting on 
August 12 and 13. 1975, at ERDA Head¬ 
quarters, Germantown, Maryland, in 
Room A-410. The portion of the meet¬ 
ing which will be open to the public will 
begin at 8:30 ajn. and end at approxi¬ 
mately 12 noon. 

The purpose of the Study Group on 
Field and Laboratory Utilization will be to 
prepare a report which will be based on 
its appraisal of the management prac¬ 
tices inherited by ERDA and recom¬ 
mend organizational and management 
steps to be taken to contribute to the 
optimum utilization of ERDA's field and 
laboratory resources in accomplishing 
ERDA’s nonmilitary missions. 

In addition to the public session on 
August 12, the Study Group plans to 
hold two (2) executive sessions. The first 
will begin at approximately 1 pun., Au¬ 
gust 12, and continue through the day 
ending at approximately 5:30 pun. The 
second executive session is scheduled for 
August 13. 1975, from 8:30 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m. These sessions will Include discus¬ 
sion of budget information, lntra- 
agcncy communications on pending is¬ 
sues and classified data. 


When this group was originally con¬ 
stituted. it was erroneously believed that 
it was not subject to the Federal Ad¬ 
visory Committee Act (FACA). Subse¬ 
quently, it was determined that the 
group Is in fact an advisory committee 
subject to the FACA. Meanwhile, a 
schedule of meetings was established, 
the first of which is set for August 12 
and 13. 1975. The Study Oroup must 
initiate its efforts In early August so as 
to complete its report by the end of Oc¬ 
tober. 1975, as directed by the Adminis¬ 
trator, in order to meet stringent budget 
cycle dates. 

The members of the Study Group have 
agreed to serve because of the impor¬ 
tance of ERDA’s missions and the value 
of this study in assuring that they will 
be successfully accomplished. All of 
them have other important responsibil¬ 
ities, but have agreed that half of their 
activities over the next few months will 
be devoted to the Study. The proposed 
schedule of meetings and site visits are 
very difficult to arrange In the time 
available and still permit some of the 
members to meet their other Important 
commitments. August 12 and 13 are the 
only dates on which nearly all of the 
members will be available to meet at 
Headquarters prior to the first site visit. 
The hardships to the members of the 
Study Group resulting from any re¬ 
scheduling at this time, and the hard¬ 
ship to ERDA from any delay in meeting 
its budget requirements are deemed to 
be sufficient cause Justifying a notice pe¬ 
riod shorter than the 15 days as pro¬ 
vided In section 8(b) 3 of the OMB Cir¬ 
cular No. A-63 (Revised). 

The Headquarters’ briefings are vital 
to assure a maximum understanding by 
tiie Group of ERDA and Its programs 
prior to undertaking the first site visit. 
Thus, the purpose of this first meeting is 
not for ERDA to receive advice, but is 
for ERDA officials to brief the Study 
Group. 

I have determined, in accordance with 
subsection 10(d) of Pub. L. 92-463, that 
these executive sessions will consist of 
an exchange of opinions and formula¬ 
tion of recommendations, the discussion 
of which, if written, would fall within 
exemption (5) of 5 UB.C. 552(b): and 
further that some of the discussions will 
be on laboratory management matters 
which will involve weapons Information 
and other classified activities which fall 
within exemption (1) and (3) of 5 U.8.C. 
552«b>. It is essential to close these por¬ 
tions of the meeting to protect the free 
interchange of Internal views and to 
avoid undue interference with Agency 
or Study Group operation.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

Statement of considerations. On 
December 4 and 27, 1974, there was pub¬ 
lished In the Federal Register <39 FR 
42226 and 39 FR 44763) notices of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking to amend (4 26.1. 26.6. 
26.9. 26.10, 26.11. 26.13. 26.14, 26.16. 26.30. 
26.61, 26.85, 26.87. 26.97. 26.100, 26.101. 
26.110. and 26.114 of the regulations c7 
CFR 26.1, 26.6. 26.9. 26.10, 26.11, 26.13, 
26.14, 26.15, 26.30. 26.61. 26.85, 26.87. 
26.97, 26.100, 26.101. 26.110. and 26.114) 
under the Act. 

Tlic proposed amendment* of the regula¬ 
tion! under the Act ore needed to conform 
Inspection procedures with changes In grain 
merchandising and transportation practices, 
to clarity certain provisions in the regula¬ 
tions. and to provide additional guidelines 
tor official Inspection agencies. 

Copies of the notices of proposed rule- 
making were sent to official Inspection 
personnel licensed under the Act and to 
members of the grain Industry. 

Interested persons were given until 
January 20, 1975, to submit wTitten 
data, views, or arguments with respect to 
the proposed rulemaking. In response 
to a request by interested parties for 
additional time to study the proposals, 
the time for filing written data, views, 
or arguments was extended to March 7. 
1975. Sixty-two comments with respect 
to the proposals were received from farm 
organizations, grain industry firms, 
grain industry groups, official inspection 
agencies, grain inspection groups, steam¬ 
ship companies, and the U.8. Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce. 

One commcntor supported all the pro¬ 
posals. and one comment from a non¬ 
grain commercial firm was not relevant 
to the proposals. The principal points 
raised in the other comments and the 
Department's response are set out by 
section a s follow's: 

1. Weighted average Section 26.1 of the 
regulations (7 CFR 26.1) would be Amended 
by adding a definition for the term “weighted 
average “ The definition U needed to sup¬ 
plement the weighted average provision In 
f 26.14(E) of the regulations (7 CFR 26.14 
00 ). 

One commentor suggested that this 
section Include a definition for "numeri¬ 
cal average" in addition to a definition 
for "weighted average." Present inspec¬ 
tion procedures require the use of 
weighted averages but docs not require 
numerical averages. It has been con¬ 
cluded that a definition for "numerical 
average" would serve no useful purpose, 
and that the section should be amended 
as proposed. 

2. Mechanical sampler insp ection. Section 
26.6 of the regulations (7 CFR 26.6) would be 
amended by authorizing an additional and 
needed aervloe, the Inspection of mecha nical 
grain sampler!. Pursuant to I 2628 (7 CFR 
2628), the service would be conducted by offl- 
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clal inspection personnel employed by an 
official inspection agency. 

One commentor supported the proposal 
and no commentors opposed the amend¬ 
ment. It Is concluded that this section 
should be amended as proposed. However, 
a change has been made in paragraph 
<1)(1> of this section to correct a 
reference. 

3 Conditions for inspection. Section 264) 
of the regulations (7 CFR 26.9) would he 
amended by adding a paragraph stating tho 
conditions to which the applicant consents 
In submitting a request for an official inspec¬ 
tion service. The conditions which are listed 
In the proposed new paragraph are consid¬ 
ered essential to effectuate the purposes of 
the Act. 

One commentor opposed the proposed 
conditions to which an applicant con¬ 
sents In requesting inspection service. It 
has been concluded that each of the items 
ts essential to effectuate the purposes or 
provisions of the Act; that an applicant 
for inspection should consent to the con¬ 
ditions stated In this section as a req¬ 
uisite to satisfactory inspection condi¬ 
tions and that this section should be 
amended as proposed. 

4. Grounds for dismissing requests. Section 

26.10 of the regulation! (7 CFR 26.10) would 
be amended by deleting the reference to 
1120.27. 26.30, 26.37. and 26.47, and by In¬ 
cluding. aa a note, a reference to f 26.11 of the 
regulation h and I 10 of the Act. This would 
simplify and clarify the wording as I 26 10 la 
intended to cover the dismissal of Inspection 
request*. 

One commentor opposed the reference 
In this section that relates to other sec¬ 
tions of the regulations and the Act The 
amendment to this section, as proposed, 
w ill replace the present five references to 
other sections of the regulations and one 
section of the Act with one parenthetical 
reference to a section in the regulations 
and a section in the Act This would sim¬ 
plify and clarify the wording of i 26.10. 
It is concluded that this section should 
be amended as proposed. 

8. Health and safety , and timely notice. 
Section 26.11 of the regulations (7 CFR 26.11) 
would be amended by providing in subsection 
(a) (2) examples showing when grain shall bo 
deemed to be not ’‘accessible for Inspection" 
as a result of conditions which are unduly 
hazardous to the health or safety of official 
Inspection personnel. The only examples 
shown at present are for conditions that do 
not permit aa adequate and correct sampling, 
examination, or other determination. Section 

20.11 would also be amended by providing in 
subeectlon (b) an Interpretation for the term 
“timely arrangements*' for an appeal inspec¬ 
tion on export grain. The Interpretation 
would set forth the minimum time period for 
requesting overtime service. A minimum time 
period Is needed to plan and schedule staffing 
needs. 

Seven commentors opposed the refer¬ 
ence to OSHA standard* in the regula¬ 
tions. and one of the seven commentors 
recommended a cooperative effort be¬ 
tween USDA, the grain Industry, and of¬ 
ficial Inspection agencies to develop 
safety standards for all Inspection per¬ 
sonnel. Two commentors suggested that 
timely arrangements for appeal inspec¬ 
tion be defined as 1600 hours of the 


preceding workday Instead of 1400 
hours, but did not furnish a reason for 
the suggestion. It Is concluded that In¬ 
asmuch as grain Industry firms, official 
inspection agencies. And official inspec¬ 
tion personnel are already subject to the 
OSHA regulations, reference to the 
OSHA regulations should not be included 
In the amendment to this section, but 
such safety standards will be prescribed 
In Instructions by the Administrator. It 
Is further concluded that because no 
reason was shown for changing the de¬ 
finition of "timely' arrangements" to 
1600 hours of the preceding workday, the 
section should be amended to Include 
the definition for "timely arrangements” 
as proposed. 

4. Issuance of one certificate for mote 
than one tot Section 26.13 of the regulation* 
<7 CFR 20.1 3) would be amended by au¬ 
thorizing the issuance of one certificate for 
more than one lot when such a certificate 
would meet the need* of the applicant. At 
present, except In the cose of combined lot 
U^pecUosia (ace 126 15), official Inspection 
personnel are required to Issue one certificate 
per lot. The Issuing of one certificate for 
more than one lot would reduce the number 
of certificates Issued and the related clerical 
work. 

Three commentors supported the 
amendment of this section. However, two 
of the three commentors requested that 
the word "barges” in this section be de¬ 
fined to Include barges specifically de¬ 
signed for loading aboard oceangoing 
vessels. It is concluded that inclusion 
of such barges is in accordance with the 
Intent of this section and that the sec¬ 
tion should be amended to specifically 
Include such barges. 

7. Inspection of cargo grain, flection 26.14 
of the regulation* (7 CFR 26.14) would be 
amended to: 

Replace the term “grade" with the more 
inclusive term ''Quality"; 

Remove the limit on the quanUty of better 
quality grain that can be In a lot: and 

Define new terms and explain how they 
are need in tho Inspection of cargo grain 

Norm: The Department plans to later pro- 
poae. In the regulation*, an additional In¬ 
spection plan for the Inspection of grain 
In ships for shipments where divided-orig¬ 
inal inspection certificates are not needed 
The additional plan will involve wider con¬ 
straint* on variations in quality and wUI 
promote more efficient handling of bulk 
export grain. 

One commentor opposed the defini¬ 
tions of terms in this section related to 
the so called "Plan A" rules (Uniform 
Shiploading Plan) because the statistical 
limits In the plan would be burdensome 
to exporters. The Uniform Shlploading 
Plan presently in use was developed in 
consultation with the grain industry 
utilizing statistical principles. One com¬ 
mentor objects to changing the phrase 
"after consultation with the grain trade” 
to "with the users of the service." It has 
been determined that the phrase "with 
users of the service” is a more inclusive 
phrase because not all applicants for in¬ 
spection service under the Act and regu¬ 
lations are members of the grain indus¬ 
try. It is concluded that the section 
should be amended as proposed. 
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8. Combined lot*. Section 26.15 of the 
regulations (7 CFR 26.15) would be 
amended to: 

Authorize the Inspection of grain In com¬ 
bined lots either during loading, unloading, 
or while the grain U at rest In the con¬ 
tainers. (Presently, only the Inspection of 
grain in combined lota during loading la 
authorized.): 

Authorize the use of new procedures for 
the inspection of grain in combined lots 
and authorize the issuance of divided- 
original certificates for combined shlpIoU. 
(The present procedure does not authorize 
the issuance of divided-original certificates 
for combined ohlplots.); and 

Define new terms and explain how they 
are used In the Inspection of grain in com¬ 
bined lou. 

Non: The Department plans to later pro¬ 
pose, In the regulations, an additional In¬ 
spection plan for the inspection of grain In 
combined lot*. The plan will Involve wider 
constraint* on variations In quality and will 
promote more efficient handling of bulk 
grain. 

Forty-five commentors supported the 
amendment of this section as an equita¬ 
ble means of merchandising grain under 
conditions comparable to the provisions 
presently allowed in export. Two corn- 
mentors opposed the amendment of this 
section for weighted averages of grades 
in domestic shipments. Two commentors 
requested the term “barges" be amended 
to include “barges specifically designed 
for loading aboard oceangoing vessels." 
One commentor opposed replacing the 
phrase "after consultation with the grain 
trade" to "with the users of the service." 
It is concluded that the section should 
be revised to include barges specifically 
designed for loading aboard oceangoing 
vessels, that no change should be made 
with respect to the phrase "with the users 
of the service" for the reasons given In 
number 7 above, and that otherwise 
i 26.15 should be amended as proposed. 

9. Succeeding original inspections. Section 
26SO of the regulations (7 CFR 26.30) would 
be amended by deleting the reference to sub¬ 
mitted samples in paragraph (a). Succeeding 
original inspections are not available on 
submitted sample*. The end of paragraph 
(c) would be amended to delete the words 
"and will better fit the needs of the appli¬ 
cant.” The wording is considered confusing 
and unneeded. 

No commentors opposed the amend¬ 
ment. It Is concluded that 8 26.30 should 
be amended as proposed. 

10. THvided-original certificates Section 
26.61 of the regulations (7 CFR 26.61) would 
be amended to provide for divided-original 
certificates on a combined export shlplot, and 
to authorize the showing, at the request of 
the applicant, of merchandising information 
such as loading order numbers on divided- 
original Inspection certificates for export 
cargo grain. The showing of the information 
would fad 1 lute the handling and matching 
of the certificates with related merchandising 
and transportation documents on export 
cargo grain. 

No commentors opposed tlic amend¬ 
ment. It is concluded that f 26.61 should 
be amended as proposed. 

11. Dufies of official inspection personnel. 
Section 26.85 of the regulations (7 CPR 26.85) 
would be amended to provide that official 
Inspection service* shall be performed in 
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accordance with approved safety procedure* 
and using approved safety equipment. Safety 
is a basic duty In Inspection work. The 
change would require official Inspection per¬ 
sonnel to operate in a sale manner and use 
approved safety equipment. 

Seven commentors opposed the refer¬ 
ence to OS HA standards In the regula¬ 
tions, and one of the seven commentors 
recommended a cooperative effort be¬ 
tween the Government and grain indus¬ 
try to develop correct safety and training 
procedures. It is concluded that the sec¬ 
tion should not be amended to Include a 
reference to OSHA standards, but that 
the section should be amended to give the 
Department authority to prescribe ap¬ 
proved safety procedures and safety 
equipment. 

12. Conflicts of interest. Section 26.87 of 
th© regulation* (7 CFR 26 87) would b© 
amended by listing certain conflicts of In¬ 
terest under 'other conflict* " Th© conflicts 
ar© now listed under ’‘interpretations." Th© 
amendment would add to th© clarity of the 
wording. Th© substance of th© section would 
not be changed. 

One commentor Indicated reservations 
on the constitutionality of the proposed 
change in this section. The substance of 
the text in this section is not changed 
by the amendment. It Is concluded that 
this section should be amended as pro¬ 
posed. 

13. Application for des igna tion. Section 

26.97 of the regulation* (7 CFR 26.97) would 
b© amended to require that applicants for 
designation to operate as an official Inspec¬ 
tion agency who are Incorporated, furnish 
a copy of th© article* of incorporation and 
the names of the current corporate officers 
with the application. M 

Complete information is deemed neces¬ 
sary for proper evaluation of an appli¬ 
cant for designation as an official in¬ 
spection agency. No commentors opposed 
the proposed amendment of this section. 
It is concluded that this section should 
be amended as proposed. 

14. Duties of inspection agencies. Section 
26.100 of the regulation* (7 CFR 26.100) 
would be amended to require that official In¬ 
spection agencies would provide Its employ¬ 
ees with approved safety equipment and 
training in th© use of such equipment, and 
upon request, provide information with re¬ 
spect to the ownership and operation of the 
agencies. Providing safety equipment and 
providing training in It* use are basic duties 
of employers. The Information on owner¬ 
ship and operation is needed and is currently 
being provided by private agencies to facili¬ 
tate the handling of application* of designa¬ 
tion to operate as an official Inspection 
agency, and the handling of request* for the 
cancellation, amendment, transfer, or sus¬ 
pension of designations. 

Seven commentors opposed the refer¬ 
ence to OSHA standards In the regula¬ 
tions. One commentor recommended that 
the new subsection on reports of owner¬ 
ship not be adopted. It is concluded that 
the section should not be amended to in¬ 
clude a reference to OSHA standards, but 
that because reports of ownership are 
needed to effectively supervise official In¬ 
spection agencies, with respect to con¬ 
flicts of interest, the section should be 
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amended as proposed to include reports 
of ownership. 

15. O^lciol inspection agencies. Section 
26.101 of the regulation* (7 CFR 26.101) 
would be amended by adding wording to re¬ 
quire that a minimum of 90 days' advanced 
notice be given by a designated official in¬ 
spection agency when requesting that it* 
designation be canceled, amended, trans¬ 
ferred. or suspended. At present no advanced 
notice 1* required. A minimum of 90 days l* 
needed to process such request*. 

Section 26.101 would also be amended to 
authorize the Interim designation of an of¬ 
ficial inspection agency when it 1* Impracti¬ 
cable to publish in the Ftoxoal Rxotsra the 
final action on a designation in advance of 
the effective date. This would promote the 
orderly continuation of needed Inspection 
services, and would support currently ap¬ 
proved practices In the designation of official 
inspection agencies. 

No commentors opposed amendment of 
this section. It is concluded that this sec¬ 
tion should be amended as proposed. 

16. Expor t gra in . Section 26.110 of the reg¬ 
ulation* (7 CFR 26.110) would be amended to 
provide that (I) export grain In sacks may bo 
sampled prior to the final elevation. This 
waiver, authorized under section 5 of the Act, 
Is needed because It Is not practicable to 
sample export sacked grain after final eleva¬ 
tion as the grain 1* loaded abroad or white 
It U at rest In the Ansi carrier, and (11) that 
dlverter-typo mechanical samplers shall be 
used In the sampling of export grain, with 
waiver authority for (1) classes of shipments, 
such as sacked grain, which are Impractica¬ 
ble to sample with such samplers while the 
grain la being loaded abroad, or while It U In 
the final carrier: and (2) emergency situa¬ 
tions involving mechanical or power failure. 

Studies conducted by the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Service of the US. Department of 
Agriculture show that diverter-type mechan¬ 
ical samplers consistently obtain the most 
representative samples of grain. Purther. 
many export grain elevators have installed 
diverter-type mechanical samplers for the 
use of official inspection personnel In the 
sampling of bulk export grain. The diverter- 
type samplers have been found to be prac¬ 
tical In use. and are available In commercial 
quantities. It U proposed to make this re¬ 
quirement effective November 1, 1975. 

Five commentors opposed the manda¬ 
tory requirement of mechanical diverter- 
type samplers for export cargos because 
of costs or recommended that the effec¬ 
tive date be delayed. It is concluded that 
the section should be amended to require 
the use of mechanical diverter-typc sam¬ 
plers for export cargo grain as proposed 
because diverter-type mechanical sam¬ 
plers consistently obtain the moet repre¬ 
sentative samples of grain. It is further 
concluded that the section should provide 
for an extension of the effective date for 
installation of such samplers, subject to 
the elevator showing that diligent effort 
has been made to meet the deadline. 

17. Official grade designations. Section 26 - 
114 of the regulations (7 CFR 26.114) would 
be amended to add the word* "US." to “No. 
1 Hard Winter Wheat/’ «o that tho example 
of the official grade designation would be 
coma*tent with the official gralu standards 
of the United State*. 

One commentor supported the amend¬ 
ment of this section. No commentors op¬ 
posed the amendment It is concluded 
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that the section should be amended as 
proposed. 

After consideration of the written 
comments, views, or arguments filed with 
respect to the proposal of amendment 
and other information available, the 
provisions of the proposed amendments, 
with changes as indicated, are being im¬ 
plemented as set forth below: 

1. A new definition of weighted aver¬ 
age is added to $ 26.1(b) to read as 
follows: 

§ 26.1 Meaning of

determined by multiplying the analytical 
result for each factor in each sublot by 
the weight of the sublet, adding the 
resultant figures for each factor, and 
dividing by the weight of the lot.

(a) General The kinds of official In¬ 
spection services available under the Act 
and the basis for performing each serv¬ 
ice are those shown in paragraphs <b> 
through <l) of this section.

<1) This inspection shall consist of the 

following operations by official inspec¬ 
tion personnel (other than a licensed 
employee of a grain elevator or ware¬ 
house) : (1) A pre-installation examina¬ 
tion of the sampling site for the me¬ 
chanical sampler to determine whether 
the site and the spout or the belt ar¬ 
rangements are in accordance with 
the basic requirements for the Installa¬ 
tion and use of the sampler; (11) initial 
and periodic post-installation examina¬ 
tion to determine whether the sampler 
is installed properly: Oil) Initial and pe¬ 
riodic checktesting to determine whether 
the sampler obtains representative 
samples: and (lv) the Issuance of an offi¬ 
cial certificate In accordance with 
f 26.53 and f 26.59. and paragraph (1) (3) 
of this section. 

Not*: Thl* service shsll b# limited to 
specified models of diverter-type mechanical 
samplers that have been tested under con¬ 
trolled conditions by thrUJB. Department of 
Agriculture and round to give results within 
a range of ±10 percent of the known quan¬ 
tity in the checklist material. A list of such 
samplers may be obtained from official In¬ 
spection agencies and Field Offices. For a 
Ust of such offices, see | 26 3(d). 

(2) The inspection shall be made In 
accordance with the methods and pro¬ 
cedures prescribed In the instructions 
or approved in specific cases by the Ad¬ 
ministrator. (Instructions and applica¬ 
tion forms for use In checktesting me¬ 
chanical samplers may be obtained from 
any official inspection agency and Field 
Office. For locations where the instruc¬ 
tions and forms may be obtained, see 
*26 9«d>>. 


(3) Each certificate for a mechanical 
sampler inspection shall show the re¬ 
sults of the inspection, in whole or in 
part The certificate for the final deter¬ 
mination shall show the following or 
substantially equivalent statements: 
“Sampler Inspected and found to obtain 
representative samples of <kinds of 
grain )" or “Sampler inspected and found 
not to obtain representative samples of 
ikinds of grain ).” 

3. Section 26.9 is amended by revising 
the heading and by adding a new para¬ 
graph <e> to read as follows:

<e) Conditions for inspection. In sub¬ 
mitting a request for an official inspec¬ 
tion service, the applicant consents to 
the following items which are considered 
essential to effectuate the purposes or 
provisions of the Act: (1> To pay bills 
for inspection services promptly upon re¬ 
ceipt; (2) to provide loading conditions 
and containers which will not contam¬ 
inate the grain or otherwise lower the 
grade, quality, or condition of the grain; 
(3) to make the grain fully accessible for 
inspection except as provided in & 26.12 
<b): (4) to provide required mechanical 
sampling equipment as provided In 
S 26.110(d); (5) to provide adequate and 
separate space for official Inspection per¬ 
sonnel for performing the kind of service 
requested: (6) to make grain fully ac¬ 
cessible for supervision inspections at 
any time during loading or unloading; 
and (7) to provide needed water trans¬ 
portation for performing off-shore ship 
hold supervisions and inspections. 

4. Section 26.10(c) Is revised to read as 
follows:

(c) Grounds for dismissal. A request 
for inspection services may be dismissed 
by the official inspection personnel (1) 
upon request of the applicant; (2) if 
the request is for the inspection of grain 
for which standards have not been estab¬ 
lished under the Act; (3) if the official 
inspection agency (or in the case of UJ3. 
grain In Canadian ports and appeal in¬ 
spections. the field office) otherwise lacks 
jurisdiction under the Act or the regula¬ 
tions to handle the request; <4) if the 
request fa not in compliance with the 
regulations; (5) if sufficient evidence is 
not available upon which to make an ac¬ 
curate and true determination; or <6) 
if it Ls clearly not practicable to perform 
the requested inspection services. (See 
also f 26.11 of the regulations nnd sec¬ 
tion 10 of the Act for conditional with¬ 
holding and refusal of inspection serv¬ 
ice.)

5. Sections 26.11(a)(2) and »b) are 
revised to read as follows:

«2) <i) For the purpose of this para¬ 
graph, grain shall be deemed to be not 
‘•accessible for inspection” If it is of¬ 
fered for sampling or inspection under 
conditions which (a) are unduly haz¬ 
ardous to the health or safety of official 
inspection personnel or (b) do not per¬ 
mit an adequate and correct sampling, 
examination, or other determination for 
the requested inspection service. 

(11) Conditions which are considered 
unduly hazardous to the health and 
safety of official inspection personnel as 
prescribed in the Instructions by the Ad¬ 
ministrator Include, but Are not limited 
to (a) conditions at the sampling or in¬ 
spection site, or the injreas or egres* 
routes to the sampling or inspection site; 
<b) forcible assaults, intimidations, or

and the carriers cannot be readily 
opened by official inspection personnel. 

(b) Permissive withholding. At the 
discretion of the official inspection per¬ 
sonnel. an official Inspection may be 
conditionally withheld if the applicant 
has failed to pay bills for prior inspec¬ 
tion services; or the grain is offered for 
inspection outside of the customary 
workday, unless timely arrangements for 
overtime inspection have been made by 
the applicant with the official inspection 
personnel. In the case of appeal inspec¬ 
tions on export cargo grain, the “cus¬ 
tomary workday" shall be deemed to 
mean 0800 to 1630 hours local time. 
Monday through Friday, except national 
holidays; and "timely arrangements’' 
shall be deemed to mean arrangements 
made not later than 1400 hours of the 
preceding workday. (For definition of 
“holiday " see 5 26.72(a). footnote 4.)

The Inspection of bulk or 
sacked grain loaded aboard, or being 
loaded aboard, or discharged from rail¬ 
way cars, trucks, trailers, river barges 
(Including barges specifically designed 
for loading aboard oceangoing ships), 
bay boats, bins, warehouse lots, or con¬ 
tainers other titan ships shall be con¬ 
ducted In accordance with the provisions 
in tills section, and such methods and 
procedures as may be prescribed in the 
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Instructions or approved In specific cases 
by the Administrator.

(c) One certificate per lot. One official 
Inspection certificate shall be issued for 
each lot: Provided, That the require¬ 
ments of this paragraph shall not be 
applicable to f 26.15, or paragraph (b) 
of this section, or instances when the is¬ 
suance of one certificate for more than 
one container is requested by the appli¬ 
cant for inspection. If the grain is not 
uniform in condition, the certificate shall 
show the approximate quantity in each 
portion, the location of each portion in 
the container, and the grade of the grain 
in each portion, in accordance with pro¬ 
cedures prescribed in the instructions or 
approved in specific cases by the Admin¬ 
istrator.

7. Section 26.14 (b), (c>. (d). and <e> 
are amended as follows and <f) is 
deleted:

<b) Definitions. For purposes of this 
section the term “ship” means all ocean¬ 
going ships, barges, and tankers; lake 
vessels, and ships of similar or larger ca¬ 
pacity. 

(1) The term “reasonably continuous 
operation” shall be construed to Include 
inactive intervals of not more than 88 
consecutive hours; Provided , That the 
ship does not leave the designated in¬ 
spection point or port in which the in¬ 
spection is being performed. Upon re¬ 
quest of the applicant, the statement 
“Loaded under continuous official inspec¬ 
tion” may be shown on the official in¬ 
spection certificate when the conditions 
of this section are met. 

(2) The term “material portion” 
means a portion which is considered sig¬ 
nificant under a sampling plan pre¬ 
scribed in the instructions on the basis 
of approved statistical principles after 
consultation with the users of the serv¬ 
ice: Provided , That if the applicant has 
been informed by official inspection per¬ 
sonnel or otherwise know's the quality 
of the grain prior to loading the grain on 
a ship, any portion of “off-grade” grain 
which is of an inferior grade in compari¬ 
son with the load order grade shall be 
deeemd to be a material portion. 

(3) The term “load order grade” means 
the official grade, official factors, and 
other criteria specified by the applicant 
for inspection. 

(4) The term “uniform in quality” 
means that all portions in the lot con¬ 
form to the load order grade and that 
no material portion in the lot is of a 
grade, or equivalent of a grade inferior to 
the load order grade. 

(5) The determination of “equivalent 
of a grade” shall be based on special 
grades, dockage, factors, and other cri¬ 
teria. and shall be prescribed in the in¬ 
structions or otherwise approved by the 
Administrator. 

(c) Grain uniform in quality. The 
grain in each lot offered for inspection 
shall be examined thoroughly tor uni¬ 


formity of quality. If the grain is found 
to be uniform in quality and is loaded 
aboard or discharged from the ship In 
a reasonably continuous operation the 
grain shall be sampled, inspected, graded, 
and certificated as one lot. (The require¬ 
ments of this paragraph and paragraph 
(d> of this section with respect to rea¬ 
sonably continuous loading or discharge 
shall not apply to grain which is at rest 
in a ship when the grain is offered for an 
inspection.) 

(d) Grain not uniform in quality. If 
the grain in a lot is found to be not uni¬ 
form in quality or if the grain is not 
loaded aboard or discharged from the 
ship in a reasonably continuous opera¬ 
tion. the grain In each portion, and the 
grain which is loaded aboard or dis¬ 
charged from the ship at different times 
shall be sampled, inspected, graded, and 
certificated as a separate lot. 

(e) Certification of grain not uniform 
in quality. If the grain in a lot is found to 
be not uniform in quality under para¬ 
graph (d) of this section, the cargo in¬ 
spection certificate for each lot shall show 

(1) the grade of the lot; <2) a statement 
that the grain has been loaded on board 
with other grain; (3) the grade, loca¬ 
tion. and approximate quantity of the 
other grain; and (4) such other informa¬ 
tion as may be required by the regula¬ 
tions and the instructions or approved 
in specific cases by the Administrator. 
(The requirements of subparagraph (2) 
of this paragraph shall not apply to grain 
which is inspected as it is being dis¬ 
charged from a ship.)

8. Section 26.15 is revised as follows: 

§ 26.15 Inspection and certification of 
grain in combined loti. 

(a) General . The inspection of grain 
being loaded Into or discharged from, or 
at rest in. two or more railway cars, 
trucks, barges (including barges specif¬ 
ically designed for loading aboard ocean¬ 
going ships), and the grain in two or 
more identified lots loaded Into or dis¬ 
charged from a ship shall be In accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of this section 
and such methods and Instructions as 
may be prescribed in the Instructions or 
otherwise approved by the Administra- * 
tor. 

(b) Definitions. For purposes of this 
section, the following terms shall have 
the meanings given below: 

(1) The term “uniform in quality” 
shall mean that the weighted average of 
the grain in the combined lot is not in¬ 
ferior to the load order grade, and that 
no material portion in the lot is of a 
grade or equivalent of a grade Inferior 
to the load order grade. 

(2) The term “equivalent of a grade” 
shall be based on special grades, dock¬ 
age, factors, and other criteria, and shall 
be prescribed in the instructions or 
otherwise approved by the Administra¬ 
tor. 

(3) The term “load ordergrade” means 
the official grade, official factors, and 
other criteria specified by the applicant 
for Inspection. 


(4) The term “material portion” shall 
mean a portion which is considered sig¬ 
nificant under a sampling plan pre¬ 
scribed in the instructions on the basis 
of approved statistical principles after 
consultation with the users of the serv¬ 
ice: Provided , That if the applicant has 
been Informed by official inspection per¬ 
sonnel or otherwise knows the quality 
of the grain prior to loading the grain on 
a ship, any portion of ”off-grade” grain 
which is of an inferior grade in compar¬ 
ison with the load order grade shall be 
deemed to be a material portion. 

(c) Inspection during loading, unload¬ 
ing. or while at rest. Upon request by an 
applicant, the grain being loaded Into or 
discharged from, or at rest In, two or 
more railway cars, trucks, or barges, 
and the grain in two or more identified 
lots being loaded into or discharged from 
a ship may be sampled, inspected, and 
certificated as a combined lot if: 

(1) In th* case of grain which is being 
loaded or discharged, the request is filed 
in advance of the loading or discharge of 
any of the grain: 

(2) The request shows the quantity of 
grain which Is to be certificated as a com¬ 
bined lot; 

(3) Each car, truck, barge, or shiplot 
Is specifically Identified in the request; 

(4) The grain loaded into or dis¬ 
charged from, or at rest In. each car, 
truck, or barge, or the grain in each 
shiplot is accessible for sampling and is 
sampled In one designated inspection 
area within 88 consecutive hours. 

(5) A representative sample or sam¬ 
ples are obtained from the grain in each 
car. truck, or barge, or the grain in each 
shiplot; 

(6) The grain loaded into or dis¬ 
charged from or at rest In each car. truck, 
or barge, or the grain in each shiplot Is 
inspected and graded in accordance with 
the provisions of this section and such 
methods and procedures as may be pre¬ 
scribed in the instructions or otherwise 
approved by the Administrator; and 

(7) The grain in the combined lots Is 
found to be uniform in quality. 

<d> Inspection after certification. Upon 
request by an applicant, the grain In two 
or more cars, trucks, barges, or the grain 
in two or more shiplots which has been 
sampled. Inspected, and certificated as 
separate lots may be certificated as a 
combined lot if: 

(1) The request is filed within a rea¬ 
sonable time, not to exceed 2 business 
days after the date of the latest inspec¬ 
tion: 

(2) The grain in each container w f as 
accessible for sampling and was sam¬ 
pled in one designated Inspection area, 
within an 88-hour period ; 

(3) The grain in the combined lots was 
found to be uniform in quality. 

(4) The originals of the official cer¬ 
tificates Issued for the component lots 
are surrendered to the official inspec¬ 
tion agency or the field office except as 
provided for In paragraph (f) (vi) of this 
section;

INTERIM GUIDELINE 
Reporting of Debts and Obligations 1 

Note: To assure orderly development 
of the Code of Federal Regulations. It 
has been determined that the chapter 
assigned to the Federal Election Com¬ 
mission be redes igna ted from 11 CFR 
Chapter n to 11 CFR Chapter I. All in¬ 
terim guidelines published since the es¬ 
tablishment of 11 CFR Chapter n on 
June 2. 1975 (40 FR 23832) are hereby 
redesignated as issuances under 11 CFR 
Chapter I. 

1. Obligation to Continuously Report 
Debts and Obligations 

a. All debts and obligations outstand¬ 
ing on June 30. 1975. and incurred by a 
candidate or political committee with re¬ 
spect to any election, shall be reported 
on Comp. Gen. Election Form 3. Senate 
Election Form 3. or H-R. Election Form 
3 (available from the Commission), in 
accordance with the reporting schedule 
prescribed by 2 U.8.C. 434(a). until the 
debt or obligation Is extinguished.

b For purposes of this guideline an 
amount owed pursuant to a customary 
credit arrangement does not become a 
debt or obligation unless it remains un¬ 
paid for a period in excess of 45 days 
from the date a bill, statement or in¬ 
voice is rendered (or other demand for 
payment Is made) by the vendor; or, 
if earlier. 45 days from the date such 
bill would have ordinarily been rendered 
In the usual course of the vendor's busi¬ 
ness.

1975. and incurred in con¬ 
nection with an election held before Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1975, shall be reported separately 
from contributions received and expend¬ 
itures made with respect to an election 
occurring after January 1, 1975. 


4. Restrictions on Contribution* To 
Retire Prk-1975 Campaign Debts 

a. Hereafter, contributions made for 
the purpose of retiring a debt incurred In 
connection with an election held before 
January l. 1975. and aggregating over 
$100 for calendar year 1975 from any 
person, may be received by a candidate 
former candidate, or political commit¬ 
tee only If the person making the contri¬ 
bution contemporaneously provides to 
the recipient a written statement re¬ 
stricting the use of such contribution to 
the retirement of debts or obligations 
incurred in connection with an election 
held before January 1. 1975. 

b. Written and oral solicitations for 
contributions described in paragraph a 
shall clearly disclose <1) the purpose for 
which the contributions are to be used, 
and (11) the requirement that persons 
making contributions aggregating over 
$100 In calendar year 1975, transmit to 
the recipient a written statement re¬ 
stricting the use of their contribution to 
the retirement of debts incurred in con¬ 
nection with an election held before 
January l, 1975.

Generally, contributions 
to and expenditures from office accounts 
are treated as political and therefore are 
Included in the determination of cam¬ 
paign limitations. Funds appropriated 
for legislative activities ore not included 
in contribution and expenditure totals. 
Funds contributed and expended for the 
preparation and printing of matter sent 
under the frank arc not included In con¬ 
tribution and expenditure totals. 

Excess campaign funds are treated as 
follows: funds expended by December 31 
of the election year are treated as ex¬ 
penditures for the last election of that 
year; funds expended after December 31 
are treated as expenditures for the next 
election.

"Commission** means 
the Federal Election Commission. 1325 K 
Street, NW. ( Washington. D.C. 20463, 
(202) 382-5162. 
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(b) Excess campaign funds . "Excess 
campaign funds" means the surplus of 
campaign receipts, including all contri¬ 
butions. sales and income, over campaign 
expenditures. 

(c) Franking account. "Franking ac¬ 
count** means an account which is used 
exclusively for the purpose of receiving 
and expending funds pursuant to 39 
UJ3.C. 3210. 8uch funds may not be 
transferred to any other account or po¬ 
litical committee. 

<d> Office account . "Office account’* 
means an account other than a franking 
account which is used for the purpose of 
supporting the activities of a federal of¬ 
ficeholder. 

(e> Principal campaign committee . 
"Principal campaign committee** means 
the political committee designated by a 
candidate as his or her principal cam¬ 
paign committee pursuant to 2 U.S.C. 
432(f)(1). 

(f) Legislative activities . "Legislative 
activities*' means those activities which 
are paid for solely out of appropriations 
approved by either or both houses of 
Congress, for use by members and mem- 
bers-clect of Congress. Such appropria¬ 
tions include but arc not limited to those 
for salaries, constituent services, station¬ 
ery. travel and general office expenses. 

§ 113.2 Contribution and expenditure 
limitation* and prohibition*. 

(a) All funds including but not limited 
to gifts, loans, advances, credits or de¬ 
posits of money or any other thing of 
value which are received or expended by 
an incumbent or elected holder of a fed¬ 
eral office for the purpose of supporting 
his or her activities as a holder of such 
office shall be considered contributions or 
expenditures subject to the limitations of 
18 U S.C. 608. 610. 611, 613, 614 and 615. 

<b) Notwithstanding subsection (a) of 
this section the Umltations of 18 US.C. 
608 do not apply (i» when a contributor 
states In writing that the contribution Is 
to be used exclusively for expenditures 
mad© pursuant to 39 U.8.C. 3210, pro¬ 
vided that such contributions shall be 
deposited in a franking account, or (2) 
when expenditures are made from funds 
provided for legislative activities. 

§ 113.3 llcpoKiU of Fund* into OfFirr 
and Franking Account*. 

Except for funds appropriated for leg¬ 
islative activities, all funds received by or 
on behalf of a federal officeholder for the 
purpose of supporting his or her activi¬ 
ties as a holder of such office shall be 
deposited into one of the following ac¬ 
counts; 

(a) An account of the officeholder’s 
principal campaign committee, pursuant 
to 2 UB.C. 437b. or 

(b) A franking account, or 

(c) An office account, pursuant to 2 
U.8.C. 437b. 
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§ 113.4 Report* of Franking Account*. 

(a) All Individuals having franking ac¬ 
counts shall file reports with the Com¬ 
mission on April 10 and October 10 of 
each year. 

(b) The April 10 report shall include 
all receipts and expenditures made from 
October i of the prior year to March 31 
of each year. The October 10 report shall 
Include all receipts and expenditures 
made from April 1 to September 30 of 
c&ch year. These reporting obligations 
shall be effective prospectively on the ef¬ 
fective date of this regulation (desig¬ 
nated Part 113). 

(c) Such reports shall include the 
name, address, occupation and principal 
place of business of all persons making 
contributions aggregating in excess of 
$100 during the reporting period. Such 
reports shall include the name and ad¬ 
dress of all persons receiving expendi¬ 
tures aggregating more than $100 during 
the reporting period. 

<d> Forms will be provided by the 
Commission to implement this section. 

§ 113.5 Report* of Office Account*. 

(a) All Individuals having office ac¬ 
counts shall report as if such account is 
a political committee, and on forms pro¬ 
vided for that purpose, pursuant to 2 
U S.C. 434. 

(b> If the officeholder, former office¬ 
holder, or candidate has designated a 
principal campaign committee such in¬ 
dividual shall file the reports required by 
this section with such principal cam¬ 
paign committee. 

(c) If the officeholder, former office¬ 
holder, or candidate has not designated 
a principal campaign committee such 
individual shall file the reports required 
by this section with the Commission. 

§ 113.6 F.xcr** (UmfKiiftn Fund*. 

<a> A principal campaign committee 
may transfer excess campaign funds to 
an office account, a franking account, an 
organization described in 26 UB.C. 
170(c), or for any other lawful purpose. 

<b> Excess campaign funds expended 
on or before December 31 in an election 
year will be considered expenditures for 
the lost election of that year. Excess 
campaign funds not expended or trans¬ 
ferred by Decemor 31 of an election year 
will be considered expenditures for the 
next election when they are expended or 
transferred. Except for transfers to a 
franking account, such expenditures, 
whether made before or after December 
31 of an election year, arc subject to 
the expenditure limitations of 18 U.S.C. 
608(0.

POLICY STATEMENT 
Pre-1975 Campaign Debts 

Under Its statutory authority In 2 
U.S.C. 5 437d<a) (9) to formulaic general 
policy with respect to the administration 
of 18 U.8.C. 608, Inter alia, the Federal 
Election Commission adopts the follow¬ 
ing policy as to contributions and ex¬ 
penditures made after January 1, 1975. 
but relating to the retirement of debts 
Incurred In connection with elections 
held before January 1,1975. 

As used in 18U.S.C. 608<b) (1) and (2), 
the language “with respect to any elec¬ 
tion for Federal office 4 • •** means any 
election occurring after January 1, 1975, 
with the result that contributions made 
for the sole purpose of retiring campaign 
debts Incurred Incident to an election 
held before January 1. 1975, are not sub¬ 
ject to the limits in 18 U.S.C. 608(b). as 
amended In 1974 and effective January 1, 
1975. The expenditure of such contribu¬ 


tions is accordingly not subject to the 
limits in 18 UJ5.C. 608(c). 

However, to prevent attribution of such 
contributions to the above cited limita¬ 
tions. as applicable to elections held after 
January 1, 1975. all solicitations for con¬ 
tributions to retire debts incurred with 
respect to pre-1975 elections must in¬ 
clude clear notice of that purpose. Fur¬ 
thermore. persons making contributions 
aggregating over $100 in a calendar year 
for that purpose must restrict them in 
writing to application to past debts. 
These restricted contributions must be 
received by the close of December 31, 
1975. to avoid the possibility of charging 
them against contribution limitations 
prescribed by the 1974 Act and applicable 
to any election held after January 1. 
1975. 

The Commission further states that 
under section 101(c) of the Federal Elec¬ 
tion Campaign Act Amendments of 1974 
(Pub. L. 93-443). expenditures from per¬ 
sonal funds of a candidate or his or her 
immediate family may be made without 
limitation as to time or amount, for the 


purpose of extinguishing debts and obli¬ 
gations outstanding on October 15. 1974 , 
and incurred In connection with any 
campaign for Federal office ending before 
the close of December 31, 1972. Other 
campaign debts related to elections held 
before January 1. 1975. ore subject to 
the personal fund expenditure limits in 
18 U.S.C. $ 608(a) as effective April 7. 
1972. and amended In 1974. 

The Commission has today issued an 
interim guideline which applies to the 
reporting of the transactions described 
above. Both this policy statement and 
the interim guideline are issued to in- 
dicate the general applicability of the 
Commission's advisory opinions AO 
1975-5 and AO: 1975-6, published on 
July 25.1975 at 40 FR 31316.

Quality Control System 

Notice of proposed rulemaking was 
published in the Federal Register <40 
FR 217371 on May 19. 1975. to announce 
proposals for amending 45 205 40. 205.41. 
206.10. and 233.10 of Chapter II. Title 45 
of the Code of Federal Regulations relat¬ 
ing to the program of Quality Control for 
Aid to Families with Dependent Chil¬ 
dren. Final Regulations had previously 
been published on April 6. 1973 <38 FR 
8743) after notice of proposed rulemak¬ 
ing published on December 5. 1972 <37 
FR 25853). Revisions to regulations re¬ 
garding this program had been published 
In final form on October 18. 1974 (39 FR 
37195 > after notice of proposed rule¬ 
making published on August 19, 1974 <39 
FR 29935). 

Comments on the May 19 proposals 
were received from twenty-five State 
welfare departments, five local welfare 
departments, four members of Congress, 
and three Interested private organisa¬ 
tions Many of the comments related to 
aspects of the regulations which have 
been in effect since April 6. 1973. and 
which were not altered by the May 19 
notice of proposed rulemaking, i.e use of 
Quality Control for purposes of disallow¬ 
ing Federal funds; States' ability to at¬ 
tain the established tolerance levels for 
erroneous payments; inclusion of er¬ 
roneous payments occasioned by “client 
error ' in State Quality Control samples; 
and the alleged violation of the Federal- 
State partnership by the disallowance of 
Federal financial participation pursuant 
to the Quality Control program These 
concerns were responded to in 1973. and 
the Department’s positions on these mat¬ 
ters remain unchanged. 

Numerous comments were also re- 
eccived which were specifically respon¬ 
sive to the proposed revisions. In light 
of the comments and suggestions re¬ 
ceived. the proposed revisions of May 19 
have been amended and set forth be¬ 
low. and. as amended, are herein adopted 

As originally proposed, the revisions 
added a requirement at 45 CFR 206.10 
that a State plan specify a budget period 
and payment month as defined therein. 
Proposed revisions to 45 CFR 205.40 and 
.41 established definitions for the terms 
underpayment, overpayment, ineligibil¬ 
ity and what constitutes a case error for 
Quality Control purposes. These defini¬ 
tions were related to a payment month 
and budget period estabUshed by each 


State, so as to provide States an admin¬ 
istrative period of up to 34 days during 
which an assistance unit’s change in cir¬ 
cumstances affecting eligibility for and 
the amount of assistance payment oc¬ 
curring therein which are not reflected 
in the subsequent assistance grant would 
not be considered a case error for Quality 
Control purposes. However, only those 
States which utilized a system of prior 
month budgeting in determining such 
eligibility for an amount of an assistance 
payment would have been provided with 
such an administrative period 

Many comments favored the providing 
of such an administrative period. How¬ 
ever. many of these comments also ex¬ 
pressed a general confusion regarding 
the specific application of the budget 
period and payment month concept to 
the Quality Control program Moreover, 
these comments indicated to the Depart¬ 
ment that the proposed revisions would 
require many States to substantially 
modify their accounting procedures im¬ 
mediately to take advantage of such an 
administrative grace i>eriod. Thus. manyH 
of these comments requested that the 
implementation of these regulations be 
postponed until the application of these 
terms could be clarified and commented 
upon. 

Other comments argued that by pro¬ 
viding only those States which utilize 
prior month budgeting with an admin¬ 
istrative period, the revisions had the ef¬ 
fect of indirectly mandating such budg¬ 
eting. These comments suggested that 
this indirect mandating of prior month 
budgeting would contravene extant De- 
parment regulations interpreting the So¬ 
cial Security Act. and would also violate 
requirements of the Administrative Pro¬ 
cedure Act regarding notice and com¬ 
ment procedures. Such comments also 
suggested that if the Department did en¬ 
courage prior month budgeting through 
the Quality Control regulations, some 
provision should be made to enable States 
to aid recipients who are placed in undue 
hardship because of such a budgeting 

system. ^ .. 

In response to these comments, the 
proposed regulations have been modified 
to delete the requirements of specifying 
a payment month and budget period, 
and to set forth a uniform administra¬ 
tive period whtch the Department con¬ 
siders to be a reasonable amount of time 
during which States would not be hold 
accountable for their failure to reflect 
changes in the circumstances of an as¬ 
sistance unit which affect the eligibility 
for or the amount of the assistance pay¬ 
ment. This modification Is In no way in¬ 
tended to indicate that the Department 
does not favor the system of prior month 
budgeting Rather the basis and purpose 
of this revision is the Departments 
desire to simplify at present the concept 
of what constitutes a case error for 
Quality Control purposes, and to provide 
all States with an administrative period 
regardless of their present accounting 
procedures 

Specifically, the revision herein 
adopted deletes the proposed modifica¬ 


tions to 5 206.10 <a> (13) and <b> (i.e. the 
requirement that States' plans specify a 
budget period and payment month along 
with the respective definitions of those 
terms) ♦ 

Additionally, the regulations as 
adopted herein delete all references to 
payment month and budget period con¬ 
tained In me proposed revisions of 4a 
CFR 205.40 and .41 Further. 45 CFR 
205 40 is amended to add subsectlon(b) 

( 2) which requires that notwithstanding 
45 CFR 206.10. States shall consider a 
case error to exist for Quality Control 
purposes when any change In circum¬ 
stances affecting eligibility for or the 
amount of me assistance payment has 
uot been accurately reflected in a ter¬ 
minated or adjusted payment by me 
second subsequent month following me 
month in which me change of circum¬ 
stances occurred, unless assistance is be¬ 
ing continued as requited because a hear¬ 
ing has been requested pursuant to 45 
CFR 205.10. However. If a State reflect 
such a change in ait assistance units 
circumstances in an assistance paymen. 
prior to me payment for thejjecond 
month following the month in which the 
change occurs, it must do so accurately, 
or a case error exists. 

When assistance is being continued as 
a result of a hearing request, the pre¬ 
scribed time for reflecting a change in 
me assistance unit's circumstances 
(which alters his eligibility for or the 
amount of a payment) begins on the 
date upon which an Initial hearing deci¬ 
sion is rendered The reference In this 
provision of 45 CFR 205.40 to 45 ( FR 
206 10 reflects the relationship between 
mat provision and me Departments 
policies regarding requirements upon 
States to reconsider a recipients eligi¬ 
bility provided in < 206 10. The Depart¬ 
ment believes that it would be unrejOtotte 
to require a State plan to provide that a 
State agency must promptly reconsider 
eligibility after a change in circum¬ 
stances occurs of which the State is not 
aware, for a State obviously cannot be 
required to reconsider mat of which it Is 
unaware. Moreover, such a plan require¬ 
ment would subject a Stole to compliance 
procedures should it fail to subatonUally 
comply with mat provision of its State 
plan, with me possibility of a resulttog 
discontinuance of all Federal funds for 
its AFDC program pursuant to section 
404 of me Social Security Act ‘and sec¬ 
tions 4. 1004. 1404 and 1604 for prpgfJXM 
established pursuant to titles I, X. XIV 
and XVI < AABD) for Guam. Puerto Rxa 
and me Virgin Islands*. Thus. CFR 
*>06 10 provides for prompt reconsider a- 
tlon only where a State agency has 
knowledge of a recipient's change in 
circumstances 

However, an erroneous payment is no 
less an erroneous payment simply Be¬ 
cause it was occasioned by a change in 
an assistance unit’s circumstances or 
which the State Is not aware.'ntt» 
on the Departments belief that Itte to 
oumbent upon States to develop methods 
of dlscoveilng these changes In a recip- 
ident's circumstances >and to there» 
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eliminate erroneous payments caused by 
such changes ( it te the purpose of these 
regulations to provide thfst any such 
changes in circumstances which are not 
reflected in the assistance unit’s assist¬ 
ance payment (or termination from as¬ 
sistance) within the prescribed time lim¬ 
its are considered to be case errors for 
Quality Control purposes, notwithstand¬ 
ing the absence of States’ knowledge of 
these changes. Failure to require inclu¬ 
sion of such erroneous payments as case 
errors would provide a disincentive to 
States’ development and application of 
methods to discover such changes in cir¬ 
cumstances. thereby vitiating a primary 
purpose of the Quality Control program, 
le., the elimination of erroneous State 
payments. 

45 CFR 205.40 is revised for the pur¬ 
pose of providing that Quality Control 
reviewers will review against ’permissi¬ 
ble State practices” Instead of the State 
plan in determining whether a case error 
exists. ’’Permissible State practices” en¬ 
compass written 8tate policy materials 
which arc consistent with the State’s 
plan, and written policy materials which 
incorporate and are consistent with 
amendments to the State’s plan which 
have been submitted to. but have not 
been acted upon by SRS. The purpose of 
these revisions is to permit 8tates to put 
such proposed AFDC amendments into 
effect (subject to unavailability of FFP 
if the amendments are not approved) 
without having assistance payments 
which are made based upon these amend¬ 
ments being classified as a case errors. 

The basis for these revisions Is to con¬ 
form the Quality Control program to 
Department regulations which provide 
for Federal financial participation in 
State AFDC payments which were made 
in conformity with approvablc State plan 
amendments. !.e. # payments made con¬ 
sistent with, and subsequent to the sub¬ 
mittal to SRS of, an amendment to a 
State’s plan which Is later approved by 
the Service. Since the Department will 
participate in payments made pursuant 
to plan amendments which are ultimate¬ 
ly approved, retroactive to the first day 
of the calendar quarter in which such 
approvable amendments are submitted if 
then in effect on a statewide basis, it 
would be improper to consider such pay¬ 
ments case errors. Moreover, if the plan 
amendment is ultimately disapproved, 
the Department will not participate in 
payments made pursuant to the proposed 
amendment. Thus, any funds misspent 
as a result of such a State plan amend¬ 
ment will be totally 8tate funds, and it 
would therefore be Improper to consider 
such payments as case errors. 

However, since one purpose of Quality 
Control is to monitor the accuracy of 
State AFDC payments as of the time 
they were made, it is necessary for 
Quality Control reviewers to have some 
tangible evidence of State policy as it 
existed at that time. Therefore, such 
State plan amendments must be reflected 
by written policy Issued by the State 
which Is effective on the date upon which 
an assistance payment is made, If those 
amendments are to be applied in deter- 
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mining whether the assistance payment 
constitutes a case error. 

With the exception of technical 
amendments to conform the definitions 
of ineligibility, overpayment, and under¬ 
payment to the revised policies of pro¬ 
viding a uniform budget period and of 
reviewing against ’’permissible State 
practices” stated above, the definitions of 
those terms, as adopted herein, remain 
substantially the same as in the proposed 
revisions of May 19. Thus, as in the pro¬ 
posed revisions, a payment for ineligibil¬ 
ity exists where an assistance payment is 
made to an assistance unit in which no 
member would have been eligible for 
assistance, whereas an overpayment or 
underpayment occurs when an assistance 
unit receives a payment in a differing 
amount than that for which It would 
have been eligible under ’’permissible 
State practices ’’ 

As an example, if an assistance unit 
received an assistance payment on the 
basis that four individuals within that 
unit were eligible for financial assistance 
but in fact, only three were eligible for 
assistance under "permissible State prac¬ 
tices” that payment constitutes an over¬ 
payment (in the amount of that payment 
which represented the needs of the in¬ 
eligible individual). On the other hand, 
if an assistance payment was provided 
on behalf of an assistance unit in which 
no member was eligible for financial as¬ 
sistance. that payment would constitute 
a payment for ineligibility in the total 
amount of the payment 

However, unlike the proposed revisions, 
the revisions hereinadopted specify that 
a payment which is in error by less than 
15.00 will not constitute an overpayment 
or underpayment. The purpose of this 
modification is to reflect the Depart¬ 
ment’s determination not to fault States 
for overpayments and underpayments of 
insignificant amounts. 

As in the proposed revisions, the modi¬ 
fications adopted herein define case error 
as any case in which there Is a payment 
for ineligibility, overpayment, or under¬ 
payment (as defined in the regulation). 
Additionally, the definition of case error, 
like { 205.40(b)(2), adopted herein re¬ 
flects a Departmental recognition that 
under present State systems of admin¬ 
istration, it is difficult if not Impossible 
immediately to reflect a change in cir¬ 
cumstances affecting eligibility for or 
the amount of assistance In the assist¬ 
ance payment. However, as mentioned 
above, for the purpose of providing all 
States with an administrative period 
within which to consider and reflect 
such changes In circumstances, and 
to simplify the application of the admin¬ 
istrative period to the Quality Control 
program, the revisions adopted herein 
provide that for Quality Control pur¬ 
poses. an overpayment, underpayment, 
or payment for ineligibility which is oc¬ 
casioned solely by an assistance unit’s 
change in circumstances which occurs 
within the month for which an assistance 
payment is made or the month immedi¬ 
ately preceding that month will not be 
considered a case error. Thus, in essence, 
a State must reflect such a change in the 
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assistance unit’s circumstances by the 
assistance payment for the second month 
following the month in which the change 
in circumstances occur*. This time pe¬ 
riod is based on the Department’s deter¬ 
mination that this encompasses a rea¬ 
sonable time period for States to discover 
any change, redetermine a recipient’s 
eligibility for a certain payment level un¬ 
der "permissible State practices”, send 
notice of reduction or termination as re¬ 
quired in 45 CFR 205.10. and reflect the 
change in the grant If. during this time 
period, a recipient requests a hearing and 
the grant is required to be continued un¬ 
adjusted pe nding an initial decision pur¬ 
suant to 45 CFR 205.10. unadjusted pay¬ 
ments will not constitute a case error. 
However, after a hearing decision is 
rendered which affects eligibility for or 
the amount of the assistance to which 
the assistance unit is entitled, the State 
must accurately reflect the result of that 
decision in the payment for the second 
month following the month in which the 
decision is rendered, and any overpay¬ 
ment. underpayment, or payment for In¬ 
eligibility occurring after that period will 
be considered a case error. The definition 
of case error also provides that if a State 
reflects a change in the assistance unit’s 
circumstances in a payment prior to the 
payment for the second month following 
the month In which such a change occurs, 
it must do so accurately or a case error 
will exist The basis of this is the Depart¬ 
ment's desire that when 8tates take cor¬ 
rective action, they do so correctly. The 
ourpose of the Quality Control program 
is not served by encouraging States to in¬ 
correctly reflect changes in circum¬ 
stances. 

The proposed revisions to S 205.41 also 
provided for the use of two error rates: 
one based on the lower limit at the 95% 
confidence level of a statistical regres¬ 
sion formula for the purpose of disallow¬ 
ing Federal financial participation, and 
another based on the application of the 
regression formula, as opposed to the 
lower limit of that formula, for purposes 
of analyzing findings of their Quality 
Control systems and for taking appro¬ 
priate corrective action. After further 
analysis, the Department recognizes that 
it is not administratively feasible for 
States to analyze findings of their sys¬ 
tems and to tAke appropriate corrective 
action on the basis of figures derived 
from the application of the regression 
formula. Therefore, for analysis pur¬ 
poses the revisions herein adopted pro¬ 
vide for using the error rates derived 
from the States’ full samples adjusted on 
a case-by-casc basis for differences found 
in the Federal subsample. However, the 
revisions herein adopted retain the pro¬ 
posed revision that the Department will 
use the lower limit at the 95% confi¬ 
dence level of a statistical regression 
formula for the purpose of disallowing 
Federal financial participation in order 
to minimize the chance of overstating 
States’ actual case error rates. The lower 
limit at the 95% confidence level will 
generally understate the actual case er¬ 
ror rate so that no State Is unjustly de¬ 
nied Federal funds. 
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Further, the Department will publish 
error rates derived from the application 
of the regression formula as official error 
rates. The reason for publishing these 
error rates Is that this actual figure de¬ 
rived from the application of the regres¬ 
sion formula Is the "best estimate" of a 
State’s case error rate of erroneous pay¬ 
ments. 

The revisions adopted herein also con¬ 
tain technical amendments to sections 45 
CFR 205.40 and 41 to conform those pro¬ 
visions with the modifications described 
above (Including the addition of a defi¬ 
nition of review month) and to indicate 
the proper SRS form and Information 
Memorandum numbers. 

Further, the definition of assistance 
unit Is revised for the purpose of clarify¬ 
ing the Department's position that the 
assistance unit encompasses all individ¬ 
uals whose needs must be considered in 
determining the eligibility for and the 
amount of assistance "permissible State 
practices" notwithstanding the State’s 
failure to consider the needs of any of 
those individuals (or consideration of 
the needs of other Individuals not cov¬ 
ered under the plan) In making an as¬ 
sistance payment. 

45 CFR 233.10<a> »3> as modified in 
the proposed revision of May 19 is 
hereby deleted, since that provision was 
revised to make that section consi stent 
with the proposed revisions to 45 CFR 

205.40 and 205.41 A new provision at 
45 CFR 233.10(a) <5) is herein added for 
the purpose of conforming regulations 
at that section with 45 CFR 205.40 and 

205.41 herein adopted Tims the provi¬ 
sion herein adopted serves the purpose 
of providing that where a change In cir¬ 
cumstances makes an Individual ineli¬ 
gible or eligible for a smaller amount of 
assistance. Federal financial participa¬ 
tion will not be available in payments 
made after the month following the 
month in which the change of circum¬ 
stances occurs to the extent that the as¬ 
sistance exceeds the amount to which 
the recipent should have been entitled 
under the State plan; except that where 
assistance is required to be continued 
pending a heating request pursuant to 
45 CFR 205.10. Federal financial par¬ 
ticipation will be provided in the amount 
of any unadjusted payment for up to one 
month after an initial hearing decision 
is rendered. 

As discussed in the preamble to the 
proposed revision of May 19. to the ex¬ 
tent that provisions of the Handbook lor 
Public Assistance Administration (spe¬ 
cifically sections 5512 and 5514 of Part 
IV therein) conflict with this provision 
and 45 CFR 205.41. they are hereby 
superseded 

The proposed revisions of May 19 also 
removed the extant provision at 45 CFR 
233.10(b)(3). That provision provides 
for Federal financial participation In 
assistance payments for an entire month 
if for any portion of the month the re¬ 
cipient met all of the Federal eligibility 
conditions. The initial basis for the dele¬ 
tion of this provision was that the pro¬ 
vision as presently worded would permit 
States to validate payemnts for ineli¬ 


gibility. overpayments, and underpay¬ 
ments subsequent to their being drawn 
for the Quality Control sample without 
correcting erroneous payments to indi¬ 
viduals in similar circumstances who 
were not Included in the sample. Thus, as 
initially worded, the provision could have 
permited States to distort their Quality 
Control samples. 

After reflecting upon this subject, the 
Department believes that it is desirable 
to permit States to make an assistance 
payment for a total month where an in¬ 
dividual Is eligible for a portion of the 
month provided that the individual is 
eligible for assistance on the date on 
which payment Is actually made. Thus, 
to achieve this purpose, the extant 
ft 233.10 b» (3) is retained, but modified 
to comport with this policy. 

45 CFR 206.10(a)(9) (it) as revised in 
the proposed revision is herein adopted. 

Comments were also received which 
were responsive to the proposed revisions 
which after consideration did not result 
in any modification of those revisions. 
These comments primarily covered the 
following concerns: 

(1 > An incentive should be provided in 
the regulations for States to reduce 
underpayments by providing that an off¬ 
set to States whose underpayment rates 
fall below the 5% underpayments toler¬ 
ance level could somehow be applied to 
ineligibility and overpayment disallow¬ 
ance. 

<2> Tolerances should be based on 
percentages of dollars paid erroneously 
rather than on total cases In error. 

(3> States should not be required to 
submtt corrective action plans to reduce 
their levels of erroneous payments once 
the prescribed tolerance levels for dis¬ 
allowance purposes are met 

<4> The use of the lower limit at the 
95% confidence level of a statistical re¬ 
gression formula for purposes of disal¬ 
lowing Federal financial participation Is 
an Improvement of the Department’s 
prior practice of utilizing the rates ob¬ 
tained in the State full sample adjusted 
for differences found in the Federal sub¬ 
sample. 

i S) The use of the regression formula 
in determining case error rates can re¬ 
sult in Federal findings replacing State 
findings. 

(6> The Department's statement in 
the preamble to the proposed revision 
that to the extent that the revised reg¬ 
ulations conflict with the Handbook for 
Public Assistance the Handbook is super¬ 
seded. is unreasonable. Individual work¬ 
ers are not capable of resolving such 
conflicts. 

The Department’s response to these 
comments is as follows: 

(1) SRS Will examine the possibility 
of providing an Incentive for States to 
reduce underpayments by providing an 
offset as suggested If such a suggestion 
proves feasible and legally permissible, 
it will be issued for comment as a pro¬ 
posed regulation. However, even in the 
absence of such a provision, the integ¬ 
rity of the AFDC program and the de¬ 
sire to provide the proper amount of as¬ 
sistance to which eligible assistance units 


are entitled should act os incentives to 
States in reducing their levels of errone¬ 
ous underpayments. 

(2) The regulations provide that the 
case error rate is to be converted to a 
dollar rate for purposes of disallowing 
Federal financial participation. Addi¬ 
tionally. one of the purposes of Quality 
Control as stated in the preamble to the 
proposed regulations is the maintaining 
of the integrity of the public fiscal 
«thereby maintaining public confidence 
in the program). The purpose of main¬ 
taining such public confidence in the 
integrity of the AFDC program Is fostered 
by requiring States to reduce their level 
of erroneous payments to a reasonable 
number of cases as well as a reasonable 
dollar limitation. Thus, for reporting 
purposes. States are required to submit 
their rates of erroneous payments in 
terms of cases as well as dollars, and it is 
reasonable that such case error rates be 
taken into consideration regarding the 
disallowance of Federal financial parti¬ 
cipation. 

<3) As indicated in the preamble to 
the proposed revisions of May 19. the 3 
and 5tolerance levels for overpay¬ 
ments. underpayments, and payments 
to inellgibles represent the Department’s 
awareness that, under administrative 
structures presently existing in most 
States, a requirement at this time that 
all States eliminate all erroneous pay¬ 
ments. with a resultant disallowance of 
Federal financial participation in any 
erroneous overpayments or payments to 
inellgibles. is unrealistic. However, the 
inclusion of these tolerance levels in the 
Quality Control regulations was never 
intended to relieve 8tates from any re¬ 
quirements for taking appropriate cor¬ 
rective action to further reduce their 
levels of erroneous payments once these 
tolerance levels are met. Rather these 
tolerance levels constitute only the min¬ 
imum levels of acceptability, and. once 
the States meet these levels, they are ex¬ 
pected to take appropriate corrective 
action to further reduce erroneous pay¬ 
ments The Department believes that it 
Is only through a vigorous program of 
corrective action in reducing erroneous 
payments to the greatest extent possible 
that the maintenance of public confi¬ 
dence In the AFDC program can be re¬ 
tained. 

(4) No response Is necessary to this 
comment 

(5) It is true that the use of the re¬ 
gression formula in determining case er¬ 
ror rates can result In Federal findings 
replacing State findings in certain in¬ 
stances. The regression formula is used 
for determining accurate case error rates. 
Differences between the State Quality 
Control sample and the Federal suiwam- 
ple take place when the State agency is 
not properly determining where case er¬ 
rors exist as required by the Quality Con¬ 
trol regulations and implementing ma¬ 
terials. If States are conforming to the 
standards set forth under such regula¬ 
tions and implementing materials In 
their samples, there will be a high cor¬ 
relation. case by case, between the State 
initial findings and the final Federal flnd- 
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lugs In the Federal subsample. In such 
instances, the error rate derived from 
the application of the regression formula 
will be substantially the same os the State 
initial error rate. Only where there is no 
correlation, case by case, between such 
State and Federal findings, will the de¬ 
rived error rate be the Federal error rate 
in the Federal subsample. The Depart¬ 
ment believes it is unlikely that this sit¬ 
uation will ever arise. 

(6) The promulgation of a regulation 
which conflicts with a provision in the 
Handbook for Public Assistance Admin- 
istration automatically results in the su¬ 
perseding of the Handbook provision. It 
Is impossible to envision and describe ev¬ 
ery possible conflict which could arise be¬ 
tween the Quality Control regulations 
and the Handbook provisions The De¬ 
partment believes that it is reasonable 
to require that where such conflicts arise. 
State agency employees will follow the 
Quality Control regulations. 

Sections 205.40. 205.41, 206.10, and 
233.10 of Chapter II. Title 45 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations are revised to 
read as follows: 

Chapter II. Title 45 of the Code of Fed¬ 
eral Regulations Is revised as follows: 

1 Section 205.40 is revised to read as 
set forth below: 

§ 205.40 Duality control M*tr»m. 

(a) Definitions. For purposes of this 
section and § 205.41. notwithstanding 
any other regulations in this chapter: 

U> “Assistance unit" means all indi¬ 
viduals whose needs. Income, and re¬ 
sources are to be considered in determin¬ 
ing eligibility for the amount of an as¬ 
sistance payment for which Federal fi¬ 
nancial participation is claimed under 
this chapter. 

*2> M Case error“ means an overpay¬ 
ment underpayment or payment for in¬ 
eligibility. as defined in this section. How¬ 
ever, where an overpayment underpay¬ 
ment or payment for Ineligibility Is 
occasioned solely by the failure of the 
assistance payment to reflect changes in 
an assistance unit’s circumstances which 
occurred in the review month or the 
month (calendar or fiscal) Immediately 
preceding the review month, no case er¬ 
ror will exist < unless the assistance pay¬ 
ment was. in fact adjusted Inaccurately 
as a result of such a change). For pur¬ 
poses of this definition, a hearing deci¬ 
sion which required adjustment or termi¬ 
nation of the assistance payment is con¬ 
sidered a change in circumstances. The 
determination as to whether an assist- 
ance payment constitutes a case error 
will be made in accordance with pro¬ 
cedures specified in the Quality Control 
Manual. There is no case error where 
payment is required to be continued un¬ 
adjusted because a hearing has been 
requested. 

(3) “ Ineligibility” refers to a financial 
assistance payment received by or for an 
assistance unit, tor the review month, 
when no amount of such payment should 
have been paid to such assistance unit 
under permissible State practice (as de¬ 
fined herein) in effect on the first day 
of the review month, notwithstanding 
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the State agency's failure to make a 
finding under $ 206.10(a) <5> of this 
chapter. 

(4) " Overpayment“ means a financial 
assistance payment received by or for 
an assistance unit, for the review month, 
which is in excess by at least $5 00 of 
the amount that should have been paid, 
to such assistance unit under permis¬ 
sible State practice <as defined herein) 
in effect on the first day of the review 
month. 

(5) “U nderpavmcnV' means a finan¬ 
cial assistance payment received by or 
for an assistance unit for the review 
month which is at least $5.00 less than 
the amount that should have been paid, 
to such assistance unit under permis¬ 
sible State practice (as defined herein) 
in effect on the first day of the review 
month. 

(6> “Review month ” means the spe¬ 
cific period of time for which a par¬ 
ticular financial assistance payment (or 
two successive payments where the State 
pays on a semi-monthly basis) under re¬ 
view is received, regardless of whether 
that period is a calendar month or a 
fiscal month. 

(7) “Permissible State practice” 
means all written policy instructions Is¬ 
sued by the State for administering the 
AFDC program so long as those writ¬ 
ten instructions are consistent with 
either the State plan or proposed amend¬ 
ments thereto w’hlch have been submit¬ 
ted to, but have not been acted upon 
by the Social and Rehabilitation 8ervice. 
In all instances where such written in¬ 
structions are not consistent with the 
State plan or such amendments thereto, 
permissible State practice means the 
provisions of the State plan. 

(b) State plan requirements .—A 
State plan under title IV-A or I. X. XTV 
or XVI of the Social Security Act must 
provide for a continuing system of qual¬ 
ity control for assuring that assistance 
is furnished in accordance with permis¬ 
sible State practice (as defined herein). 
Under this requirement:

<iv) A corrective action pbm for re¬ 
ducing the case error rates of Ineligi¬ 
bility. overpayments, and underpay¬ 
ments, within 90 days of the close of the 
6-month sampling period to w’hich they 
apply, even after achieving the case error 
rates specified in paragraph (a) of 
< 205.41 of this chapter: and 

(V) Data required by Forms SRS-QC 
341.2. 341.3 and 341.4, at the same time 
the corrective action plan Is submitted. 

2. Section 205.41 Is revised to read as 
set forth below:

<d> The case error rates for Ineligi¬ 
bility and overpayments in excess of 3*]% 
and 5%. respectively, shall be converted 
to dollar error rates in determining the 
amount to be excluded from Federal fi¬ 
nancial participation. The dollar error 
rates shall be applied to the Federal 
share of expenditures for assistance pay¬ 
ments made during the sampling period, 
excluding payments for emergency as¬ 
sistance. AFDC foster care and presump¬ 
tive eligibility, and vendor payments. 

(e) The amount to be excluded from 
Federal financial participation shall be 
based on error rates determined by the 
Social and Rehabilitation Service on the 
basis of State quality control data ajid 
Federal quality control sub-sample data. 
In computing case error rates and dollar 
error rates for purposes of determining 
any such exclusions, the Service will use 
the lower limit at the 95*5$ confidence 
level of a statistical regression formula 
applied to case and dollar error rates ob¬ 
tained from both the State and Federal 
data. For purposes of analyzing findings 
of the system and for taking corrective 
action as required by i 205.40 of this 
chapter, the Service will use the figures 
derived from the State full sample ad¬ 
justed for differences found In the Fed¬ 
eral subsample as case and dollar error 
rates as opposed to using such lower 
limit The dollar conversion formula and 
the regression formula methodology limit 
are described in the Information Memo¬ 
randum issued by the Social and Re¬ 
habilitation Service (SRS-IM 75-11 
(AO>, dated June 13, 1975.) 

if) For Guam. Puerto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands, this section is also appli¬ 
cable to public assistance under title I. 
X. XIV, or XVI of the Social Security. 
Act. except that the State expenditures 
for ineligibility and overpayment, in ex¬ 
cess of the 3% and 5% tolerance leveLs. 
shall be excluded from Federal financial 
participation only to the extent that 
such excess is greater than the portion 
of State expenditures that is eligible for 
Federal financial participation but is not 
participated in because of the statutory 
limitations on Federal funds payable to 
these jurisdictions.

PRIVACY ACT OF 1974 
Proposed Implementation 

Notice is hereby given that the De¬ 
partment of Commerce proposes to 
amend Title 15, Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions, by adding a new Part 4b which 
implements the provisions of sections 2 
and 3 of the Privacy Act of 1974 (Pub. L, 
93-579) (hereinafter referred to as the 
“Act"). The proposed regulations estab¬ 
lish revised policies and procedures to 
assure the protection of individual pri¬ 
vacy and the accuracy of records in ac¬ 
cordance with the requirements of the 
Act, including provisions regarding an 
individual's access to and right to seek 
correction or amendment of such records 
and the disclosure of information from 
such records 

Any person interested In the amend¬ 
ments herein may participate in tills pro¬ 
posed rulemaking by submitting written 
data, views, or arguments on the pro¬ 
posed regulations to the Privacy Act Task 
Force (Stop 20fl). Room 5892. US. De¬ 
partment of Commerce, 14th * E Streets. 
NW.. Washington. DC. 20230 on or be¬ 
fore August 25, 1975: All written com¬ 
ments received from the public through 
that date aril! be considered by the De¬ 
partment in formulating final regula¬ 
tions. The comment* received will be 
available for public inspection at the 
above address between the hours of 9 
a.m. and 4 p m. Monday through Friday 
(except holidays), as received and until 
4 p.m., September l. 1975. 

Notice is given that it is proposed to 
make these regulations effective Sep¬ 
tember 27. 1975, the effective date of 
section 3. Pub. L. 39-379. 

These proposed regulations were 
drafted with major reliance on the 
"Guidelines and Responsibilities’* for im¬ 
plementation of the Act published by the 
Office of Management and Budget (40 
F.R. 28949. July 9. 1975). 

The following remarks should assist 
in understanding certain passages of the 
proposed regulations and serve to focus 
the public’s comments thereon. The in¬ 
troductory reference corresponds to the 
particular passage in the proposed regu¬ 
lations. 

Sec. 4b.1(a ). The phrase "regardless of 
age" (also appearing in 8ecs. 4b.3(ft>, 
4b.4<a> and 4b.7(a> > is proposed in light 
of the Act's repeated references to "any 
individual” and notwithstanding the ref¬ 
erences to ‘‘minor*’ and "age” in 5 U.S.C. 
552a(h>. The .status and definition of a 
minor are not explained by the Act, It 
appears that minority Is not determined 
by any Federal statute of general ap¬ 
plicability. so that a question would be 
decided by the law of the state in which 
the minor resides. The proposal to honor 
inquiries and requests regardless of the 
age of the individual could lead to the 
following situations: First, both the 
parent of a minor and a true minor (un¬ 
der state law) obtaining access to rec¬ 


ords pertaining to the latter: and, sec¬ 
ond. a parent of an apparent minor and 
an actually emancipated minor (under 
state law) seekig access to the latter's 
records. Such situations raise serious 
questions Involving the degree of ex¬ 
planation as to minority status which 
should be required from Individuals by 
the Department and the Department’* 
exposure to civil action If it honors re¬ 
quests from both a parent of an apparent 
minor and an actually emancipated 
minor. 

Sec. 4b.l(d)<3). Access to and correc¬ 
tion of an employee’s records has been 
available under grievance procedures in 
regulations and in collective bargaining 
agreements authorized by Executive Or¬ 
der The Department discerns no intent 
within the Act whereby employees would 
be permitted duplicative and serial op¬ 
portunities to gain the same relief. The 
election of procedures is left solely with 
the employee. This procedure is com¬ 
patible with the proposed regulations of 
the United States Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion (5 CFR 297.112). 

Sec. 4b.3(d). Identification normally 
need not be required of an individual 
merely asking whether the Department 
maintains a record pertaining to him or 
her. However, revelation of the very ex¬ 
istence of some fHes might be an un¬ 
warranted Invasion of privacy (for ex¬ 
ample, listing of those owing money to 
the Department). In such cases, the De¬ 
partment will require proof of an indi¬ 
vidual’s Identity before responding to an 
inquiry. The provisions of section <d> (2) 
and (3) Is not required because re¬ 
quests under the Act do not constitute a 
system of records within the meaning 
of that term in the Act. However, since 
tne individual's request could mature in¬ 
to a disagreement statement which be¬ 
comes part of a record in a system of 
records, compliance with 5 US.C. 552a 
(e) (3) appears to be both practical and 
prudent. 

Sec 4b 4(f). Identification procedures 
proposed when the individual does not 
submit the request in person may ap¬ 
pear somewhat cautious. However, it ts 
believed that the general availability of 
notaries and similar officers throughout 
the country should cause no real Incon¬ 
venience to Individuals. The main pur¬ 
pose In requiring such proof of identity 
i s to comply with a basic principle of 
the Act. namely avoidance of unwar¬ 
ranted disclosure to other than the indi¬ 
vidual to whom the record or information 
pertains. The Department believes tiiat 
individuals will accept the procedures 
once It Is understood that they insure 
the privacy of their own records. The 
designation of an employee at most pub¬ 
lic facilities of the Department to deter¬ 
mine identity should reduce the number 
of Individuals needing to use the ab¬ 
sentee proof of identity procedure. 

Sec 4b.5(g> <!)<«> The Department 
submits that information once subject 
to the exemption tn 5 U.8.C. 552a(d><5> 
is so exempted permanently. The Act 
provides no limit as to time, although the 
point was considered during the legisla¬ 
tive process 


Sec. 4b.5(0) (1) (iv>. The one antici¬ 
pated situation of failure to comply with 
the regulations is an individual’s re¬ 
fusal to submit further proof of identifi¬ 
cation upon request. Others may be en¬ 
countered which are not now foreseeable 
but which Impede proper implementa¬ 
tion of the Act. 

Sec. 4b.6. The automatic waiting pe¬ 
riod is designed for the rare instance of 
a Department determination that dis¬ 
closure of medical records could be 
harmful to the individual. If all other 
medical records were disclosed imme¬ 
diately. the unusual withholding for 
purposes of consultation with the in¬ 
dividual’s physician or psychologist 
might Itself cause the harmful result 
sought to be avoided. The refusal of a 
request for access Indicated in the ten¬ 
tative penultimate paragraph of the sec¬ 
tion might be the only responsible course 
of action in the unusual circumstances, 
namely, that the Department had de¬ 
termined the individual could be harmed 
by the disclosure and he or she refuses 
to identify a personal physician or psy¬ 
chologist for consultation purposes. The 
Department ts weighing the possible civil 
action and imposition of fees and costs 
which could result against the responsi¬ 
bility to protect the individual Once into 
litigation, the court could regulate the 
proceeding to serve the best interests of 
the Individual The meaning of a com¬ 
plainant "substantially” prevailing in 
this context is certainly unclear. 

Sec. 4b.H(e) (2) and (3). Any correc¬ 
tion or amendment as to records in Judi¬ 
cial, quasi-judicial and quasi -legislative 
proceedings are subject to correction 
only according to the procedures of the 
forum. Collateral attack through the Act 
would be clearly unwarranted. 

Sec. 4h.9(o)<3). The Department au¬ 
tomatically will add the final determi¬ 
nation not to correct or amend, or sum¬ 
mary thereof, in order to close the rec¬ 
ord while personnel familiar with the 
request can do so efficiently Personnel 
turn-over and imperfect recollection 
could deny the Department its full ad¬ 
vantage to make a complete record ir 

delayed too long. . ^ .. , 

Sec. 4b 10(b) The five listed disdo- 
sures mandated by the Act would fall 
outside the permissive disclosure of 552a 
(b) (1) through (11), The Department 
submits that these situations are not 
subject to inclusion in routine uses in 
the published notice of systems of rec- 
onto under the Act on the basts that 
disclosures within the Act itself would 
have been listed in 5 . u ££: 
bad the Congress so intended It also 
should be noted that the first three ex¬ 
amples could be viewed as authorized by 
an Individual under the written reque^ 
criterion of 5 U8.C. 552(a) ill), at taw* 
constructively. The latter two examples 
could not be so viewed. Speciflc com¬ 
ment is invited on whether these three 
disclosures, as well as dlsclosur« at the 
request or with the consent of the indi¬ 
vidual to whom the records pertains, are 
subject to the accounting requirements 
of 5 U-8.C. 522.vc> The fundamental 
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purpose of the accounting, namely, to 
allow the individual to learn to whom 
hi* or her records were disclosed, would 
already be satisfied. 

See. 4b.11 (a). It is assumed that the 
proposed regulations of the United 
State* Civil Service Commission will be 
adopted substantially as proposed, par¬ 
ticularly 5 CFR 297.115. 

Secs. 4b.l3 and 4b.l4. As to the sys¬ 
tems of records for which exemptions 
are claimed, also sec the Notice of Sys¬ 
tems of Records published by the De¬ 
partment in the Federal Register this 
same date. Special attention Is called to 
the use of conditional exemptions in 
those situations where both general 
exemptions and specific exemptions 
are claimed for a particular system of 
records. In all instances, the Department 
first will assert the general exemption. 
Tlie specific exemption is stated condi¬ 
tionally. and the condition is that the 
primary assertion of a general exemp¬ 
tion is determined to be Invalid. The De¬ 
partment has concluded that this bifur¬ 
cated and conditional approach Is dic¬ 
tated by the uncertainty surrounding 
the exemption process under the Act. 

Sec. 4b.l3(a). The general exemption 
determined by the source agency would 
appear as part of the regulations 
adopted by that agency. The Depart¬ 
ment would be bound by the regulation 
and would have no authority to amend 
it. Thus, the only possible course of ac¬ 
tion available to the Department is re¬ 
ferral of the Individual to the source 
agency. 

Appendix C. It is assumed that the 
other agencies listed will publish Gov¬ 
ernment-wide notices, as information to 
the Department presently indicates. Ap¬ 
propriate changes will be made if those 
listed do not publish and as other agen¬ 
cies are identified. 

Appendix D. The Department will 
process the official form through the Of¬ 
fice of Management and Budget as a 
public use form and append a facsimile 
prior to the effective date of these regu¬ 
lations. 

Finally, the Department Intends to 
solicit the public's views on its imple¬ 
mentation of the Act during the Fall of 
1976. A notice to that effect will be pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register. Although 
not required, citizen comments should 
provide valuable insight as to the suc¬ 
cess. or shortcomings, of the Depart¬ 
ment's efforts to implement the Act 
fully.

§ ib.l Purpose and scope. 

(a) The purpose of this part is to es¬ 
tablish policies and procedures for im¬ 
plementing the Privacy Act of 1974 <Pub. 
L. 92-579). particularly 5 U.8.C. 552a as 
added by the Act. The main objectives 
are to facilitate full exercise of rights 
conferred on individuals under the Act 
and to insure the protection of privacy 
as to individuals on whom the Depart¬ 
ment maintains records in systems of 
records under the Act. The Department 
accepts the responsibility to act promptly 
and in accordance with the Act upon 
receipt of any inquiry, request or appeal 
from a citizen of the United States or an 
alien lawfully admitted for permanent 
residence into the United States, regard¬ 
less of the age of the individual. Further, 
the Department accepts the obligations 
to maintain only such information on in¬ 
dividuals as Is relevant and necessary to 
the performance of Its lawful functions, 
to maintain that information with such 
accuracy, relevancy, timeliness and com¬ 
pleteness as is reasonably necessary to 
assure fairness in determinations made 
by the Department about the individual, 
to obtain information from the individ¬ 
ual to the extent practicable, and to take 
every reasonable step to protect that in¬ 
formation from unwarranted disclosure 
The Department will maintain no record 
describing how an individual exercises 
lights guaranteed by the First Amend¬ 
ment unless expressly authorized by stat¬ 
ute or by the individual about whom the 
record is maintained or unless pertinent 
to and within the scope of an authorized 
law enforcement activity. 

<b) This part applies to all units in the 
Department in order to assure tlie maxi¬ 
mum amount of uniformity and consist¬ 
ency within the Department in Its im¬ 
plementation of the Act. The units of the 
Department may promulgate supple¬ 
mentary orders and rules not inconsist¬ 
ent with this part. 

(c) The Assistant Secretary for Ad¬ 
ministration is delegated responsibility 
for maintaining this part, for issuing 
such orders and directives internal to 
the Department as are necessary for full 


compliance with the Act, and for effect¬ 
ing publication of all required notices 
concerning systems of records. 

<d> Matters outside the scope of this 
part include the following: 

<l) Requests under the Freedom of In¬ 
formation Act (5 U.8.C. 552) ; 

(2) Requests involving information 
pertaining to an individual which is In 
a record or file but not within the scope 
of a system of records notice published 
in the Federal Register ; and. 

(3) Requests where a grievance pro¬ 
cedure is available to the individual 
either by regulation or by provision in a 
collective bargaining agreement with the 
Department or a unit of the Department, 
and the Individual has expressed the in¬ 
tention of using the grievance procedure. 

§ 4b,2 Definition*. 

<a) All terms used in this part which 
are defined in 5 U.S.C. 552a shall have 
the same meaning herein. 

<b> As used in this part: 

(1) The term "Act" means the “Pri¬ 
vacy Act of 1974," Pub. L. 93-579. 

(2) The term “unit of the Department" 
and “unit" means primary operating 
unit of the Department as defined in 
Department Organization Order 1-1, 
“Mission and Organization of the De¬ 
partment of Commerce" <35 FR 19704, 
December 27, 1970). 

(3) The term “Privacy Officer" means 
those officials. Identified in Appendix A 
to this part, who are authorized to re¬

(a) Any individual, regardless of age, 
who Is a citizen of the United States or 
an alien lawfully admitted for permanent 
residence Into the United States may 
submit an inquiry to the Department. 
The inquiry should be made cither in 
person or by mail addressed to the ap¬ 
propriate Privocy Officer identified in Ap¬ 
pendix A to this port, or the official iden¬ 
tified in the notification procedures par¬ 
agraph of the systems of records notice 
published in the Federal Register If an 
individual believes the Department main¬ 
tains a record pertaining to that individ¬ 
ual but does not know which system of 
records might contain such a record and/

if) The requirements for identification 
of individuals seeking access to records 
are as follows: 

Each individual making 
a request in person shall be required to 
present satisfactory proof of Identity 
The means of proof, in the order of 
preference and priority, are: 

(i> A document bearing the individ¬ 
ual's photograph <for example, driver's 
license, passport or military or civilian 
identification card);

For the convenience of the public, and in 
addition to the Privacy Officers listed in 
Appendix A hereto, most facilities which 
are open to the public and operated by 
the Department outside Metropolitan 
Washington. DC. have employees au¬ 
thorized to determine the identity of an 
individual. However, such employees are 
not authorized to take any other action 
with respect to a request except to trans¬ 
mit the request to the responsible Privacy 
Officer. In order to avoid any unwar¬ 
ranted disclosure of an Individual's 
records, the Department reserves the 
right to determine the adequacy of proof 
of identity ofTered by any individual, 
particularly when the request involves a 
sensitive record. 

(2> Not in person . If the individual 
making a request does not appear in per¬ 
son before a Privacy Officer or other em¬ 
ployee authorized to determine identity, 
a certificate of a notary public or equiv¬ 
alent officer empowered to administer 
oaths must accompany the request. The 
Department's official form for requests 
contains a certificate. If, for some reason, 
the individual is unable to use the offi¬ 
cial form, the certificate within or at¬ 
tached to the letter must be substantially 
in accord with the following text:

"Unusual circum¬ 
stances" shall include circumstances 
where a search for and collection of re¬ 
quested records from inactive storage, 
field facilities or other establishments 
are required, cases where a voluminous 
amount of data is involved, instances 
where Information on other individuals 
must be separated or expunged from the 
particular record, and cases where con¬ 
sultations with other agencies having a 
substantial interest in the determination 
of the request as necessary. 


(b* Grant of access—(I> Notification, 
An Individual shall be granted access to 
a record pertaining to him or her, except 
where the provisions of paragraph (g> 
d) of this section apply. The Privacy 
Office shall notify the individual of 
such determination and provide the fol¬ 
lowing information: 

(1) The methods of access, as set forth 
in paragraph (b)(2) of this section: 

Ml) The place at which the record may 
be inspected; 

<iii> The earliest date on which the 
record may be Inspected and the period 
of time that the records will remain 
available for inspection. In no event shall 
the earliest date be later than thirty days 
from the date of notification. 

(Iv) The estimated date by which a 
copy of the record could be mailed and 
the estimate of fees pursuant to section 
4b. 11 of this part. In no event shall the 
estimated date be later than thirty days 
from the date of notification; 

<v> The fact that the individual, if he 
or she wishes, may be accompanied by 
another Individual during personal ac¬ 
cess. subject to the procedures set forth 
in paragraph (f > of this section; and. 

<vi> Any additional requirements 
needed to grant access to a specific 
record. 

(2) Methods of access. The following 
methods of access to records by an in¬ 
dividual may be available depending on 
the circumstances of a given situation: 

M> Inspection in person may be had 
in the office specified by the Privacy 
Officer granting access, during the hours 
indicated in Mb.4<a); 

Ml) Transfer of records to a Federal 
facility more convenient to the individual 
may be arranged, but only if the Privacy 
Officer determines that a suitable facility 
is available, that the individual's access 
can be properly supervised at that facil¬ 
ity, and that transmital of the records 
to that facility will not unduly Interfere 
with operations of the Department or 
involve unreasonable costs, in terms of 
both money and manpower; and 

(UD Copies may be mailed at the re¬ 
quest of the individual, subject to pay¬ 
ment of the fees prescribed in section 
4b. 11 of this part. The Department, at 
its owm initiative, may elect to provide 
a copy by mail, in which case no fee will 
be charged the individual. 

(c> Access to medical records is gov¬ 
erned by the provisions of }4b.6. 

<d) The Department shall supply such 
other information and assistance at the 
time of access as to make the record in¬ 
telligible to the individual. 

(e> The Department reserves the 
right to limit access to copies and ab¬ 
stracts of original records, rather than 
the original records. This election would 
be appropriate, for example, when the 
record is in an automated data media 
such as tape or disc, when the record 
contains information on other individ¬ 
uals, and when deletion of information 
is permissible under exemptions (for ex¬ 
ample. 5 U.8.C. 552a(k) (2>). In no event 
shall original records of the Department 
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be made available to the individual ex¬ 
cept under the immediate supervision of 
the Privacy Officer or his designee. Title 
18. United States Code, section 2701(a) 
makes it a crime to conceal, mutilate, 
obliterate, or destroy any record filed 
in a public office, or to attempt to do any 
of the foregoing. 

<f> Any individual who requests ac¬ 
cess to a record pertaining to that in¬ 
dividual may be accompanied by another 
individual of his or her choice. “Accom¬ 
panied" includes discussion of the rec¬ 
ord in the presence of the other individ¬ 
ual. The individual to whom the record 
pertains shall authorize the presence of 
the other individual in writing and shall 
include the name of the other individ¬ 
ual. a specific description of the record 
to which access is sought, the date and 
the signature of the individual to whom 
the record pertains The other individual 
shall sign the authorization in the pres¬ 
ence of the Privacy Officer. An individ¬ 
ual shall not be required to state a reason 
or otherwise Justify his or her decision 
to be accompanied by another individ¬ 
ual during personal access to a record. 

(g) Initial denial of access: (l) 
Grounds . Access by an individual to a 
record which pertains to that individual 
will be denied only upon a determination 
by the Privacy Officer that: 

(1) The record is subject to an exemp¬ 
tion under $ 14b.13 and 4b.14 or to an 
exemption determined by another 
agency noticing the system of records, 
a & described in § 4b.3(h>; 

(Hi The record is information com¬ 
plied In reasonable anticipation of a 
civil action or proceeding: 

fill) The provisions of i 4b 6 pertain¬ 
ing to medical records temporarily have 
been Invoked; or. 

(iv) The individual unreasonably has 
failed to comply with the procedural re¬ 
quirements of this part. 

(2) Notification The Privacy Officer 
shall give notice of denial of access to 
records to the Individual In writing and 
shall include the following information: 

(i) The Privacy Officer’s name and 
title or position; 

(ii> The date of the denial; 

(ill) The reasons for the denial, in¬ 
cluding citation to the appropriate sec¬ 
tion of the Act and this part; 

(iv) The individual’s opportunities 
if any. for further administrative con¬ 
sideration. including the identity and 
address of the responsible official. If no 
further administrative consideration 
within the Department is available, the 
notice shall state that the denial Is ad¬ 
ministratively final: and. 

(v) If stated to be administratively 
final within the Department, the indi¬ 
vidual's right to Judicial review under 
5 U.3.C. 552a(g)<l>, as amended by 5 
U.S.C. 552a<g>(5). 

(3) Administrative review. When an 
Initial denial of a request Is Issued by 
the Privacy Officer, the Individual’s op¬ 
portunities for further consideration 
shall be as follows: 

(I) As to denial under paragraph (g) 
(IMi) of this section, the sole procedure 
is a petition for the issuance, amend¬ 


ment, or repeal of a rule under 5 U.S.C. 
553(e). If the exemption was determined 
by the Department, such petition shall 
be filed with the Secretary If the ex¬ 
emption was determined by another 
agency, referred to in 5 4b.3<h). the De¬ 
partment will provide the individual with 
the name and address of the other 
agency and any relief sought by the in¬ 
dividual shall be that provided by the 
regulations of the other agency. Within 
the Department, no such denial Is ad¬ 
ministratively final until such a petition 
has been filed by the Individual and dis¬ 
posed of on the merits by the Secretary. 

(ii) As to denial under with paragraph 
(g) (1) (ii) or <lv> of this section, the 
individual may file for review with the 
responsible Privacy Appeals Officer, iden¬ 
tified in Appendix B hereto, as indicated 
in the Privacy Officer’s initial denial 
notification. The procedures appearing 
in 5 4b.8 shall be followed by both the 
individual and the Department to the 
maximum extent practicable. 

(ill) As to denial under paragraph (g> 
(l)(iii) of this section, no further ad¬ 
ministrative consideration within the 
Department is available because the de¬ 
nial is not administratively final until 
expiration of the time period Indicated 
in$4b.6< a >. 

<h> If a request is partially granted 
and partially denied, the Privacy Officer 
shall follow the appropriate procedures 
of this section as to the records within 
the grant and the records within the 
denial. 

§ 4b.6 Special procedure*: Medical rec¬ 
ord*. 

(a) No response to any request for 
access to medical records by an individ¬ 
ual will be issued by the Privacy Officer 
for a period of seven days (excluding 
Saturdays. Sundays and holidays) from 
the date of receipt. 

(b) The Department has published as 
a routine use, for all systems of records 
containing medical records, consultations 
with an individual’s physician or psy¬ 
chologist if. in the sole judgment of the 
Department, disclosure could have an 
adverse effect upon the Individual. The 
mandatory waiting period set forth in 
paragraph (a) of this section will permit 
exercise of this routine use in appro¬ 
priate cases. The Department will pay 
no costs of any such consultation. 

<c> In every case of a request by an 
individual for access to medical records, 
the Privacy Officer shall: 

(1 > Inform the individual of the wait¬ 
ing period prescribed in paragraph (a) 
of this section; 

(2) Obtain the name and address of 
the individual’s physician and psychol¬ 
ogist. if the individual consents to give 
them; 

(3) Obtain specific, written consent 
for the Department to consult the Indi¬ 
vidual's physician and psychologist in 
the event that the Deportment believes 
such consultation is advisable, if the in¬ 
dividual consents to give such authoriza¬ 
tion; 

(4) Obtain specific, written consent for 
the Department to provide the medical 


records to the individual’s physician or 
psychologist in the event that the De¬ 
partment believes access to the record 
by the individual is best effected under 
the guidance of the individual’s physi¬ 
cian or psychologist, if the individual 
consents to give such authorization; and. 

(5) Forward the individual's medical 
record to the Department’s medical of¬ 
ficer for review and a determination on 
whether consultation with or transmittal 
of the medical records to the individual’s 
physical or psychologist is warranted. If 
the consultation with or transmittal of 
such records to the individual's physician 
or psychologist is determined to be war¬ 
ranted, the Department’s medical officer 
shall so consult or transmit Whether or 
not such a consultation or transmittal 
occurs, the Department's medical officer 
shall provide instruction to the Privacy 
Officer regarding the conditions of access 
by the individual to his or her medical 
records. 

<d> If on individual refuses to give the 
names and consents set forth in para¬ 
graphs CcM2> through (4) of this sec¬ 
tion and the Department has determined 
that disclosure could have an adverse 
effect upon the Individual, the Depart¬ 
ment shall refuse the individual access 
to said records. 

(c) The provisions of I 4b.3<d) <2> and 
<3) apply to the Information obtained 
under paragraph (c)(2> through (4) of 
this section. 

§ 4b,7 RcqucM for iorrrclion or amend 
mrnt lo record. 

(a) Any Individual, regardless of age. 
who Is a citizen of the United States or 
an alien lawfully admitted for perma¬ 
nent residence into the United States 
may submit a request for correction or 
amendment to the Department. The re¬ 
quest should be made either in person 
or by mall addressed to the Privacy Of¬ 
ficer who processed the Individual’s re¬ 
quest for access to the record, and to 
whom is delegated authority to make 
initial determinations on requests for 
correction or amendment. The offices of 
Privacy Officers are open to the public 
between the hours of 9 a m. and 4 p.m 
Monday through Friday (excluding holi¬ 
days). 

lb) The processing of requests sub¬ 
mitted by mail will be facilitated if the 
words “PRIVACY ACT REQUEST’ ap¬ 
pear in capital letters on the face of the 
envelope. If. for some reason, the In¬ 
dividual is unable to use the Depart¬ 
ment’s official form, the letter should 
bear the words “PRIVACY ACT RE¬ 
QUEST” in capital letters at the top. 

(c> Any request which Is not addressed 
as specified in paragraph <a> of this sec¬ 
tion or which is not marked as specified 
In paragraph <b> of this section will be so 
addressed and marked by Department 
personnel and forwarded immediately to 
the responsible Privacy Officer. A re¬ 
quest which is not properly addressed by 
the individual will not be deemed to have 
been “received" for purposes of measur¬ 
ing time periods for response until for¬ 
warding of the request to the Privacy 
Officer has been effected. In each in¬ 
stance when a request so forwarded Is 
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received, the Privacy Officer shall notify 
the individual that his or her request was 
Improperly addressed and the date when 
the request was received at the proper 
address. 

(d) 8ince the request, in all cases, will 
follow^ a request for access under l 4b 5. 
the individual's identity will be estab¬ 
lished by his or her signature on the re¬ 
quest. 

(e) A request for correction or amend¬ 
ment should include the following: 

(1) A specific identification of the 
record sought to be corrected or amend¬ 
ed < for example, description, title, date, 
paragraph, sentence, line and words); 

<2) The specific wording to be deleted, 
if any ; 

(3> The specific wording to be in¬ 
serted or added, if any. and the exact 
place at which to be Inserted or added; 
and. 

(4) A statement of the basis for the 
requested correction or amendment, with 
all available supporting documents and 
materials which substantiate the state¬ 
ment. The statement should identify the 
standard of the Act being invoked, that is. 
whether the information in the record is 
unnecessary, inaccurate, irrelevant, un¬ 
timely or incomplete. 

(f) The provisions of f|4b.3(d)(2) 
and <3) apply to the information ob¬ 
tained under paragraph (e) of this sec¬ 
tion. 

§ fh.8 Agency review of rcqurM for 
correction or amendment of record. 

(a)(1) Not later than ten days (ex¬ 
cluding Saturdays. Sundays and holi¬ 
days) after receipt of a request to correct 
or amend a record, the Privacy Officer 
shall send an acknowledgment providing 
an estimate of time within which action 
will be taken on the request and asking 
for such further information as may be 
necessary to process the request. The esti¬ 
mate of time may take into account un¬ 
usual circumstances as described in ft 4b - 
5(a). No acknowledgment will be sent if 
the request can be reviewed, processed 
and the individual notified of the results 
of review (either compliance or denial) 
within the ten days. Requests filed in 
person will be acknowledged In writing 
at the time submitted. 

(2) ) Promptly after acknowledging 
receipt of a request, or after receiving 
such further information as might have 
been requested, or after arriving at a 
decision within the ten days, the Privacy 
Officer shall either: 

(1) Make the requested correction or 
amendment and advise the individual in 
writing of such action, providing either 
a copy of the corrected or amended rec¬ 
ord or a statement as to the means 
whereby the correction or amendment 
was effected in cases where a copy cannot 
be provided (for example, erasure of in¬ 
formation from a record maintained only 
in an electronic data bank): or. 

<ii> Inform the individual in writing 
that his or her request is denied and pro¬ 
vide the following information: 

<A> The Privacy Officer’s name and 
title and position; 


(B) The date of the denial; 

(C) The reasons for the denial, in¬ 
cluding citation to the appropriate sec¬ 
tions of the Act and this part; and. 

(D) The procedures for appeal of the 
denial as set forth in 14b 9. Including 
the name and address of the responsible 
Privacy Appeals Officer from Appendix C 
to this part. The term “'promptly" in 
this paragraph means within thirty days 
<excluding Saturdays, Sundays and holi¬ 
days) . If the Privacy Officer cannot make 
the determination within thirty days, the 
individual will be advised in writing of 
the reason therefor and of the estimated 
date by which the determination will be 
made. 

<b> Whenever an individual’s record 
is corrected or amended pursuant to a 
request by that individual, the Privacy 
Officer shall see to the notification of all 
persons and agencies to which the cor¬ 
rected or amended portion of the record 
had been disclosed prior to its correction 
or amendment, if an accounting of such 
disclosure required by the Act was made. 
The notification shall require a recipient 
agency maintaining the record to ac¬ 
knowledge receipt of the notification, to 
correct or amend the record and to ap¬ 
prise any agency or person to which it 
had disclosed the record of the substance 
of the correction or amendment. 

(c) The following criteria will be con¬ 
sidered by the Privacy Officer in review¬ 
ing a request for correction or amend¬ 
ment: 

(1) The sufficiency of the evidence 
submitted by the individual: 

(2) The factual accuracy of the infor¬ 
mation; 

<3) The relevance and necessity of the 
Information in terms of purpose for 
which it was collected: 

(4) The timeliness and currency of 
the information In light of the purpose 
for which it was collected; 

(5) The completeness of the Informa¬ 
tion in terms of the purpose for which it 
was collected; 

<6> The degree of possibility that de¬ 
nial of the request could unfairly result 
in determinations adverse to the individ¬ 
ual: 

<7> The character of the record sought 
to be corrected or amended; and, 

(8) The propriety and feasibility of 
complying with the specific means of cor¬ 
rection or amendment requested by the 
individual. 

<d> The Department will not under¬ 
take to gather evidence for the individual, 
but does reserve the right to verify the 
evidence which the Individual submits. 

(e) Correction or amendment of a rec¬ 
ord requested by an Individual will be 
denied only upon a determination by the 
Privacy Officer that: 

< 1) The Individual has failed to estab¬ 
lish. by a preponderance of the evidence, 
the propriety of the correction or amend¬ 
ment in light of the criteria set forth in 
paragraph (c) of this section; 

(2) The record sought to be corrected 
or amended was compiled in a terminated 
Judicial, quasi-judicial or quasi-Iegisla- 


tivc proceeding to which the individual 
was a party or participant; 

<3> The information in the record 
sought to be corrected or amended, or the 
record sought to be corrected or amend¬ 
ed. Is the subject of a pending Judicial, 
quasi-judicial or quasi-legislative pro¬ 
ceeding to which the individual is a party 
or participant: 

(4) The correction or amendment 
would violate a duly enacted statute or 
promulgated regulation: or, 

(5) The individual unreasonably has 
failed to comply with the procedural re¬ 
quirements of this part. 

(f) If a request Is partially granted 
and partially denied, the Privacy Officer 
shall follow the appropriate procedures of 
this section as to the records within the 
grant and the records within the denial. 

§ Ah.*) Appeal of initial acl%cr*c njtrnry 
determination on correetion or 
amendment. 

(a) When a request for correction or 
amendment has been denied initially 
under $4b 8, the individual may sub¬ 
mit a written appeal within thirty days 
after the date of the initial denial. When 
an appeal is submitted by mail, the post¬ 
mark is conclusive as to timeliness 

<b) An appeal shall be addressed to the 
Privacy Appeals Officer identified in the 
initial denial, which official Is authorized 
to make final determinations. The proc¬ 
essing of appeals will be facilitated if the 
words "PRIVACY APPEAL" appear in 
capital letters on both the envelope and 
the top of the appeal papers. An appeal 
not addressed and marked as provided 
herein will be so marked by Department 
personnel when Jt is so Identified, and 
will be forwarded Immediately to the re¬ 
sponsible Privacy Appeals Officer. An ap¬ 
peal which is not properly addressed by 
the individual will not be deemed to have 
been "received” for purposes of measur¬ 
ing the time periods in this section until 
forwarding of the appeal to the Privacy 
Appeals Officer has been effected. In each 
instance when an appeal so forwarded 
is received, the Privacy Appeals Officer 
shall notify the individual that his or her 
appeal was improperly addressed and the 
date when the appeal was received at the 
proper address. 

(c> The individual's appeal papers shall 
include the following: a copy of the origi¬ 
nal request for correction or amendment; 
a copy of the initial denial; and a state¬ 
ment of the reasons why the initial denial 
is believed to be in error The appeal shall 
be signed by the individual. The record 
which the individual requests be cor¬ 
rected or amended will be supplied by 
the Privacy Officer who issued the initial 
denial While the foregoing normally will 
comprise the entire record on appeal, the 
Privacy Appeals Officer may seek addi¬ 
tional information necessary to assure 
at the final determination is fair and 
uitable and. in such Instances, the ad¬ 
ditional Information will be disclosed to 
the individual to the greatest extent pos¬ 
sible and an opportunity provided for 
comment thereon. 

(d) No personal appearance or hearing 
on appeal will be allowed. 
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<e> The Privacy Appeals Officer shall 
act upon the appeal and Issue a final 
determination In wilting not later than 
thirty days <excluding Saturdays. Sun¬ 
days and holidays) from the date on 
which the appeal Is received; provided, 
that the Privacy Appeals Officer may ex¬ 
tend the thirty days upon deciding that 
a fair and equitable review cannot be 
made within that period, but only if the 
Individual is advised in writing of the 
reason for the extension and the esti¬ 
mated date by which a final determina¬ 
tion will issue (which estimated date 
should not be later than the sixtieth day 
(excluding Saturdays. Sundays and holi¬ 
days) after receipt of the appeal unless 
unusual circumstances, as described in 
1 4b.5<a). are met). 

(f) If the appeal is determined in favor 
of the individual, the final determination 
shall Include the specific corrections or 
amendments to be made and a copy 
thereof shall be transmitted promptly 
both to the individual and to the Privacy 
Officer who issued the Initial denial. 
Upon receipt of such final determination, 
the Privacy Officer promptly shall take 
the actions set forth in 8 4b.8(a) (2) (i) 
and <b>. 

(g) If the appeal is denied, the final 
determination shall be transmitted 
promptly to the individual and state the 
reasons for the denial. The notice of final 
determination also shall inform the in¬ 
dividual of the following information; 

(1) The right of the individual to hie 
a concise statement of reasons for dis¬ 
agreeing with the final determination. 
The statement ordinarily should not ex¬ 
ceed one page and the Department re¬ 
serves the right to reject a statement of 
excessive length. Such a statement shall 
be filed with the Privacy Appeals Officer. 
It should identify the date of the final 
determination and be signed by the in¬ 
dividual. The Privacy Appeals Officer 
shall acknowledge receipt of such state¬ 
ment and inform the individual of the 
date on which it was received; 

(2) The fact that any such disagree¬ 
ment statement filed by the individual 
will be noted in the disputed record and 
that a copy of the statement will be pro¬ 
vided to persons and agencies to which 
the record is disclosed subsequent to the 
date of receipt of such statement; 

(3) The fact that the Department will 
append to any such disagreement state¬ 
ment filed by the individual, a copy of 
the final determination or summary 
thereof which also will be provided to 
persons and agencies to which the dis¬ 
agreement statement is disclosed; and, 

(4> The right of the individual to ju¬ 
dicial review of the final determination 
under 5 U.S.C. 552a<g> (1) (A). as limited 
by 5 U.8.C. 552a'g>(5>. 

<h) In making the final determina¬ 
tion. the Privacy Appeals Officer shall 
employ the criteria set forth in subsec¬ 
tion 4b 8(c) of this part and shall deny 
an appeal only on the grounds set forth 
In 6 4b.8(e). 

(1) If an appeal is partially granted 
and partially denied, the Privacy Ap¬ 
peals Officer shall follow the appropri¬ 
ate procedures of this section as to the 


records within the grant and the records 
within the denial. 

(J) Although a copy of the final deter¬ 
mination or a summary thereof will be 
treated as part of the individual s record 
for purposes of disclosure in instances 
where the individual has filed a disagree¬ 
ment statement, it will not be subject to 
correction or amendment by the indi¬ 
vidual. 

(k> The provisions of 8 4b.3<d> (2) 
and (3) apply to the information ob¬ 
tained under paragraphs (c> and (g)(1) 
of this section.

552a<b>(l) through <11), which read as 
follows: 

(I) To those officers and employee* of the 
agency which maintains the record who hare 
a need for the record in the performance of 
their duties: 

<2| Required under section 552 of this 
title; 

(3) For a routine use as defined in subsec¬ 
tion (a)(7) of this section and described un¬ 
der subsection <e) (4) (D) of this section: 

(4) To the Bureau of the Census for pur¬ 
poses of planning or carrying out a census 
or survey or related activity pursuant to the 
provisions of title 13; 

(6) To a recipient who has provided the 
agency with advance adequate written assur¬ 
ance that the record wlU be used solely as a 
statistical research or reporting record, and 
the record is to be transferred In a form that 
is not individually Identifiable;

(8) To a person pursuant to a showing of 
compelling circumstances affecting the 
health or safety of an individual If upon such 
disclosure notification is transmitted to the 
last known address of such individual; 

(9) Td either House of Congress, or, to the 
extent of matter within its jurisdiction, any 
committee or subcommittee thereof, any 
Joint committee of Congress or subcommit¬ 
tee of any such Joint committee; 


(10) To the Comptroller Oeneral, or any 
of his authorized representatives, in the 
course of the performance of the duties of 
the Oeneral Accounting Olfice; or 

(11) Pursuant to the order of a court of 
competent Jurisdiction. 

<b> The situations referred to in para¬ 
graph (a)(4) of this section include the 
following: 

(1) 5 U.S.C. 552a(c)<4) requires dis¬ 
semination of a corrected or amended 
record or notation of a disagreement 
statement by the Department in certain 
circumstances;

552a<g> authorizes civil 
action by an individual and requires dis¬ 
closure by the Department to the court; 

(4) Sec. 5(e) (2) of the Act authorizes 
release of any records or information by 
the Department to the Privacy Protec¬ 
tion Study Commission upon request of 
the Chairman; and, 

(5) Sec. 6 of the Act authorizes the Of¬ 
fice of Management and Budget to pro¬ 
vide the Department with conttniulng 
oversight and assistance in implementa¬ 
tion of the Act. 

(c) The Privacy Officer shall make an 
accounting of each disclosure by him of 
any record contained in a system of rec¬ 
ords In accordance with S U.S.C. 552a(c) 
(I) and (2). Except for a disclosure made 
under 5 U.S.C. 552a(b)(7) f the Privacy 
Officer shall make such accounting avail¬ 
able to any individual, insofar as it per¬ 
tains to that individual, on request sub¬ 
mitted in accordance with section 4b.4 of 
this part. The Privacy Officer shall make 
reasonable efforts to notify any individ¬ 
ual when any record In a system of rec¬ 
ords is disclosed to any person under 
compulsory legal process, promptly upon 
being informed that such process has be¬ 
come a matter of public record. 

§ 4b.ll Fees. 

(a) The only fees to be charges to or 
collected from an Individual under the 
provisions of this part are for copying 
records at the request of the individual.

Department of 
Commerce.” and they shall be paid or 
sent to the office stated in the billing no¬ 
tice or. if none, to the Privacy Officer 
processing the request. Where appropri¬ 
ate, payment may be required in the form 
of certified check. 

(d> A copying fee totaling $1 or less

Notice Is hereby given that the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce, in accordance with 5 
U,S.C.552a<e> <4> and (11). Sec. 3 of the 
Privacy Act of 1974 (Pub L. 93-579) 
(“Act"), proposes to adopt the notice of 
systems of records set forth below. Al¬ 
though the Act requires only publication 
for comment of that portion of a notice 
which describes the “routine uses" of the 
particular system of records, the Depart¬ 
ment Invites public comment on all parts 
of the notice. 

Any person interested in this notice 
may submit written data, views, or argu¬ 
ments to the Privacy Act Task Force 
(Stop 206), Room 5892, U.8. Department 
of Commerce. 14th and E Streets. NW.. 
Washington, D.C. 20230 on or before Sep¬ 
tember 4. 1975. All written comments re¬ 
ceived from the public through said date 
will be considered by the Department 
before talcing action on a final notice. 
The comments received also will be avail¬ 
able for public inspection at the above 
address between the hours of 9 a.m. and 

4 p.m. Monday thorugh Friday (except 
holidays), as received and until 4 p.m.. 
September 1.1975. 

This notice was drafted and the files 
to be noticed were selected with major 
reliance on the “Guidelines and Respon¬ 
sibilities" for implementation of the Act 
published by the Office of Management 
and Budget (40 FR 28949. July 9. 1975). 

The following remarks should clarify 
the principles on which the particular 
systems of records were selected for 
notice publication, as well as the contents 
of the notice. 

The proposed notice has four distinct 
parts. The first part is a prefatory note 
of general routine uses applicable to all 
noticed systems of records and incorpor¬ 
ated by reference into the notice of each 
particular system of records. The cen¬ 
tralizing of these routine uses was oc¬ 
casioned by the desire to avoid unneces¬ 
sary repetition which would hamper the 
public in its review and use of the pro¬ 
posed notice. The second part is a segre¬ 
gated note as to the exemption for na¬ 
tional defense and foreign policy under 

5 U.S.C. 552a(k><l). It was concluded 
that Isolation of this specific exemption 
would best underscore tfie essential im¬ 
portance of records so protected. The 
third part is a footnote chart of abbrevia¬ 
tions used in the names of individual 
systems of records within the notice. Not 
all primary operating units of the De¬ 
partment are represented. The absence 
of any unit means that it had no system 
of records unique to itself. However, a 
unit may be covered under a system of 
records marked "COMMERCE DEPT" 
(or under a Government-wide notice 
such as those listed in Appendix C to the 
proposed regulations published in the 
Federal Register this same date). Re¬ 
course to that part of a notice for a par¬ 
ticular system of records which gives lo¬ 


cation may reveal such coverage. The 
fourth part is the listing of the one 
hundred systems or records determined 
to be subject ot the Act's requirement of 
published notice. 

Especial note should be taken of the 
exclusion from the general routine uses 
and the routine uses of particular sys¬ 
tems of records of certain disclosures 
authorized by the Act Itself. They are: 
Disclosure of corrected or amended rec¬ 
ords, or notations of disagreement when 
requested corrections or amendments are 
denied, under 5 U.S.C. 552a(c)<4>; dis¬ 
closure to and at the request of the in¬ 
dividual. of records which pertain to that 
individual, under 5 U.S.C. 552a(d); dis¬ 
closures to the courts, under 5 U.S.C. 552a 
<g>: disclosures to the Privacy Protec¬ 
tion Study Commission, under sec. 5(e) 
(2) of the Act: and disclosures to the 
Office of Management and Budget in the 
course of its assistance and oversight 
responsibilities, under Sec. 6 of the Act. 
The Department submits that these dis¬ 
closures are outside all the provisions of 
5 U.S.C. 552a(b> (1) through (11). in¬ 
cluding the provision addressing routine 
uses. The very ommission of these pro¬ 
visions from the Itemized permissive dis¬ 
closures suggests exclusive and co-equal 
status, for the Congress could have in¬ 
cluded them quite readily if such were 
the Intent. An alternative theory with 
respect to the first three of the five situa¬ 
tions might be that the disclosures are 
constructively “pursuant to a written 
request by. or with the prior written con¬ 
sent of. the individual" Inasmuch as they 
occur through the individual's own in¬ 
itiatives. If the tentative exclusion is re¬ 
versed, these routine uses would be added 
to the list of genera) routine uses. 

Three basic criteria were employed to 
determine those records which constitute 
a system of records under the Act re¬ 
quiring publication of notice in the Fed¬ 
eral Register. All three are discussed in 
the publication of the Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget noted above. The first 
criterion is whether the record is an 
“official" record of the Department. The 
second criterion Is whether information 
which pertains to an individual “is re¬ 
trieved" by means of the name or other 
personal identifier assigned to that par¬ 
ticular individual. The third criterion is 
whether a particular individual, with re¬ 
spect to whom information is retrieved 
by name or other personal identifier, is 
viewed in an entrepreneurial, as con¬ 
trasted with a purely personal, capacity. 

Applying these criteria to all records 
containing personal information as to in¬ 
dividuals which were uncovered in a sur¬ 
vey of Department files, many did not fall 
within the definition of “systems of rec¬ 
ords'* in the Act. The one hundred no¬ 
tices of particular systems of records 
proposed below cover a substantial por¬ 
tion. but not all. of Department records 
containing information on Individuals. 

The primary reason why many records 
do not appear in the proposed notice is 
found in the very nature of the Depart¬ 
ment's responsibilities which involve re¬ 
lations with private and public corpora¬ 
tions and bodies other than Individuals. 


The Act is directed to individuals and 
personal information concerning them. 
To a major extent, information about in¬ 
dividuals is maintained in the files of the 
Department only as a derivative of a re¬ 
lationship. contractual or otherwise, be¬ 
tween the Department and a company or 
public body*. In such cases, access to in¬ 
formation about the individual is gained 
through the name of the company or 
body, a contract number, a project name 
or number or geographical designation, 
or a combination of these methods. Thus, 
the second criterion assumed greatest im¬ 
portance In selecting the records to be 
noticed. 

The entrepreneurial standard, which is 
the third criterion set forth above, ap¬ 
peared second in frequency. The De¬ 
partment determined its presence both 
as to sole proprietorships offering goods 
and services to the Department and as to 
participants in Department programs. 
The former is self-explanatory. The lat¬ 
ter is Illustrated by technical advisors 
participating in some economic develop¬ 
ment programs sponsored by the Depart¬ 
ment. Although files might be main¬ 
tained in the name of an individual, the 
Department views the individual only in 
a businessman capacity completely dis¬ 
tinct from a personal capacity. 

The first criterion, concerning “offi¬ 
cial" records, applied to files physically 
within the precincts of Department fa¬ 
cilities but neither required in the con¬ 
duct of any program or function for 
which the Department is responsible nor 
subject to Department control or domin¬ 
ion It also covered standard research 
and reference authorities published by 
private and public sources. Both as to im¬ 
portance and number of records, this was 
the least Important criterion. 

The following listings serve to illustrate 
further the kinds of records falling out¬ 
side the first and second criteria Just dis¬ 
cussed and. for that reason, not Included 
in the proposed notice: 

Unofficial records and public references 

Employee recreation associations; 

Employee blood donors; 

Employees deciding to “give at the of¬ 
fice" to community chest or united givers 
funds (except where the donation is ef¬ 
fected through payroll deduction, in 
which case the information is covered by 
the Department’s notice on employee at¬ 
tendance. leave and payroll: COM¬ 
MERCE/DEPT-1 •); 

Telephone directories and address lists 
created and kept by individual employees 
at their own initiative to facilitate com¬ 
munications with other employees and 
nonemployees; 

Lists are created and kept by individ¬ 
ual employees as a service to other em¬ 
ployees, usually within their Immediate 
office, such as the scheduled expiration 
dates of driver's licenses for those em¬ 
ployees whose position requires opera¬ 
tion of a motor vehicle:

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Directories published by commercial 
concerns and public agencies and held by 
the Department as reference tools, such 
as Martindale-Hubbell’s lists of attor¬ 
neys and the Department of Labor's list 
of debarred Government contractors;

All publications of the National Tech¬ 
nical Information Service sold at retail. 

Retrieved by other than individual 

Financial statements of individuals 
who are officers, directors or stockholders 
of corporations dealing with the Depart¬ 
ment. but which are filed by corporate 
name or contract number ; and. 

Correspondence filed only by date. 

The concept of routine uses established 
by the Act deserves careful attention 
The statutory definition Indicated use of 
a record “compatible with the purpose 
for which it was collected." This signals 
a clear distinction between the original 
purpose and the compatible corollary use. 
Therefore, the Department has omitted 
from this notice any recital of primary or 
main purpose for the collection of infor¬ 
mation in the recital of routine uses. 
Another norm is whether the routine use 
Involves transmittal of the record infor¬ 
mation outside the Department. If not, 
the use is not recorded under the routine 
use for a particular system of records. 
This has a special application to the De¬ 
partment In terms of 5 U.S.C. 552a (b) (4). 
The decision that the Department would 
be the “agency" responsible for publica¬ 
tion of this notice and the regulations 
under the Act and the fact that the Bu¬ 
reau of the Census is one of the main line 
components of the Department have the 
effect of making record transfers to that 
Bureau subject to 5 U.S.C, 552a(b)(l), 
not 5 U.S.C. 552a(b) <4> or 5 U.S.C. 552a 
(b)(3). More generally, routine use by 
staffs In personnel, paperwork manage¬ 
ment. statistics, counsel and computer 
offices are not recited, either. The reasons 
are the strictly intra-Departmental 
character of the use and the view that 
such uses are immediately ancillary to 
the purpose for which the records were 
collected. 

This notice does not include particular 
Identification of certain systems of rec¬ 
ords, admittedly existing within the 
Department, due to the fact that other 
Federal agencies have assumed respon¬ 
sibility for publishing a Government¬ 
wide notice. The primary example is the 
publication of systems of records per¬ 
taining to Federal employee personnel 
records by the United States Civil Serv¬ 
ice Commission. The Department lias 
listed all such known notices, and iden¬ 
tified the publishing agencies, in Appen¬ 
dix C to the proposed regulations pub¬ 
lished In the Federal Register this same 
date. 

This notice also does not include dis¬ 
cussion of the application of general ex¬ 
emptions determined by other Federal 
agencies to apply to records or copies of 
records in the possession of the Depart¬ 
ment. However, the proposed regulations 
published In the Federal Register this 
same date state the procedure to be fol¬ 


lowed by the Department (15 CFR 4b.- 
13). 

A number of the particular systems of 
records noticed indicate Social Security 
Numbers in the category of information 
and request an individual to provide such 
number when applying to the Depart¬ 
ment as a matter of right under the Act. 
The Department is not unaware of the 
provisions of sec. 7 of the Act. The fact 
is that some filing systems were designed 
with Social Security Numbers as one of 
the retrieval keys. In the event any indi¬ 
vidual declines to provide his or her 
number, the Department will make a 
reasonable effort to respond to the re¬ 
quest submitted 

The Department has omitted a notice 
embracing experts or consultants en¬ 
gaged by the Department This decision 
was made In the belief that such persons 
either are special employees covered by 
the general notice published by the 
United 8tales Civil Service Commission 
or are subject to the entrepreneurial cri¬ 
terion discussed above. 

Finally, the Department Intends to 
solicit the public's views on Us implemen¬ 
tation of the Act during the Fall of 1976 
A notice to that effect will be published 
in the Federal Register. Although not 
required, citizen comments should pro¬ 
vide valuable Insight as to the success, or 
shortcomings, of the Departments 
efforts to implement the Act fully.
